Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied yesterday of a class action suit that 
seeks partial refund of 1972 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alan S. Ganz, lists 144 defendants in two 
pages Including most area school and 
park districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 625 S. Glenn Ave., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an Increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent in the 1972 reas- 


sessment — is hidden in LaSallc National 
Bank Trust 34740. Kenelco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value' assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for industrial property as 
much as SO per cent in the townships 
where it has been implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES — including 


Des Plalnes, Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove fluid Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on Industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's 
requirements for "uniformity and rea- 
sonableness within a tax class." Industri- 
al property owners in the 10 townships: 
"pay a disproportionate increased' 
amount of real estate taxes." 


RECORDS IN the Wheeling Township; 


assessor's office show that the Kenelco- 
building was assessed at $43,612 in 1971: 
and at $59,108 in 1972 after the reas- 
sessment. The land was assessed at 
$10,152 in 1971 and at $20,304 in 1972. 


The 1972 assessment was based on a 


fair market value of $1 per sq. ft. The 
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School officials begin to act 
in face of gas shortage here

While village officials in Wheeling and 


Buffalo Grove arc expecting few prob- 
lems with the predicted gasoline short- 
age, local schools and school bus com- 
panies are bcginnng to take precautions 
against a shortage. 


Gas prices for both villages have risen, 


but the village managers said increased 
price Is probably the only effect the 
shortage will have on their gas supply. 
Both managers said they have had no 
trouble getting gas. 


School Dist. 21 officials, however, said 


they have been told their supplier will 
only provide them with half their gas or- 
der from now on. Dist. 21 uses between 
500 and 800 gallons of gas monthly, de- 
pending on the season. 


Bill Scnnc, administrative assistant in 


charge of operations, said Dist. 21 could 
merely order twice as much gas to meet 
their needs. He said the district's sup- 
plier, Lake-Cook Farm 
Supply Co., 


knows how much the schools usually or- 
dcr, and therefore might not accept an 
Increased order. 


THE HITZENTIIALER Bus Co., which 


services Dist. 21, has not yet been affect- 
ed by gas shortages. Don Weidncr, gen- 
eral manager, said the company is try- 
Ing to conserve gas. 


Weidncr said the company has In- 


structed bus drivers to turn off their en- 
gines if they have to wait for more than 
a few minutes. Ho said the company has 
also stopped warming up the buses for 
the bus drivers. 


"I Imagine that we would be one of tho 


last ones to be rationed because we're in 
the business of transporting school chil- 
dren." Weidncr sold. He said the com- 
pany uses about 26,000 gallons of gas 
each month. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son sold he anticipated no problem get- 
ting gas for village vehicles. "We've 
been assured we'll receive as much gas 
as we need," he said. Buffalo Grove has 
about a year before Its two year contract 
with Bell Finer Fuels expires. 


Wheeling also buys its gas from Bell 


Finer Fuels. 
Unlike Buffalo Grove, 


Wheeling did not bid for its gas and 
therefore docs not have a contract for 
gas purchases. 


WHEELING ORIGINALLY bought Its 


gas from Cltgo, however, Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said Cltgo notified him in 
February that they wore no longer sell- 
ing gas to wholesale customers. Passolt 


said Wheeling then began buying gas 
from Bell. 


"We've been able to get gas so far," 


Passolt said. "But the price is going up. 
Every time I buy it's different, but the 
price is going up." 


Wheeling is now paying 24 cents a gal- 


lon for regular gas and 26 cents a gallon 
for premium gas. Passolt said this is 
about a two cent Increase in price since 
the last gas purchase was made. 


According to Passolt, Wheeling uses 


about 7,000 or 8,000 gallons a month. He 
said both the Wheeling Park District and 
Wheeling High School buy gas from the 
village In a joint purchasing arrange- 
ment. He estimated the schools and 
parks use about 25 per cent of the vil- 
lage's gas purchase. 


Buffalo Grove is now paying 26 cents a 


gallon for gas. This figure is slightly 
higher than the Wheeling price because 
Buffalo Grove buys its gas in smaller 
amounts. Larson said the price of gas 
has recently been raised one cent per 
gallon. 


ACCORDING TO BUI Davis, public 


works director, Buffalo Grove uses .ibout 
2,000 gallons each month and has storage 
space for 3,000 gallons. Like Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove provides gas for the police 
department, fire department, public 
works and the park district. It does not 
service any schools. 


Larson said the fire department and 


park district are charged about a penny 
a gallon for gas by the village to cover 
administrative costs. 


Officials in both villages said It would 


be impossible to attempt to ration or cut 
back on gas consumption. "There is no 


way we can cut down because if we do 
we'll cut our services to the village," 
Davis said. 


Davis said he was not anticipating any 


shortage or rationing. He said the worst 
thing that might happen would be addi- 
tional price Increases! 


Passolt, however, said he is currently 


investigating the gas shortage reports 
and making allowances for the Increased 
price of gas in Ms budget. "I think there 
Is no question we'd have to allow for it," 
he said. 


THE WHEELING manager said he is 


most concerned about the summer 
months when the shortage is expected to 
reach its peak. He said the gas compan- 
ies might then only deliver partial orders. 


If this happens Passolt said he might 


have to eliminate the joint gas purchas- 
ing agreement with the parks and 
schools. "The only thing I might be 
forced into doing is cutting out the park 
district and school district," he said. 


Passolt said he is trying to avoid this 


shortage by placing gas orders well in 
advance and looking for an alternate 
source of gas supply. "We're doing ex- 
ploratory work on it right now, but no- 
body wants new customers at this point," 
he said. 


The Wheeling manager said he thought 


the gas shortage might be "somewhat 
artificial" because gas suppliers have a 
good Indication of what long-term supply 
and demand would be. "I would be sur- 
prised if it didn't settle down by next 
year," he said. 


Passolt said if worse came to worse, 


Wheeling would merely purchase its gas 
from commercial 
stations at pump 


prices.

Rising gas prices put village in illegal situation 


Rising gas prices caused by the recent 


gasoline shortage have forced Wheeling 
village officials Into an illegal buying sit- 
uation that Village Mgr. George Passolt 
said he cannot currently correct. 


By law, any purchases of more than 


$1,500 must be determined by com- 
petitive bidding. Wheeling has not been 
going for bid on its gas purchases be- 
cause in the past no single purchase cost 


more than $1,500 


The recent two-cent increase in gas 


prices for the village, however, put the 
latest gas purchase over the $1,500 limit. 
Wheeling uses about 7,000-8,000 gallons of 
gas each month. The gas costs 24 cents 
per gallon for regular and 26 cents per 
gallon for premium. 


Passolt said that while he would now 


like to go for bid on village gas pur- 


chases, the current gas shortage makes 
competitive bidding impossible. 


"WHAT'S HAPPENING Is a lot of gas 


companies are deciding to knock off 
commerical customers and only service 
their own gas stations," he said. "Right 
now it wouldn't do any good to go out to 
Md, because no one would bid." 


Passolt said he had not felt it neces- 


sary to use competitive bidding for gas 


purchases in the past because the village 
was getting good service and good 
prices. "In checking with other commu- 
nities, we were right in line, so there was 
no reason to go to bid," he said. 


He said it is possible the village could 


lose its present supplier if it went for bid. 
The village has already lost one supplier 
who restricted sales to its own gas sta- 
tions. 


"It would be foolish to go out to bid,", 


the manager said. "I would lose this guy* 
and I wouldn't get anyone else. I'm hap-' 
py to go'out to bid, but in a practical 
manner I can't do it."

Passolt said he will go out for bids on 


gas purchases as soon as the market 
stabilizes. He said this would protect the 
village from a similar illegal buying situ- 
ation in case of future gas shortages.

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Proponed consumer protection rule supported 
Must you 'sign life aivay'? 
FTC hears resounding 'no'

The notion that consumers must sign 


awny their legal rights In a credit trans* 
action Is outmoded, according to con- 
sumer and legal representatives who tes- 
tified before a Federal Trade Commis- 
sion hearing In Chicago yesterday after- 
noon. 


Gathering public response on an FTC 


proposal to eliminate this practice, com- 
mission representatives wrapped up the 
third and final day of hearings before 
they returned to Washington, 


The commission proposal would prohi- 


bit retailers from making credit transac- 
tions In which the consumer forfeits the 
right to press claims against a credit 
grantcr. 


"It Is Imperative that the consumer be 


assured the right to protect his de- 
fenses," said Mrs. Helen Nelson, chair- 
man of the Midwest Consumer Advisory 
Board to the FTC. The FTC proposed 
rule would balance more evenly the con- 
tract agreement between the consumer 
and a financing agency, said Mrs. Nel- 
son. For the present, consumers who do 
not receive satisfactory merchandise or 
who do not receive the merchandise at 
all legally must continue payment on 
these goods. 


"MANY A CONSUMER goes into a 


credit transaction because he feels It 
gives him some leverage In the transac- 
tion," Mrs. Nelson continued. She said 
consumers often do not realize they have 
forfeited their right to withhold payment 
by signing a credit agreement and that 
the cost of legal redress Is generally pro- 
hibitive. 


Several witnesses gave personal ac- 


counts of their helplessness when their 
accounts were not satisfied through a fi- 
nance company. Withholding payments 
may result In a flurry of letters warning 
of legal action, threatening phone calls 
and negative reports being set', to your 
credit reporting agency. 


This hassle can be avoided through leg- 


islation at the state level, according to 
Michael Larson, vice president of the

fair-market system figures industrial 
property at 40 per cent of total value and 
computes homes and commercial proper- 
ty at 20 per cent. 


The Kcnclco building tax bill increased

row said the system was based on 69 per 
cent of market value and county assessor

"THE ASSESSMENT of real estate la 


purely subjective," the suit states. "Real 
estate Is arbitrarily placed in grades 
without any standards." Valuations are, 
"altered to give low assessments to some 
owners." 


"The rules and regulations are suppos- 


edly based on the reproduction cost of 
Improvements, but sold rules were Is- 
sued In 1063 and have not been updated . 
. . the rules bear no relationship to fair 
cosh value." the suit says. 


Ganz criticized use of pictures and 


"general descriptions" to classify prop- 
crty and states that no written rules or 
regulations define "economic hardship" 
which is often a basis for reduced assess- 
ments. 


Top county officials named as defend- 


ants Include Cullerton. Treasurer Ber- 
nard J. Korzcn, and Clerk Stanley Kus- 
per, Jr. 


Marine National Bank in Milwaukee. 
Along with Bill Dixon, vice president of 
the Wisconsin Installment Bankers' Asso- 
ciation, Larson sees the proposed FTC 
rule as unnecessary and potentially cost- 
ly to consumers. The added cost would 
result from the paperwork required to 
comply with the FTC ruling. 


THOMAS TAHNK, supervisor of con- 


sumer credit for the Minnesota Depart- 
ment of Commerce, disagreed. The pro- 
posed FTC rule would be a good compan- 
ion to state legislation in this area, he 
said, referring to a similar measure ef- 
fected In Minnesota. 


The rule would eliminate the need to 


take court action to preserve buyer's 
claims, said Tahnk, adding that the ef- 
fect In Minnesota of that state's law to 
preserve buyer's claims has been to 
eliminate deceptive practices by small 
credit agencies. The availability of credit 
has in no way been affected, he empha- 
sized. 


A colorful slide presentation was of- 


fered by E. Thomas Carman, professor 
at Northern Illinois University. His 
"frustrating enlightening experience with 
Bank American!" was outlined. Entitled 
'Bank American! Versus One Determined 
Consumer," the demonstration recounted 
some two years of battle between Car- 
man and the credit institution. The dis- 
agreement, stemming from a misunder- 
standing over finance charges, was final- 
ly settled through Carman's "logic, rea- 
son and threats." Carman added that 
most consumers have virtually no 
chance of winning an argument with a 
large credit card company. Tre identi- 
fication of related creditors Is Important 
In eliminating deceptive practices, he 
said. 


CREDIT-CARD abuse also was cited 


by Bob Jacobs, an executive director of 
the Illinois and Indiana Gasoline Deal- 
er's Association, and Stanley Rodman, 
also an executive of the association. Ma- 
jor oil companies Issue credit to the 
credit card holder, said Rodman and in 
reality, the dealers are acting as custom- 
ers of the oil company In accepting the 
cards. 


The association has had many com- 


plaints in which the consumer refused to 
pay the oil company and In the dispute, 
the retailer has wound up paying the 
charges. Testifying In his own behalf, Ja- 
cobs related a frustrating experience 
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with Master Charge in which he was in- 
correctly billed for expenses on a vaca- 
tion. Following what he described as a 
"non-cooperative communication" from 
Master Charge, his wife's account was 
debited the amount In question at Conti- 
nental Bank in Chicago. 


Jacobs said he considers this particu- 


larly abusive, as the bank did not notify 
his wife of this charge until the state- 
ment arrived. This procedure caused 
several of his wife's checks to be re- 
turned, marked "insufficient funds." Ja- 
cobs said the credit card was issued In 
his name only. 


The FTC proposed rule was also sup- 


ported by Thomas Eovadl, a professor of 
law at Northwestern University, and a 
representative of the Chicago Council of 
Lawyers. The council supports the rule 
to give the consumers remedy against 
fraud, he said. If a consumer finds he 
has received shoddy goods, he has lost 
the right for redress in a credit transac- 
tion, he said. 


According to an FTC spokesman, there 


will be a 30-day period for additional 
public comment. Following this, the fact- 
finding process will require at least nine 
to ten months of study before a ruling by 
the full commission will be made. 


State board to meet 
on Sunday racing

given more freedom in the allocation of 
dates. The proposed revision would elim- 
inate the present statutory prohibition on 
Sunday torse racing. 


State Rep. Robert Juckett, R-Park 


Ridge, has introduced a bill that would 
allow race tracks to operate com- 
petitively year-round, Including Sundays. 


Sunday racing was recently introduced 


in California and has attracted large 
crowds there.

Big profits? 
See trustees

If you're a builder and you want to 


tnnko money come to Buffalo Grove. 
There arc four guys on the village board 
who will do anything to help you make 
your money. 


Look at the facts. 
A developer, In this case Levitt and 


Sons Inc., comes to the village and builds 
some homes and loaves a ditch, they call 
Aspen, In bock of several homes. The 
ditch Is to be filled In some day by Lev- 
itt, or so the village said. 


Well, the day came and the builder 


said he would only pay some of the cost 
because he never promised to fill in the 
ditch. He said the homeowners knew the 
situation when they moved In and they 
should have the village correct the prob- 
lem. 


Since the ditch In some spots Is 44 feet 


wide and 14 feet deep, the residents con- 
tinue to complain. Finally, a special 
meeting Is called for the board, residents 
and the developer. 


THE ARGUMENT continues over who 


should pay the $35,000 cost to have an 
underground culvert Installed and the 
ditch filled and landscaped. 


Levitt offers to pay $18,000 If the vil- 


lage pays the rest. The company will 
even pick up the whole tab If the village 
lets It build six single-family homes on .7 
acres of a 5-acrc park near the ditch. 
Levitt says It will make enough money 
from four of the homes to cover the 
$33,000 and will give the remaining prof- 
It. which works out to $17,500, from the 
remaining two homes to the village for 
park Improvements. 


The park district says It doesn't want 


anyone taking Its park land and will do 
everything In its power (which Isn't 
much) to stop such a transaction. There- 
fore, the board decides, without a vote, 
to drop the whole Idea. 


Levitt said It would be able to do the 


same thing on another parcel of park land 
In one of Its two new developments In the 
village. Again the park land held up the 
Idea. 


A third Idea by Levitt was just to raise 


the bottom of the ditch, Install a 38 Inch 
drainage pipe, grade down, clean and 
plant grass to prevent erosion, all for 
$18,000. There would be no homes built, 
no village money spent, but there would 
be a clean, shallow open ditch. 


THE BOARD said no to that proposal, 


since it thought the ditch should be filled 
in completely to prevent future flooding. 


The only alternative left was for Levitt 


to build extra homes on the second of its 
new developments, the Wagner parcel, 
and use the profits to pay for the com- 
plete ditch repair. 


The developer didn't accept that idea 


because the Wagner site is all townhouse 
condominiums. He said single family 
homes didn't fit into the overall plan of 
the development. 


It was at this time Village Pres. Gary 


Armstrong asked Levitt's representative, 
if the village allowed the developer to 
build 10 per cent more homes on the 
Wagner site would he fill in the ditch? 
This would be on additon of 28 townhouse 
units. 


The Levitt representative didn't need 


much time to think that over and jumped 
at the offer. 


WHEN IT CAME time to vote on the 


issue three village board members, Jim 
Shirley, Randy Rathjen and Clarice Rech 
decided to vote "no." 


• THREE OTHER board members, Tom 
Mahoney, Jerry Driscoll, Ed Osmon 
voted yes. The man who offered the deal 
to Levitt, Armstrong, cast the deciding 
"yes" vote. 


Levitt went home with what could be 


the best deal any developer has gotten in 
the Northwest suburbs. Although the offi- 
cial estimates of how much the developer 
could profit from the deal are not avail- 
able it's unofficially possible he could 
make over $200,000 because of it. 


As for the residents of the Aspen ditch 


area — some are satisfied and others 
aren't. It seems the proposed idea still 
leaves 180 feet of open ditch and two 
families with a large hole in their back- 
yards. 


There arc also 25 homeowners south of 


the main problem area, along the al- 
ready graded area of the ditch, that 
would like it filled. The village however, 
told the homeowners Monday night: Al- 
though It would like to have the entire 
ditch filled, It cannot afford It at the pre- 
sent time. 


Maybe if the four board members vot- 


ing yes went to Levitt they could work 
out another deal to fill the rest of the 
ditch. 


Ex-park official Wilson 
dies in Chicago hospital 


Former Wheeling Park Comm. Alf Wil- 


son. 49. died yesterday at Northwest Hos- 
pital in Chicago, after suffering an 
apparent cerebral hemorrhage. 


A hospital spokesman said Wilson re- 


mained in a coma after he was admitted 
to the hospital last Sunday. Further de- 
tails were not available at Herald dead- 
line. 


Wilson was elected to the park board 


In 1967. During his term, he served as 
president of the board and headed sev- 
eral committees. He ran for a second 
term In the recent park board election 
but he was defeated. 


Mrs. Lorraine Lark headed the park 


board for most of Wilson's term. 


"Alf's death is a great loss to the com- 


munity," she said. "I'm 
sure the 


thoughts of all the residents of the park 
district arc with Mrs. Wilson and her 
family."

Mrs. Carbona found guilty of murder 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
band, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthe Carbona, of 1762 
Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted Btt hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be incarcerated in 
the Cook County jail. 


YESTERDAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband in the back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona, 
34, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1971 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony in the trial indicated the bul- 
let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .357 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand in 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car in the driveway the 
night before the murder. 


The jury began deliberating at 5:30 


p.m. Tuesday and continued until 10:20 
p.m., when Judge Dunne sent the jurors 
to a hotel for the night. Yesterday the 
jurors resumed deliberations at 9:30 a.m. 


The courtroom was filled with police 


and spectators at 2 p.m. when the judge 
and attorneys gathered to hear the ver- 
dict. 


Villages, PHI A to study incorporation

There are two bills pending In the state 


legislature which would permit unin- 
corporated areas of 7,500 or more resi- 
dents to incorporate without approval of 


nearby villages. For an area of less than 
7,500 persons, the bills require consent 
from municipalities within 1ft miles. • 


ONE OF THE BILLS, sponsored by 


'fen. Bradley Glass, R-Northfield, has 
bean placed on postponed consideration 
by the Illinois Senate. The Illinois House 
of Representatives has extended consid- 
eration of the second bill, sponsored by 
Juckett, to May 23 to allow for Satur- 
day's meeting. 


According to Paul Hamer, Wheeling 


village attorney, Wheeling Is objecting to 
the Incorporation because it feels in- 
corporation would impede the orderly 
growth of Wheeling. According to Ham- 
er, Wheeling has some sewer and water 
mams in the area and the village would 
be subject to losing them. 


Arlington Heights officials are opposed 


to the Incorporation because of the pro- 


posed boundaries. Former Arlington 
Heights Village Pres. John Woods said 
the incorporation would provide for 
boundaries that would create pockets of 
isolation within the village. 


PHIA Pres. Jack Gllligan said the 


PHIA board, along with some of the ear- 
ly planners of the PHIA study, will meet 
tonight to consider' just what consid- 
erations they will be prepared to make 
at Saturday's meeting.

Police found a sticky substance with 


several fingerprints on the patio door. 
The police laboratory was checking the 
prints. 


GOESKE, A BARTENDER, told police 


he was at work from 5:30 p.m. until the 
time he discovered the burglary. 


In a burglary Sunday at 95 Downing 


Rd. merchandise valued at more than 
$3,100 was taken. Two color televisions, a 
set of silverware, stereo equipment and a 


number of eight track tapes were miss- 
ing. 


Police said the owners of the home, 


Mr. and Mrs. John Rlggs, were vacation- 
ing in Georgia at the tune of the burglary 
The burglary was discoverd by a boy 
who was cutting the grass while the 
couple was away. 


The burglars In this case also gained 


entry to the home by forcing the rear 
door, police said. The .burglars ran- 
sacked three bedrooms in the upstairs of 
the house, police added. 


Although several neighbors said they 


heard a noise at the home, no one appar- 
ently saw the burglars enter or leave, 
police said. 


ALTHOUGH MRS. CARBONA had 


been indicted on two counts of murder, 
the jury returned a verdict only on one of 
the counts. Under Illinois law there are 
four separate definitions of murder. The 
jury's verdict said Mrs. Carbona was 
guilty of murder, "in that she shot and 
killed Joseph Carbona with a gun know- 
ing that shooting with a gun created a 
strong probability of death or great bod- 
ily harm to Joseph Carbona." 


The absence of a verdict on the other 


murder count which was worded that the 
defendant "Intentionally and knowingly 
shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun," caused some legal confusion in the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 


then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi- 
tional murder count was an "im- 
propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial in the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed his ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put it in writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for a new trial, review a pre-sentence 
investigation and would consider senten- 
cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors hi the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction if Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Atty. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Airs. 
Carbona unless she is indicted a second 
time. Montemurro said he and Asst. 
State's Atty. Terrence Sullivan had not 
yet decided what sentence they will seek 
in the case. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for .murder." 


MRS. CARBONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired accidently. Her statement disputed 
testimony of a doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
path of the bullet made it physically im- 
possible for Carbona to have shot him- 
self. 


Cat, dog license renewals due here June 1 


All Wheeling cats and dogs are due to 


have their licenses renewed June 1, as 
the result of a village ordinance passed 
in February. 


In the past, licenses expired one year 


after purchase. Village officials changed 
this system, saying it was unwieldy be- 
cause of the extra paperwork required. 


Village Clerk Evelyn Diens said that 


because of the change to an annual li- 
censing date, the village has been wait- 
ing to renew pet licenses that have ex- 
pired. 


She said her office is now in the pro- 


cess of notifying those people who were 
told to wait until June to renew their pet 
licenses. 


MRS. DIENS said the change to ann- 


ual licensing has also delayed enforce- 
ment of a new ordinance requiring cats 
to be licensed by the village. Although 
this ordinance was passed in September, 
only about five cats have been licensed 
to date. 


The clerk has been told that the cat 


licensing ordinance will be more strictly 
enforced as of June 1. She said her office 
has purchased special light-weight li- 
cense tags for the cats, because of com- 
plaints that the dog-tags were too heavy. 


According to the ordinance, cats and 


dogs must wear a collar with license tag 
while not on the premises of their own- 
ers. Any animal running at large shall be 
treated as a stray by the village animal

A gentle witch charms her audience 


WITCHCRAFT HAS nothing to do 


with Satanitm or Black Magic, or so 


lolf-dticribod witch Ricki Morrison 


told studants at Bit Grov* High 


School Tuasday. Miss Morrison spoke 


as part of the school's month-long 


humanities festival to students and 


teachers.

A gentle, soft-spoken witch tried cas- 


ting out misconceptions instead of cas- 
ting spells Tuesday at Elk Grove High 
School. 


Rlckl Morrison, a member of the 


Temple of the Pagan Way, a group of 
witches on Chicago's North Side, spoke 
to a group of high school students and 
teachers after school as part of Elk 
Grove's month-long humanities festival. 


Miss Morrison, curled comfortably at a 


desk and occasionally gesturing widely, 
explained that witchcraft has nothing to 
do with Satanism or Black Magic. In- 
stead, she said, witchcraft is a religion 
dating back to pre-Christian times. 


"There is no concept of the devil and 


no concept of original sin," she said. 
"The only dogmatic statement In witch- 
craft Is 'do as you will as long as you 
harm no other,' and if you think about it, 
that's a pretty difficult thing." 


THE GODS worshipped by witches, she 


told her sometimes dubious audience, 
"are primarily natural forces," particu- 
larly symbols of male and female polar- 
ity in the universe. 


A person who becomes a witch, she 


added, "has a sense of connection with 
the natural and cosmic forces in the 
world. The practice of witchcraft is one 
of the ways to understand nature's 
ways " 


The magic of witchcraft is "sympa- 


thetic magic" she said, meaning that a 
person concentrates on making himself 
as much like a thing or person as pos- 
sible in order to control it. 


Primitive man, Miss Morrison said, 


worked sympathetic magic on the ani- 
mals ho hunted by dressing like them 
and performing rituals. In modern times, 
she said, "sympathetic magic Is one of 
the ways healing is done, not only by 
witches, but by faith healers, psy- 
chologists and teachers" 


She also described briefly the ritual 


used by witches to draw up a "circle of 
power" at their meetings. The ritual in- 
volves asking the gods to guard the 
circle through the use of a copper sword 
handmade by each witch, she said. 


WITHIN A "circle of power," witches 


may meet to solve problems, study rit- 
uals or work on magic, she said. "Witch- 
es do a l?t of work against the war and 
there are rituals being developed right 
now against war." 


In problem-solving sessions, witches 


may also help each other through person- 
al problems, she said. "There's not a 
question of goodness or badness in witch- 
craft," she said. "It's a question of offer- 
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live behavior. Generally you find that 
things that are considered bad in other 
religions are pretty harmful, but you 
don't have to feel guilty about it, you just 
have to figure out a way to stop." 


Miss Morrison also said that In the 


three years she has been practicing 
witchcraft, her life has Improved. Before 
becoming a witch, she said, she studied 
Zen Buddism and Hinduism. "I'm not 
sure I've found the answer," she said, 
"but I know I'm going in the right direc- 
tion. My life has become more orderly 
and I suffer less than I did before. 
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Would protect defendants, witnesses 
Judiciary committee urges grand jury bill OK

A bill designed to give greater protec- 


tion to defendants and witnesses before 
grand juries was recommended for pas- 
sage by the Illinois General Assembly 
yesterday by tht House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 


The bill, according to Rep. Brian Duff, 


n-Wllmcttc, will provide safeguards for 
defendants and reduce the danger of 
abuse of the grand jury system by prose- 
cutors. 


The bill was altered In committee and 


Is "substantially different" than the orig- 
inal bill proposed by Duff. But he de- 
scribed It as "a good bill." 


Substantially, the bill will provide for 


transcripts of grand jury proceedings 
which will bo made available to the de- 
fense at the discretion of judges, and will 


allow witnesses an opportunity to consult 
with legal counsel during their testi- 
mony. 


Duff's original proposal was to allow 


attorneys to accompany witnesses Into 
the grand jury hearing. As approved, the 
bill would bar attorneys other than the 
prosecutor, but would allow witnesses to 
leave the room to consult their counsel. 


WHILE GRAND jury proceedings still 


would remain secret from the public, the 
bill would require that the verbatim 
record of testimony be preserved. Upon 
motion of the defense counsel, the pre- 
siding judge could later make all or 
parts of the transcript available to the 
defense counsel. 


Duff said the bill will allow a great 


reduction in the use of grand juries, en- 
couraging prosecutors to proceed with 
criminal charges in preliminary hearings

rather than through the secret jury in- 
quiries. 


However, the legislation recommended 


by the committee will leave the grand 
jury inquiry to the discretion of the pros- 


ecuting attorney rather than to the 
judge, as originally proposed by Duff. 


Other minor changes would reduce the 


size of the grand jury from the tradition- 
al 23 to a minimum of 11 and a max- 
imum of 18. 


The committee vote on the bill was 14-1 


for passage with only Rep. George Sang- 
melster, D-Joliet, a former county state's 
attorney, opposed. The bill had been op- 
posed by the Illinois State's Attorneys' 
Association, although Duff said com- 
mittee amendments resolved most of the 
association's objections to it. 


IN INTRODUCING the original bill in 


the House, Duff pointed out that less 
than 10 per cent of indictments sought by 
prosecutors are refused by grand juries. 


This, he said, is an indication that "the 


grand jury tends to become a rubber 
stamp for prosecutors." 


He said that an original purpose of the 


grand jury system was to be a tool for 
the protection of the rights of the in- 
nocent, but that it has evolved into "a 
tool in the hands of the prosecution 
which is subject to abuse." 


Under the present grand jury system, 


the prosecutor has wide latitude in sum- 
moning only those witnesses who favor 
his case, in limiting their testimony, in 
presenting evidence which would not be 
admissable hi court, and in threatening 
uncooperative witnesses with contempt 
charges. 


Duff pointed out that Great Britain, the 


country which invented the grand jury, 
abolished the system in 1933 and that 
more than half the states In the U.S. 
have initiated grand jury reforms in re- 
cent years. 


House committee 
OKs bill to end 
highway tolls 


Proposed legislation to end tolls on Illi- 


nois highways was approved yesterday 
by the Transportation Committee of the 
Illinois House of Representatives. 


The bill would prohibit collection of 


tolls after bonds issued for construction 
of the existing tollways are retired. Spon- 
sored by Rep. Harold A. Katz, 
D-Glencoe, it is the first in a series of 
similar measures proposed in recent 
years to receive committee approval. 
The vote was 10-8. 


Katz said Rep. Robert L. Dunne. 


R-Chicago, argued effectively in favor of 
the bill, pointing out that a great deal of 
truck traffic is routed through Chicago 
freeways in order to avoid tolls on roads 
bypassing the city. The truck traffic adds 
to congestion and interferes with motor- 
ists whom the Chicago expressways were 
built to serve, he said. 


Two Northwest suburban legislators on 


the Transportation Committee were di- 
vided on the bill. Rep. Jack Williams, 
D-Franklin Park, voted for the bill. Rep. 
Donald L. Totten, R-Hoffman Estates, 
who favors retaiinlng a small toll to pay 
maintenance costs, voted against it 


'Can't impeach Kerner—yet* 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crone, R-12th, has 


been Informed that if Impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Federal Judge Otto 
Kcrncr arc not possible at this time, but 
Hint Kcrncr has agreed to give up his 
judicial salary. 


Crane was among nine congressmen 


who asked the chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee whether any action 
could be taken to deprive former gover- 
nor Kcmcr of his $42,500 salary in light 
of his conviction on charges including 
bribery and income tax evasion. 


In a letter to the congressmen, Rep. 


Peter Rodlno, D-N.J,, said there was no 
action that could be taken until Kerner's 
appeal of the sentence is settled. "Until 
the appellate steps available to him are 
exhausted," said Rodlno, "his guilt will 
not have been judicially established." 


Later it was reported that Kerner had 


voluntarily asked Rowland P. Kirks, ad- 
ministrative director of the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in which Kerner sat, to place his 
salary in escrow, presumably to be re- 
turned if his appeal falls. 


Kerner was convicted in February on 


charges arising from acquisition of stock 
in Arlington Park and other race tracks.

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Challenges fire marshal's authority 
Nursing home sues state for sprinklers 


An Arlington Heights nursing home has 


filed a suit challenging the authority of 
the state fire marshal to require nursing 
homes to Install automatic sprinkling 
systems at their own expense. 


The suit was filed In the Cook County 


Circuit Court by the Magnus Farm, 801 
E. Central Rd., Arlington Heights, 
against Bernard J. Sadowskl, state fire 
marshal. 


The suit, which charges the rule re- 


quiring the system Is unconstitutional be- 
cause It denies equal protection of the 
law, seeks to enjoin Sadowski and his 
employes from enforcing the rule. Mag- 
nus Farm also requests the court declare 
the regulation unconstitutional 


According to tro suit, the Illinois De- 


partment of Law Enforcement, Division 
of Fire Protection, has adopted a code of 
rules for fire prevention and safety, In- 
cluding a provision which requires nn 
automatic sprinkler system be Installed 
In buildings, "which make such in- 
stallations necessary to life and safety." 


A SPOKESMAN for Health Inc., an as- 


sociation for privately owned nursing 
homes that Is participating financially In 
the suit, said representatives of the fire 


marshal's office visited Magnus Farm 
Jan. 9, 1073 and cited the home for hav- 
ing no sprinkler system. He said the In- 
spectors wore told the building is con- 
structed of completely fire-resistant ma- 
terials in all patient areas, but they or- 
dered the installation of an automatic 
system throughout the building anyway. 


The suit charges the state regulation Is 


unconstitutional "on its face" because, 
"The rule... has not been uniformly ap- 
plied and its application to the plaintiff 
(Magnus Farm) constitutes a denial of 
the plaintiffs right to equal protection of 
the laws," as provided in the state and 
U.S. Constitutions. 


Officers of Health Inc., said they feel a 


double standard exists In the application 
of the law that threatens the existence of 
private and nonprofit nursing homes in 
the state. 


THE SPOKESMAN for Health said 


state and federally operated institutions, 
licensed hospitals and child-care facil- 
ities arc excluded from the requirement. 
Because of those' exclusions, the suit 
charges, the regulations are dis- 
criminatory. 


Officers of Health Inc., questioned why

it is necessary to have sprinkling sys- 
tems in homes that are made of fire-re- 
sistant materials of the same type used 
in hospital construction and in homes 
that have developed "tighter regu- 
lations" for fire safety while the sprink- 
lers are not necessary in hospitals and 
other state institutions. 


In explaining its position, Health Inc., 


said it favors sprinklers but notes they 
are "extremely expensive." It said if the 
state feels they are necessary, the state 
should help pay part of the costs. It said 
the cost is pushing some private and gov- 
ernmental homes (other than those ex- 
cluded) to "the point of financial crisis." 


It also said if the sprinklers are neces- 


sary, all institutions should be required 
to comply with no exclusions.

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BGHS fever breaks out here; principal, students love it

When Buffalo Grove High School opens 


Its doors next fall. It won't bo any too 
soon for anybody Involved. 


Future students are already proudly 


displaying BGHS T-shirts. Their prlncl- 
pal-to-be. Dr. Chick Miller, Is so excited 
about moving Into his new school that he 
can't wait to get to work each morning 
ami parents arc volunteering to organize 
booster clubs. 


When discussing plans for Dist. 2H's 


newest school, located on Dundee Road 
In Buffalo Grose, Miller cnn hardly con- 
tain his enthusiasm. 


"The new school will be a great oppor- 


tunity for more students to assume lead- 
ership roles and to participate In pro- 
Srams for students." he said "Without 
It. a lot of these kids just wouldn't have 
the chance to gc involved." 


MANY OP THE future members of the 


BGHS student body have already gotten 
involved. An advisory committee to the 
principal recently organized an election 
to determine the school colors and select 
a mascot for the athletic teams. Over 
1,300 
students voted in the election, 


choosing navy and orange as the school 
colors and the Bison as the mascot. 


Parents arc making plans this summer 


to organize a Teacher Parent Council 
and booster clubs for sports, band and 
other student activities, Miller said. 


"We've really gotten a lot of en* 


Ihusiasm from everybody," he said. 
"The teachers arc looking forward to 
getting Into the new building, too," he 
added. 


They should be making that move right 


on schedule, Miller said. He expects the 
academic area of the building to be com- 


pleted by June i5, the gymnasium fin- 
Ished by the time school opens and the 
fieldhouse and pool ready sometime ear- 
ly in September. 
^ 


"WE HAD A very good winter for con- 


struction," Miller said, adding that his 
only concern now is that work on Dundee 
Road around the school may not be com- 
pleted by the time the new building Is 
opened. 


In case the construction on Dundee 


isn't finished, by next fall, Miller said 
plans have been made to provide shuttle 
buses for students who would otherwise 
have to walk in dangerous areas. 


The faculty of the new school Is almost 


set, with about 15 to 20 of the teachers 
hired new to Dlst. 214. The rest of the 
teachers will come to Buffalo Grove 
High School from other schools in the 
district. 


Positions that remain to be filled at the 


school include reading specialist, head li- 
brarian, gymnastics coach, learning dis- 
abilities specialist and teachers in the 
fields of journalism, business education 
and computer technology. 


MILLER SAID he has had "hundreds 


of applications" for all faculty spots, but 
he is being very selective in his hiring 


"The interest created by opening this 


new school has caused an awful lot of 
teachers to apply. And with the teacher 
surplus, we've had the opportunity to 
screen applicants very carefully and 
we've done just that," Miller said. 


The relatively low enrollment planned 


at BGHS of 1,400 is another factor that 
makes teaching positions at the school 
attractive, Miller added 


"I'm happy about the low enrollment," 


Miller said, "It will give the teachers 


and students a chance to get to know 
each other on a personal basis." 


Students who come to BGHS from 


Wheeling High School will have to get 
used to a few things. For example, they 
will not have the smoking area they can 
now use at WHS 


"We won't have a smoking area and 


we don't plan to approve one," Miller 
said 


THE ACADEMIC schedule also will be 


a little different from what WHS students 
are accustomed Instead of an eight-peri- 
od day with an hour for lunch, they will 
follow a schedule that will include seven 
periods with a half-hour lunch break. 


WHS students will also have to get ac- 


climated to a more open atmosphere at 
BGHS, Miller said. Resource centers for 
independent study have been planned In 
each academic area. Teachers will give 


students quite a bit of time to use the fa- 
cilities on their own, he said. 


To help everyone familiarize them- 


selves with the new building. Miller said 
tours are planned this summer for stu- 
dent leaders. In addition, during regis- 
tration the third week in August, guides 
will also be available to acquaint stu- 
dents with their new school. 


"I expect there will be a few days 


right at the beginning when kids will be 
late to class and things will be a little 
confusing, but I don't anticipate any ma- 
jor problems," Miller said. 


Fortunately, Miller has already had a 


sort of trial run to prepare him for the 
job of opening a new school. He came to 
WHS in 1964 as assistant principal and 
helped organize and plan the opening of 
that building.

cessed driveway at their 3B Foskct Dr. 
home, leveling it off to ground level. 
That they reason, will keep the rain wa- 
ter from flowing down the driveway into 
the garage and basement. 


And. so far at least, It has worked. In 


the one storm this spring that caused 
flooding In other Winston Park homes, 
the Mlccll basement was dry. 


NEIGHBORS AHE keeping an eye on 


the Mlccli home to sec whether a similar 
facelifting would relieve their flooding 
problems. Two neighbors, In fact, have 
already begun filling in their recessed 
driveways, and "our doorbell is ringing 
constantly," Mrs. Miceli said, as others 
inquire about the procedure. 


In the process of filling in the drive- 


way, the Micelis had to seal off their ga- 
rage. That meant building a new garage, 
plus a new driveway. 


Because their house backs onto Kltson 


Drive, the Micelis built a driveway off of 
Kitson, leading to their new, two-car at- 
tached garage in the rear of the house. 


Mrs. Miceli said other homeowners 


who don't have access to another street 
may be able to fill in their recessed 
driveways and extend their new drive- 
ways around the side of the house to 
their'new garage.

Juvenile court branch may still appear 


Supporters of a defeated legislative bill 


that called (or the organization of a juve- 
nile court In the Northwest Suburbs said 
yesterday the court may still be estab- 
lished. 


Rep. Virginia Mocdonald, R-Arllngton 


Heights, co-sponsor of the bill with Rep. 
Brian Duff. R-Wllmcttc. said yesterday 
she was "disappointed" that the bill 
failed to win committee approval, but 
that a juvenile court might still be 
formed by an order from Cook County 
Circuit Court Chief Judge John S Boyle. 


Mrs. Macdonald said a meeting has 


been scheduled between Boyle and offi- 
cials from Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, and Mount Prospect at 3 p m. 
Friday In the Civic Center. 


Boyle said he would meet with the offi- 


cials after ho learned of the proposed 
bill. As chief judge, Boyle has the au- 
thority to organize a branch juvenile 
court. 


CURRENTLY ALL juvenile cases ore 


heard in the Audy Home at 26th St. and 
California in Chicago. 


Boyle, through an administrative as- 


sistant, told Mrs. Macdonald he would be 
willing to meet to discuss forming a 
juvenile court to hear cases in the sub- 
urbs. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case, who testified in favor of the bill 
Tuesday, said yesterday he would attend 
the meeting along with Mayor Roland 
Meyer and representatives from Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


"I want very much to be there," Mrs. 


Macdonald said yesterday. "It will be an 
historic meeting, I feel." 


Mrs Macdonald said she sponsored the 


bill as a way to deal more realistically 
with juvenile crimes in the suburbs. "I 
was disappointed In the failure of the bill 
to pass," she said. 


THE BILL WAS presented before a ju- 


dicial subcommittee Tuesday where it 
failed on a 3-2 vote. Voting against the 
m e a s u r e were Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, and Duff. Although Duff co- 
sponsored the bill, he reportedly voted 
against It because he preferred the juve- 
nile court be formed through Boyle's of- 
fice rather than through an act of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


Duff could not be reached for comment 


yesterday. 


"I am really much encouraged that the 


bill did at least highlight our long-stand- 
ing need for a local Juvenile court," Mrs. 
Macdonald said. She said the bill was not 


regionally-oriented to the Chicago area 
a n d that Rep. W. Joseph Gibbs, 
R-Sprtngfield, supported the bill strongly. 


"It didn't pass but It was a victory," 


said Case, who along with Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Maurice English, 
testified for the measure. "Even though 
it failed in committee, It was a success 
because It has called our attention to 
Judge Boyle." 


"DECENTRALIZATION OF the family 


courts will serve both the witnesses and 
the accused," English said. "It would 
also give the local community a better 
understanding of those problems with 
juvenile offenders. Because of the huge 
caseload, family courts should be organ- 
ized on the same lines as the Circuit 
Court."

The 17-year locusts are on the way

CHICAGO (UPI) - The 17-year "lo- 


custs" arc coming. 


"Millions of millions." predicted Henry 


Dybns, curator of Insects at the Field 
Museum In Chicago. 


During late May or early June these 


colorful Ui-lnch long insects — with red 
eyes, yellowish orango wings and block 
bodies — will suddenly appear in the 
woodlands of northern Illinois, eastern 
Iowa and southern Wisconsin. 


In the next three weeks they will con- 


duct a noisy courting ritual, mate, lay 
eggs, and die. Then, if all goes well. In 
another 17 years, 1890, their offspring 
will again swarm briefly in the forests. 


These unusual insects arc commonly 


but mistakenly called locusts. They arc 
actually periodical cicadas, harmless to 
people and crops, but potentially dam- 
aging to some young trees. 


Seventeen-year cicadas Inhabit most 


areas of the United States. However, hor- 
des or broods appear on different sched- 
ules in different areas. 


THIS YEAR'S brood, entitled Brood 


XIII, is the progeny of the "locusts" of 
IDSfl. They have lived underground for 
the last 17 years, and will soon emerge to 
complete their life cycle, longest by far 
of any insect. 


Dybas and Dr. Monte Lloyd of the Uni- 


CICADA 


versity of Chicago counted the number of 
cicadas in one area in 1S56. They esti- 
mated the average at 133,000 clcadaa per 
acre, Including a record 1.5 million found 
in a single one-acre plot. 


In their first week above ground, the 


17-year "locusts" do little but sing to at- 
tract a mate. The final two weeks of life 
are devoted to mating. 


The female lays eggs in tree branch 


tissue, using a needle-like tongue to 
puncture the bark. Young trees some- 
times cannot withstand the onslaught 
and die, although older trees show no ill 
affects. 


Orchard owners are advised to delay 


tree plantings in the year of the cicadas. 
Homeowners can protect young trees 
with netting. 


The young cicadas or nymphs fall to 


the ground after hatching, barrow about 
eight inches down and attach themselves 


to tree roots. There they remain for 
about 17 years, protected by mud cells 
and nourishing on tree sap. 


THE NYMPHS can move from one 


root to another, but must cart along their 
mud cells or they will drown. 


Before emerging above ground, the 


nymphs construct chimny-like tubes 
from their cells to the air. When the time 
is right, they climb up the tube, millions 
almost in unison, to begin the final three 
weeks. 


Within a matter of hours, the brown 


nymphs transform themselves into hard- 
shelled, red, orange and black adults, 
discarding a soft wrinkled skin. 


Lloyd said Insecticides generally do 


more barm than good in the case of ci- 
cadas. The insecticides kill moles and 
other predators, Increasing the number 
of cicadas next time around. 


fiia real mystery of this unusual insec* 


is its 17-year cycle. Why 17 years? Dybas 
said the locusts evolved as they have to 
evade predators who gorge themselves 
when cicadas appear. 


The strategy has been 
successful. 


Aside from moles and other burrowing 
animals that find nymphs underground, 
the cicadas ere safe, except from a 17- 
year fungus that may have evolved to 
prey on 17-year "loccsts." But that's an- 
other story.

Blame's shared 


in trustee mess 


This has been a strange and con- 


fusing year for politics, and no- 
where have the recent municipal 
elections become more confused 
than in the village of Wheeling. 


The facts are these: a trustee 


candidate, Richard Missing, was 
duly elected to his post. But when 
the time came to be sworn into of- 
fice. Missing became aware of a 
severe conflict between his elected 
position and his Job. Because he is 
affiliated with a drug store which 
sells liquor by the bottle, state law 
would require him to give up his 
business if he took the trusteeship. 


For Missing, who ran a clean 


campaign and who seemed earnest 
in his desire to do well as a trustee, 
this revelation must be a deep per- 
sonal disappointment and one with 
which we can readily sympathize. 


But the fact remains that be- 


cause of this election foul-up the 
voters of Wheeling will be denied 
the candidate they voted into of- 
fice. Now the decision rests with 
the newly formed board of trustees 
to decide in what manner the 
board's membership will be filled. 


We firmly believe the village 


board should call for a new elec- 
tion and that, despite the expense, 
the voters should be called on 
again to go to the polls. 


As we said in our editorial en- 


dorsement prior to the village elec- 
tion, this is a crucial year for 
Wheeling. At issue In this unre- 
solved election is the course the 
village will take in the coming im- 
portant years. 


For the board to make an ap- 


pointment on the basis of party 
lines would nullify part of the re- 
cent election and take an impor- 
tant- decision 
away 
from 
the 


people. 


Indeed, we can find no reason- 


able argument against a special 
election. We do not believe the 
board should appoint mayoral can- 
didate Skip Hcdlund because he 
was the next highest vote getter, 
nor do we believe the next highest 
trustee candidate, Al Lang, de- 
serves an appointment either. 
Should Mike Valcnza, the former 
trustee and TOP campaign man- 


ager, be appointed, all our suspi- 
cions of Wheeling political in- 
corrigibility would be confirmed. 


No, the only proper course of ac- 


tion now is a special election. 
Wheeling is not in such dire finan- 
cial straits that the estimated 
$2,400 cost would be prohibitive. 


In fact, the cost in voter credi- 


bility if an election is not held 
would be even dearer. 


Finally, we turn back to the 


Missing business. It is easy for a 
novice politician such as Dick 
Missing to run in good faith for a 
position of trust in the village and 
not wonder about the minutiae of 
Illinois law. Missing is at fault for 
not securing competent legal ad- 
vice when he filed his statement of 
candidacy, but the blame does not 
end there. 


Missing was part of a slate of 


candidates which included some of 
the most experienced office hold- 
ers in the Northwest suburbs. Ted 
Scanlon, who topped the ticket, is 
not only a seasoned mayor but 
holds the title of liquor commis- 
sioner for the village. Paul Hamer, 
the 
village attorney, likewise 


should have spotted Missing's con- 
flict since it was he who is sup- 
posed to advise the village of elec- 
tion laws. 


That this apparent conflict be- 


tween Missing's candidacy and Illi- 
nois law could have gone unnoticed 
until after the election itself is in- 
conceivable — except that it hap- 
pened. 


The blame for this episode goes 


much farther than Missing him- 
self* 


Blame can be extended to high 


village officials who were busy get- 
ting information about opposing 
candidates but who did not do their 
appointed jobs for their own candi- 
dates. 


Blame should go to the attorneys 


involved who seem bewildered by 
Illinois law. 


.And yes, blame should also go to 


the Herald and other local papers 
which covered the election but did 
not go far enough in making sure 
each candidate was qualified to 
hold public office.

—Among them, Rockefeller, despite his 


age, may be the most likely nominee. 


—Percy might be elected president, 


but he can't be nominated. 


Friend prognosticator sees the question 


of the Republican nomination — unless it 
goes to Rockefeller — as largely aca- 
demic, however, if the Democrats have 
enough sense to nominate Sen. Henry 
(Scoop) Jackson of Washington. 


Jackson, he believes, could rally the 


kind of unified support from organized 
labor which could elect a Democrat after 
eight years of Richard M. Nixon. The 
nomination of Connally or Agnew, he be- 
lieves, would assure a massive return of 
union leaders and rank and file to the 
Democratic fold — and those labor men 
who chose Nixon over Sen. George 
McGovern are none too enchanted with 
Percy, either. 


However, Rockefeller, with close ties 


to organized labor in New York — and 
therefore nationwide — could continue 
and perhaps widen the gap In traditional 
labor loyalty to the Democratic Party 
which played a large role in Nixon's re- 
election landslide. 


The key to a Rockefeller nomination 


seems to lie in a concerted bid by both 
Agnew and Connally. If both can go into 
the 1976 convention with substantial dele- 
gate support, It would be unlikely that 
either would step aside, and both could 
lose enough delegates to Rockefeller to 
put him over. 


Percy, according to this scenario, will 


be all but out of the picture after the 
primaries. 


Percy, who started out facing the ani- 


mosity of the more conservative wing of 
the party, now has the open animosity of 
President Nixon and party loyalists who 
don't like his public statements on the 
Watergate debacle. 


That brings up what may become the 


final irony of the Watergate scandal. It 
may be that by 1976, it will have blown 
over and will not have significant effect 
on the Republican candidate against the 
Democratic nominee. 


But it could be a factor in the selection 


of the GOP candidate — but not in what 
might seem the obvious way. If the mood 
of the 1976 convention anywhere resem- 
bles that of 1972, the greatest sentiment 
might be to the man who rushed to the 
Republican side In its darkest hour of the 
disaster, that Democratic convert from 
Texas.

NEW YORK — In the wake of public 


outrage over lead poisoning, the federal 
government has declared war on lead by 
requiring the paint industry to purge the 
metal from its products. 


A recent federal ruling oil but abo- 


lished lead from non-Industrial paint by 
lowering its acceptable level to one-half 
of one per cent. The statute, which he- 
came effective Jan. 1, alto reduced the 
content of other dangerous metals used 
In paint. 


The paint Industry, target of a so- 


called paint crusade launched two years 
ago after New York City hospitals linked 
the high Incidence of lead poisoning In 
slum children to their habit of eating 
chins from window sills and walls, was 
quick to join the ranks of the anti-lead 
cause. Dy the time the new statute was 
enacted, most paint manufacturers had 
substituted other non-toxic base metals 
for lead. 


The Immediate Impact of the govern- 


ment action on the paint Industry al- 
ready Is being felt by the consumer. The 
removal of lead has resulted In higher 
paint prices, loss of durability, and a 
somewhat limited range of deep colors, a 
spokesman for the New York City Hous- 
ing Authority said Industrial coatings 
still contain lead and zinc oxides, but 
their application Is restricted to non-con- 
gelled areas. 


THE IMPLICATION of the new statute 


for the paint industry suggests coating 
manufacturers may soon spend as much 
time in the laboratory as they do on the 
prnduction line. Mctnl detection has be- 
come the prime concern of the Industry. 


With metal trace levels at an all-time 


low, a dirty tank can contaminate a 3,000 
gallon batch of paint and result in its 
being scrapped at a loss of thousands of 
dollars to the manufacturer. 


Richard Scott, a research director at 


Shcnvln-WUIloms, the nation's largest 
paint manufacturer, said "in the past we 
used to barter with suppliers on price 
and quality." Now, according to Scott, 
the raw materials in paint are the major 
bargaining point. 


To police itself end avoid further feder- 


al surveillance, Sherwin-Williams and 
other paint manufacturers use an atomic 
absorption spectrophotometer to analyze 
the metal content of raw materials and 
finished products. 


Fifteen municipal hospitals managed 


by the New York Health and Hospitals 
Corp. hope to screen between 100,000 and 
300,000 children in the one-to-five age 
brocket this year alone by using the in- 
strumcnt. It enables the hospitals to by- 
pass the slow and painful method of 
draulng blood from a child's arm and to 
obtain significant results from less than 
a drop of blood. 


DESPITE THE paint Industry's will- 


Ingncss to compromise the quality of its 
products by removing lead, early detec- 
tion and medical treatment is the only 
immediate answer to lead poisoning. 


Although clay, pencils and even as- 


phalt highways have contributed to the 
lead poisoning problem, the vast major- 
ity of victims have eaten paint applied at 
least SO years ago when lead additives 
were dangerously high. Until the inner 
cities have new and better housing, lead 
poisoning will continue to be the paint 
man's burden.

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The environment 
Environmental movement to blame for energy crisis?

THE ENERGY CRISIS: who's to 


blame? Wo'ro hearing more on this topic 
as the American Power Conference 
brings spaclallsU to Chicago this week. 


The notion that a concern for the envi- 


ronment is behind the problem Is "sim- 
ply not true," says Russell E. Train, 
chairman of President Nixon's Council 
on Environmental Quality. 


"Those who seek to portray the envi- 


ronmental movement as the cause of our 
energy problems would seem to prefer 
confrontation to accommodation," Train 
said In remarks prepared for the confer* 
cncc. "Confrontation can only lead to 
polarization and Irrational responses 
from all sides." 


Ho sold environmentalists have been 


accused of hindering the development of 
oil refineries, but that the oil Industry Is 
reluctant to spend money on new facil- 
ities for a number of reasons. 


"And besides," he added, "until the 


second half of 1972, domestic refinery op- 
erations never got above 85 per cent of 
rated capacity." 


This contrasts sharply with the criti- 


cisms leveled by many oil company ex- 
ecutives. Fred. L. Hartley, president of 
Union Oil Co. of California, commenting 
on the need to continue to provide the 
"bounties we have enjoyed through our 
energy society," colled for conservation 
of fuel; leading of potential oil and gaa 
lands on the Continental Outer Shelf, con- 
struction of the trans-Alaska pipeline to 
bring crude oil to the U.S.; manufacture 


of efficient automobiles; and the removal 
of restrictive environmental roadblocks 
to energy development. 


"We have allowed a proper concern for 


the environment to produce an improper 
effect on the economy," said Hartley. 
"In our zeal for pristine air and water, 
we have assumed that science and tech- 
nology can be ordered to make progress 
and that the economic facto of life can be 
relegated to the cabbage patch. 


"This is a real world we live hi with 


real problems that cannot be solved by 
wishes," he continued. "We must recog- 
nize that there cannot be absolutes and 
that cost-btneflt analysis and resource 
demands must be considered in decision 
making."

REDUCED RISK of oil spills is a good 


possibility through the use of pipelines 
linking offshore ports to land, says Train, 
on another topic at the power conference. 
Train says no conventional port in the 
U.S. can handle the shipment of oil from 
foreign countries in the large super tank- 
ers. 


The use of smaller tankers is not the 


solution, he said. "While this effort will 
not be complete for several months, pre- 
liminary studies suggest that the use of 
smaller tankers would result in greater 
oil spillage from groundings and colli- 
sions than would supertankers using ap- 
propriately located and operated off- 
shore, deepwater port facilities."

President Nixon had impounded $6 bil-

U.S. history gives way 
to quest for the dollar

WASHINGTON (UPI) - America's 


greed Is destroying its heritage, warns a 
loader of the effort to protect the nation's 
post. 


"We Americans must decide if we 


want to preserve what we have or if we 
just want to pave It over, high-rise it and 
factory It," James Biddle, president of 
the National Trust for Historic Pre- 
servation, said in an interview. 


"We've got to decide at what point your 


land ceases to be your land, at what 
point you must yield to over-all plan- 
ning," Blddlo said. 


"It Is the economic pressures that are 


the most destructive for preservation. 
Our philosophy at present seems to be 
that for land the best use is its highest 
development, the most profitable use, 
thot there are not other values of equal 
importance. 


"We find in the preservation business 


that our biggest problem is the belief 
that If It's good, It's got to make money." 


BIDDLE SAID alternatives must be 


found to destroying remnants of Amer- 
ica's past, that If a building no longer 
con be used for Its original purpose, then 
new uses should be found. 


Preservation efforts cover not only 


buildings, Biddle said, but such relics of 
bygone days as San Francisco's cable 
cars, the paddlcwhcol riverboat "Delta 
Queen," and covered bridges. 


Founded in 1949 and chartered by Con- 


gress, the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation acts as a clearing house 
and center for efforts to save the fabric 
of the past.

DISASTER IN water development: 


that's the: label hung on the proposed 
Oakley Reservoir project In Illinois by 
the Environmental Policy Center, a con- 
servation lobby group in Washington. 
The EPC said this week that the project 
is one of the 13 least desirable construc- 
tion projects in the nation. The U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers proposed the 
reservoir project on the Sangamon River 
north of Decatur to control flooding and 
to provide a new water supply for the 
city. 


The cost of this project has sky- 


rocketed from an estimated $29 million 
In 1962, when It was first proposed, to the 
current estimate of $80.9 million. The 
cost, added to the potential damage to 
the Allerton Park area ecology, "cannot 
be justified," says EPC. 


Gov. Daniel Walker is expected to an- 


nounce soon whether he will release 
some $17.5 million in state funds that 
would be required to match federal 
spending on the Oakley project. Other 
Midwest projects criticized by the lobby 


group include the proposed mid-state 
project on the Platte River in Nebraska 
and the Maramec Park Dam in Missouri.

The trust itself owns 12 historic estates 


and is in the process of closing the pur- 
chase of another. The organization not 
only gives moral support to preservation 
groups across the nation, but also loans 
and matching grants. 


"It's amazing how a small amount of 


money from a national organization such 
as the Trust can generate so much en- 
thusiasm in a community," Biddle said. 


THE PROBLEM of saving famous old 


estates is difficult, but Biddle says pre- 
servation of structures in central cities is 
even tougher, one reason being that de- 
velopers go to great lengths to conceal 
plans to replace historic buildings. 


Biddle sees some changes, but believes 


those changes are not coming fast 
enough to save much of the nation's past. 
One-third of the 16,000 buildings cur- 
rently listed by the federal government 
as worthy of preservation already have 
been destroyed. 


In many cities, historic buildings are 


endangered both by zoning and economic 
pressures. One example Is the recently- 
razed Chicago Stock Exchange, a 13-sto- 
ry building designed by Louis Sullivan. 


Biddle said the demolition of the Chi- 


cago Stock Exchange was inevitable be- 
cause It was only 13 stories in an area 
where 40 stories are permitted. 


Urban renewal often has produced 


"shining new skyscrapers and desolation 
all around," be laid. In city after dty, 
the results of poor planning and neglect 
are evident. 


In St. Louis, much of the housing 


erected under an urban renewal plan is 
vacant because of poor planning, and 
many of the buildings will be torn down 
"so they can have more open space." 
Biddle said. 


"IN DETROIT, it is incredible what 


was allowed to happen in the inner dty 
area," he said. "Tbere are bank build- 
ings, parking lots and vacant lots. People 
live miles and miles out." 


Detroit's waterfront was razed with no 


thought given to preservation and what 
many people consider a tasteless renew- 
al project will be erected, he said."There 
was little effort made to preserve build- 
ings related to the human scale." 


"Preservation is just as important to 


the individual as clean air and clean wa- 
ter," Biddle said. "After all, we spend 80 
per cent of our lives in buildings and on 
streets."

He said many older buildings that are 


demolition targets are "perfectly usable" 
and give variety to the street scene, 
"rather than having every city took like 
a truncated New York City." 


According to Biddle, "The property tax 


is the most destructive tax to pre- 
servation. It can force people out of their 
homes. The next step is to jam all of it 
together and put as much on the land a* 
you can. 


"Bulldozing is not the solution to any- 


thing."

When a woman can finally buy a home 


of her own, on her own, without a man to 
sign for her, that's progress. Many mort- 
gage companies have now come around . 
to the forward looking view that If a 
woman has a good work record, If her 
monthly mortgage payments are equal to 
her weekly gross salary, and in some 
cases evert less, and if she doesn't carry 
too large a load of existing debts, she is 
looked upon favorably, if not quite equal- 
ly to a man, as a good risk. 


Bob Poltzor, general manager of 


Gladstone, Realtors, Is quick to note. 
"Sometimes a woman Is a better risk 
than a man." Gladstone, Realtors with 
offices In DCS Plalnes, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage. Mount Prospect, Franklin Pork, 
Villa Park and Berkeley, sees that 
change taking place and Is ready to pro- 
vide women with the knowledge and help 
needed to successfully complete a home 
purchase. 


John Markny, partner In Gladstone, 


Realtors, recalls that as recently as ten 
years ago when a husband and wife 
worked and wanted to purchase a home, 
if the mortgage was contingent on their 
combined salaries, some mortgage com- 
panies required a doctor's certificate 
stating that the couple was not able to 
have children, insuring that the wife 
would continue working. 


For a single woman to purchase a 


home at that time, (he chances were 
even less. The mortgage companies fig- 
ured that If repairs and maintenance 
were needed, or the gutters needed paint- 
Ing, this frail miss would certainly not be 
able to handle the repairs. Maintenance- 
free condominium purchases have 
changed this attitude. 


In fact, the lifestyle of the '60s and '70s 


has brought changes to the real estate 
market as to every other market. Single 
women are buying condominiums, homes 
and investment properties. 


A woman will find It much easier to do 


If she is a professional such as a nurse, 
teacher or doctor. Mortgage firms feel 
that this typo of woman Is the most qual- 
ified to support the debt she has In- 
curred. One place where she Is still un- 
equal to a man in the eyes of the mort- 
gage carrier Is age. 


If a woman Is still of child-bearing age 


the company will surely want to know if 
she plans on having children. If she Is 
recently widowed or divorced and had a 
successful work record before marriage 
that will help. Providing she plans to re- 
turn to work. 


If she has had no successful work 


record and has small children, even If 
she gets a good job and Is making 
enough to qualify for the mortgage, Sav- 
ings and Loan companies question how 


long she can keep up the pace. 


They feel better about a mortgage if 


her Income continues in case the children 
are 111. Or they would like to be certain 
she has a sitter or relative she can rely 
on. 


If a divorced woman Is depending on 


her former husband for support she will 
run Into difficulty getting a mortgage. 
Diana du Broff, a New York matrimonial 
lawyer, says, "Statistics show that with- 
in one year after divorce, only 38 per 
cent of the father are In full compliance 
with court orders. Twenty per cent par- 
tially comply, and In some cases partial 
compliance means only a single pay- 
ment is made. And by the tenth year, 80 
per cent make no payments at all." 


However, not many women today de- 


pend completely on a man for Income. 
Not long ago, Gladstone, Realtors ar- 
ranged for two single girls who had bran 
sharing an apartment and became tired 
of paying rent, to purchase a ranch home 
of their own in DCS Plaines. 


Each girl, age 26 and 31 years, had 


previously been employed on an assem- 
bly line. They had changed jobs In the 
last six months because they wanted to 
work In the suburbs. They had two sav- 
ings accounts, worked part time at an- 
other job and purchased a home for 
$31,000 with $10,000 down, obtaining a 
$21,000 mortgage at 8 per cent which was 
the average rate at the time of purchase. 


The mortgage was for 25 years. The 


Savings and Loan Association did want 
to verify the girls' Incomes and where 
they obtained savings accounts of $3,500 
and $10,700. It was found that they had 
saved a portion, and a portion was left 
by one of the girls' fathers as part of an 
estate. 


They worked with a large down pay- 


ment, but also had quite a large mort- 
gage payment of $211 a month. The 
transaction went smoothly,, refuting the 
fact that they were young and of child- 
bearing age. No one factor seems to in- 
sure a problem-free transaction nor 
cause problems in securing a home mort- 
gage for the single woman. 


Poltzcr confirms that Gladstone, Real- 


tors never turns aside from trying to se- 
cure a home for a single woman. "We 
have sources for financing and Savings 
and Loans are more favorable to all 
people now. We know more about the 
trials In purchasing and the down to 
earth situations in owning property. 
We've become more expert. We like 
working with women and If they qualify 
to handle monthly mortgage payments so 
as not to be overburdened, there Is no 
problem. They may not be the weakest 
sex," he continues, "but they're still the 
prettiest."

time for checking home air conditioners.

If a window unit Is used, a test-run Is 


suggested. The air conditioner can be 
placed on the floor for five or ten min- 
utes before Installing it. Listen for unusu- 
al nol«cs which could Indicate that the 
'•nit needs more Intensive checking. If It 
doesn't cook. It may have lost Its charge 
of refrigerant. Also clean or replace tho 
filter as well as dusting all exposed sur- 
faces. 


For a central residential system, York 


experts rccnmmcnd the power be turned 
on for at least o day before starting the 
compressor (tho component necessary 
for cooling). Running only the fan with 
the cooling thermostat set hl«h pro- 
worms tho compressor oil and Improves 
its lubricating qualities, a necessary fac- 
tor In many whole-house systems. 


If there Is an auxiliary drain pan under 


tho unit, as In the cose of many attic 
Installations. It's advisable to clean this 
pan and open the drain. Flush with a 
pitcher of water to check run-off because 
Insects sometimes block drains.

division of Bnlrd & Warner Inc., noted 
that when you set a high price on your 
condominium, you make it more difficult 
to sell. And when the developer has un- 
sold units at a lower price, the problem 
Is even worse. 


"By realistic, I mean a price that rec- 


ognizes competitive market factors," he 
suld. "This Is always true when selling 
real estate, but It's doubly true when 
your competition Is the developer who Is 
selling Identical or similar apartments in 
the same building." 


Reports that condominium apartments 


arc hard to re-sell almost always comes 
from people who've owned their units a 
short time In a partially sold-out build- 
ing. They want to sell their unit at a 
price that covers everything they've 
spent, plus profit. 


"Such a person might have bought a 


condominium apartment for $50,000 a 
year ago, and spent $10,000 In additional 
improvements, such as wall coverings, 
extra lighting fixtures, possibly special 
flooring, draperies, and other items. 


"SO HE FIGURES his apartment must 


be worth at least $60,000. Then he reads 
that home prices are going up 7 per cent 
a year, so he tacks $4,200 more on to his 
price. Then he adds a couple hundred 
more dollars to cover the fees he paid in 
closing the deal when he bought the unit. 
By now he figures that his condominium 
is worth at least $65,000, compared to the 
price of $50,000 he paid a year ago. 


"But he forgets or ignores that in his 


same building, there may be three, a 
dozen, or more than 20 unsold apart- 
ments that the developer is asking 
$52,000 for. So why should a buyer pay 
$65,000 when he can buy a similar unit in 
the same building for $54,000?'' 


The overall mistake condominium own- 


ers (and home owners, too) commonly 
make is assuming that every penny they 
spent on the property must be recovered 
in the price, plus real estate appreciation 
as well. 


As a corollary to this assumption, Wal- 


ters said, the condominium owner may 
believe that all the improvements he 
mode in his unit will be wanted by a new 
buyer. But that's for from true. 


"For example, a condominium owner 


can spend several thousands on ex- 
pensive paneling or special tile floors 
which suit his taste, but the prospective 
new buyer may not like the color or the 
material," he said. "In fact, the new 
buyer may want to discard the Improve- 
ments altogether. His main Interest Is 
the basic unit, not the improvement* " 


ANOTHER MISTAKE owners "malfe 


when they go to sell is they assume that 
the property must go up in value with 
time. In today's market, real estate has 
appreciated tremendously, and may go 
on doing so, but it's not guaranteed. The 
appreciation is greater over a long peri- 
od than over a short one. 


"During a short period, If there's a lot 


of competition, the value of a unit can 
even go down," Walters said. "In any 
event, there has to be some depreciation

to cover the normal wear and tear on the 
property." 


To be, realistic in selling a con- 


dominium unit (or a home, too, for that 
matter), he recommends getting a Real- 
tor to handle the sale. The Realtor will 
aid in setting a fair and realistic price 
for the unit, and also bring bonafide 
prospects. 


"Since the Realtor knows the market 


and can sell professionally on the same 
level as the condominium developer, 
chances are you'll get a better price and 
a faster sale than if you tried to do the 
job yourself," Walters said. 


In any event, don't expect to recoup all 


your money and make a-killing on a 
short-term condominium holding.

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Calling up the reserves may cause condo crisis 


Many condominium owners who pay a 


comfortably low monthly assessment 
during the first few years of their occu- 
pancy may be in for a rude awakening if 
the assessment doesn't provide reserves 
for major expenses that may occur later 
on. 


This the warning given by William D. 


Sally, vice president of Baird & Warner, 
Inc., and general manager of the firm's 
property management division which 
manages many condominiums in the Chi- 
cago area. 


"Not having adequate reserves to cov- 


er future expenses is the mistake many 
condominium boards of directors make 
in an effort to keep owners happy by 
keeping the assessment low," Sally said. 
"The result is that the owners become 
seriously unhappy when their con- 
dominium building is faced with a major 
expense, such as renovating the elevator 
system or replacing the air conditioning 
compressor." 


To avoid these problems, the con- 


dominium board should rely on profes- 
sional management or on technicians to 
advise them about what major expenses 
are ahead, and what reserves should be 
accumulated to pay for them. Then these 
reserves should be built up through the 
monthly assessment, Sally said. 


The monthly assessment1, he explained, 


is the amount paid by each condominium 
owner as his share of paying for. the 
common elements of the building. These 
include the halls, stairways, elevators, 
and grounds; water, heat, air-condi- 
tioning, and electricity for these ele- 
ments; janitors' and doorman's wages;

insurance; and the taxes on the common 
elements. 


SALLY POINTED out that the monthly 


assessment is in addition to what the 
condominium owner pays for his own 
apartment, which typically involves a 
monthly payment for mortgage interest, 
principal, taxes, and insurance. 


"Monthly assessments are originally 


estimated by the developer and sub- 
sequently adjusted to reflect actual 
costs," Sally said. "As costs change, the 
monthly Assessment will change, too. In 
this period of higher costs for everything, 
condominium owners can expect that 
their assessment will go up." Developers 
usually do not include any reserves in 
their initial estimates. 


Handling the monthly assessments 


eventually becomes the responsibility of 
the board of directors, elected by the 
condominium owners to run the property 
once the developer is no longer in the 
picture. The board has the power to raise 
or lower assessments. 


"When costs are rising and assess- 


ments have to be raised, it's tempting to 
keep them as low as possible by ignoring 
the need for reserves," Sally said. "But 
when a board does this, it is guilty of 
irresponsible management." 


The board, he said, must face up to the 


need to provide for repairs, replace- 
ments and improvements as the building 
grows older. And the board must also 
.recognize that these itetas will undoubt- 
edly cost more in the future than they do 
today. 
'"TO IGNORE THESE facts of con- 
dominlum life Is to court disaster," he 
warned.

Among the items that may have to be 


taken care of are these: 


Replacement of dead landscaping; re- 


carpeting and redecorating- halls and 
stairways; replacement of furniture in 
the game room; repair or replacement of 
swimming pool filtering or heating equip- 
ment; resurfacing or expanding the 
parking lot; replacing the roof; repair or 
replacement of heating and air condi- 
tioning equipment; repair of a swimming 
pool that may have settled; and repair 
or replacement of elevator equipment. 


If the board has established adequate 


reserves through the monthly payments, 
then these things can be handled in 
stride. If not, the board may have to 
send out a special assessment to cover 
the cost. In this case, the owners will get 
hit with a very large bill. 


"For some owners, having to pay a 


large special assessment may be an eco- 
nomic hardship," Sally said. "In a con- 
dominium building with 50 or 60 owners, 
for example, an elevator replacement 
bill of several thousands of dollars could 
be quite a blow when spread among the 
owners." 


"IF SUCH SPECIAL assessments oc- 


cur frequently, the condominium owners 
may want to sell out. In fact, if several 
major special assessments occur back to 
back, the owner may figure that the 
amount he's being asked to pay is more 
than the equity he has in his unit, and so

he may feel that abandoning the unit 
would make better sense. This hasn't 
happened yet, but it could. 


"However, you look at it, a board that 


fails to build reserves against the day 
they'll be needed is contributing to the 
lowering of the condominium's value." 


Sally noted that a condominium board 


that doesn't build up reserves is in the 
same position as a family that fails to 
provide funds for emergencies. In both 
cases, when the need for the funds 
arises, it can cause a severe crisis. 


"Boards have to be realistic in setting 


monthly assessments, even at the risk of 
making owners unhappy," Sally said. 
"And owners have to be realistic about 
paying these costs. If they close their 
eyes to reality, they are running the risk 
that their condominium will drop sharply 
in value and will be hard to sell." 


Professional management is one good 


way to avoid this situation, since the pro- 
fessional manager's experience equips 
him to determine what reserves are 
needed. He can pass on Ideas from other 
properties, since he has a wider view of 
the business.

Development, building loans increase sharply 


The .volume of development and con- 


struction lending has soared to an annual 
rate of more than $48 billion — up sharp- 
ly from $20 billion in 1968. 


"And, concomltantly, helping to sus- 


tain this rising growth rate Is the in- 
creasing participation of real estate in- 
vestment trusts, now providing more 
than 14 per cent of those funds, as com- 
pared to only one per cent five years 
ago," observes Durand A. Holladay, 
managing trustee of Continental Mort- 
gage Investors, Boston. 


"With other traditional lenders facing 


increasingly tighter money supplies, the 
real estate Investment trust industry has 
become the fastest-growing major source 
of construction financing. Approximately 
50 per cent of the combined Industry as- 


sets of more than $14.6 billion are cur- 
rently invested In development and con- 
struction loans," Holladay emphasizes. 


REITS, operating on a national scale, 


can tailor loans to fit the Individual 
needs of each borrower. This flexibility, 
Holladay notes, is a definitive and mean- 
ingful advantage for the industry. 


"OTHER MAJOR lenders, such as 


commercial banks and savings and loan 
'associations, have traditionally been lim- 
ited by geographic boundaries. REITs, 
however, are financing a widening range 
of construction projects in all parts of 
the country. 


"The programs include single-family 


housing developments, apartment build- 
ings of all types, condominiums, leisure 
and second homes construction, shopping 


centers, amusement parks, industrial fa- 
cilities and many others," Holladay 
' points out. 


Although legislation passed in 1960 au- 


thorized the formation of real estate 
trusts, the greatest growth surge has 
come since 1968.

Fans came to praise Cesar

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. - (NEA) - 


Back home In Santo Domingo, when Ce- 
sar Cedeno was a little boy, papa Eu- 
genio didn't want him running off to play 
baseball. Because there was the family 
grocery store to run and Cesar, the old-. 
est of the five children, was needed there 
full time. 


But Mama Cedeno understood the need 


of little Ugenito (oo-hen-EE-toe, little Eu- 
gene), to play this game of beisbol and 
so she would cover for him as he 
sneaked out. 


And when he was 16 years old and 


playing for an amateur team In the Do- 
minican Republic against a visiting 
Puerto Rican club, a manager named 
Tony Pacheco saw him and recommend^ 
ed the kid to a scout for the Houston 
Astros In the Estados Unidos. The scout 
offered Cesar a $3,000 bonus, and right 
there papa Eugenlo decided It was O.K. 
for his eldest to play baseball. 


The grocery store Is no more. Senor 


Cedeno now works in a nail factory and 
his husky 22-year-old son is the star cen- 
ter fielder of the Houston Astros of the 
National League. "Super Baby" is what 
the guys on the team call him and he is 
about to be recognized as the next great 
player In the game, Just as Willie Mays, 
Henry Aaron and Frank Robinson are 
withering. 


"Roberto Clemente had to be killed be- 


fore people realized he was the greatest 
ballplayer of his time," says Garry 
Schumacher, the retired Giants' official 
who saw them all for 50 years, "and now 
you never see this kid Cedeno's name in 
the newspapers." 


But you will. 
Leo Durocher, the voluble Lip who 


guided three of the great center fielders 
of modern baseball — Pete Reiser, Duke 
Snider and Willie Mays — has Cesar Ce- 
deno (sayzar seh-DANE-yo) hi Houston 
and already has proclained him the 
equal of the great Willie at comparable 
stages of their careers. 


The cliche of the admiring ballplayer 


reads, "He does It all." And Tommy 
Helms, the second baseman of the As- 
tros, stands at the batting cage and re- 
peats it in rapt intonations. So does ev- 
ery National Leaguer who is asked about 
Cedeno. 
, 
- 


Last year, only his second 'full -season 


in the mijon, he batted .320, walloped 22 
homers, tied for the league lead in 
doubles with 39 and stole 55 bases. A nat- 
ural for'an Interview, right? 


"We do eet een Spaneesh?" asks Cesar 


quizzically, bat in hand. 


His English isn't all that bad since he 


'arrived at Covington in the Appalachian 
League half a dozen years ago, knowing 
only one word: chicken. He can tell you 
.that he has played baseball for three 
years now without surcease, summer 
arid winter. '.'I don't get any rest," he 
says. "I got to go home and play for my 
people." 
. _,; 


He steps into the cage, a good-eize&kid 


at 6-2 and 191 pounds, takes a riffle at a 
pitch and throws some more English at 
the batting practice hurler. "Stop flippin' 
it. T'row the bleepln' ball." 


Later, reflectively, he talks about the 


Willie Mays comparison. "You 
can't 


think," he says, 'I'm going to be the next 
'Willie Mays.' Not when you're out on the 
field. Sure, I'm flattered. When you say 
Willie Mays, it means something. But I 
don't like to think about it. I Just love to 
play baseball." 


And you find out that when he was only 


five years old, he was already throwing 
a rubber ball against the wall outside his 


house in Santo Domingo. Baseball is a 
game for boys and spiritually-Cesar Ce- 
deno is a boy, though he is working on 
his second marriage and has a little 
child back in the Dominican Republic. 


It has taken him six months to grow a 


wisp of a mustache. He will show up at a 
Houston nightspot and 
enthusiastically 


jump to the microphone to belt out some 
Spanish rock. 


But he already exercises one pre- 


rogative of a star. On the road with the 
Astros, he rooms alone. Just like Willie 
Mays.

On Monday, May 28, beginning at 1:30 
p.m. there will be a road race on a street 
circuit in Lockport, 111., sponsored by the 
South Chicago Wheelmen. 


Some of the individual events on both 


days of the Odyssey Classic are: For se- 
nior men, ages 18 and over; a program 
of sprint heats, plus a final to determine 
a winner; a very exciting bike race 
called Miss and Out; and a five-mile 
point race. A similar program will be 
held for the junior men, except they will 
have a three mile lap race instead of a 
point race. There are also separate races 
for intermediate and midget boys. There 
will be races for women, sprint heats 
and final, Miss and Out, and if enough 
women and girls are registered, an addi- 
tional race. 


Bicycle track racing is somewhat dif- 


ferent than bicycle road racing and dif- 
ferent circumstances surround its per- 
formance. 


For Instance, the track racing bicycle 


Is built on a short wheel base frame of 
very light materials, usually weighing 
little more than 20 pounds. It has only 
one fixed gear (the pedals are always 
rotating when the rear wheel Is rotating; 
and no brakes. No brakes are allowed in 
track racing in order to assure safety. 
Track bicycles usually are so close to 
each other during a race and during the 
sprints that If one rider were suddenly to 
brake he would cause a crash-up of all 
the riders behind him. 


The Northbrook Bicycle Club, the pre- 


senting organization for the Odyssey 
Classic Bicycle Race Meet, is the local 
club of Northbrook and it, in turn, is 
sponsored by the Northbrook Park Dis- 
trict.

machines, weighing hardly more than 20 
pounds, are propelled at speeds of 30-40 
mph around the track. 


During a lap race, there wilt be sprint- 


ing by the riders during each lap be- 
cause the leader of each lap receives a 
certain number of points, but the leader 
of each lap may be different from that 
on the preceding one. 


During a point race there is sprinting 


on certain selected laps, for instance on 
the 4th, 8th, 12th, 16th and 20th laps, so 
that in between the sprints the riders can 
slow down and try to keep their relative 
positions. 


Then during the sprint lap they break 


out and drive the bicycles at high speeds 
in order to win the points that are given 
to the first, second, and third place fin- 
ishers of each sprint lap. 


During a Miss and Out race, or "Devil- 


Take-the-Hindmost," for instance, a 
large group of riders, from 15-30, may 
start the race, but at the end of first lap 
one or two riders who are at the rear of 
the pack will be called out. Then, as an- 
other lap is ridden, another rider or two 
may be called out of the race until the 
pack is cut down to manageable size — 
5-6 riders — and then there would be a 
sprint lap to determine the winner of the 
race. 


Sometimes, however, the Miss and Out 


race Is run down to one rider, so that the 
riders have to keep going full out for 15- 
20 laps In order to win in a race of this 
kind. 


The first rate riders in bicycle races 


are examples of highly trained athletes. 
Their traning typically consists of riding 
at high pedal RPM of 80-140, and total- 
ling distances of 150-300 miles a week. 


Some'of the cyclists seen on the road 


on the North Shore are very likely racers 
training for their bicycle road or track 
races. Track racers practice on the 


Northbrook Meadowhill Track on Mon- 
day evenings. 


Although large crowds are expected at 


the Meadowhill track on May 26-27, no 
admission will be charged. However, In 
order to defray the expenses of this 
meet, a collection will be taken at the 
races by members of the Northbrook 
Club. The club will offer for sale tickets 
on a raffle of bicycles that will be given 
away later in the summer. 


Prizes for the placing riders in each of 


the 24 events will be awarded. Prizes are 
expected to total in value between $800- 
$1000.

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To prevent the spreading is most important' 
Studying cell division a key to cancer cure? 


DR. ISAIAH FIDLER 


by DAVID HENDIN 
(Second In a Series) 


NEW YORK — One of the most inter- 


esting phenomena of the diseases called 
cancer is the way they spread in an indi- 
vidual's body. But this is also one of the 
areas least studied and understood by 
the cancer fighters. 


According to a stylishly mod Phila- 


delphia scientist who was born in Israel, 
understanding the way cancer spreads, 
or mctostasizes, may be the fastest way 
of harnessing the diseases until total pre- 
vention — If, Indeed, It is possible — can 
bo accomplished. 


Metastasis, says Dr. Isaiah J. Fldler of 


the University of Pennsylvania, is the ul- 
timate of malignancy. One of the prime 
reasons a benign tumor is benign is that 
it docs not spread. 


"The first thing a physician wants to 


know is whether his patient has a benign 
or malignant tumor because this will tell 
him the nature of the threat to the 
patient's life," says Fldler. 


"A BENIGN TUMOR is usually en- 


capsulated, never invades, never me- 
tastasises. But a malignant one is the 
opposite. It grows quickly, is poorly en- 
capsulated, invasive and it metastasizes. 


"The most important thing In the prac- 


tical research of metastasis is when a 
patient presents himself to the physician 
this has already occurred. To prevent 
this spreading to begin with, Is more im- 
portant than taking care of it after it 
spreads," Fldler says. 


And this Is the 36-year-old scientist's 


goal. He hopes someday to develop a 
method that will prevent the spread of 
cancer celts throughout the body. Once 
this is done, the curing of cancer be- 
comes strictly mechanical. 


"As soon as you can stop metastasis 


the crunch Is gone. The surgeon's knife 
then becomes the most effective tool," 
says Dr. Martin Lewis, Professor of pa- 
thology at Memorial University of New- 
foundland, Canada. 


"As of right now," says Fidler, "there 


is no way a doctor can remove a malig- 
nant tumor and say 'we got it all' and be 
100 per cent sure. He can say only that 
there has been no evidence of invasion." 


FIDLER'S DATA SHOW that the pres- 


ence of cancerous tumor cells in the 
blood of a patient does not mean metas- 
tasis has already taken place, because 
metastasis only occurs once the cell is 
arrested and established as a new tumor 
in another part of the body, (frequently 
the lungs because of the large number of 
tiny blood vessels there). 


Fidler, who is both veterinarian and 


pathologist and once wrote a "Pet Doc- 
tor" column for an Israeli newspaper, 


The Doctor Says 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What, In most in- 


stances, causes bad breath? If a person 
has bad breath, how should he be told? 
And what should he do if he Is already 
using mouth wash, breath refresheners, 
etc.? Can it usually be prevented by 
keeping the bowels open? How can a per- 
son know whether or not he has bad 
breath? 


Dear Reader — How to tell a person he 


has bad breath depends a lot on your 
relationship to the Individual. Usually 
you do the person a favor by telling him 
because. If he Isn't told, he often doesn't 
know It. Bad breath can detract sig- 
nificantly from cither a man's or wom- 
an's appearance and limit their business 
and personal opportunities. No one likes 
to bo knocked over with strong breath.' 


Doing something about it isn't always 


so easy. The first step is finding out what 
causes It. This means a fairly good medi- 
cal examination. Bad breath can be 
caused 
by poor teeth, particularly 


pyorrhca and Infections around the teeth. 
Even though the teeth may be regularly 
brushed, the pyorrhca process will con- 
tinue to produce bad odors unless it is 
properly treated. Some Individuals arc 
careful about brushing the teeth but pay 
no attention to the tongue. It accumu- 
lates food products and Is often a source 
of bad breath. You can brush the tongue 
just as you brush the teeth and a little 
tooth paste on the brush will help. 


Some Individuals have car, nose and 


throat problems, including old, Infected 
tonsils. Infected sinuses and sinusitis. It 
may be necessary to remove diseased 
tonsils, or improve the drainage from si- 
nuses through proper treatment. Infected 
sinuses may need medication. 


Below this level you could have 


changes in tho breath associated with tlic 


body chemistry. There are persons with 
uncontrolled diabetes or advanced liver 
disease who can be detected by their 
b r e a t h b e c a u s e of c h e m i c a l 
changes. The expired air contains some 
of these chemicals and you can smell 
them, just as you can smell alcohol on a 
person's breath. 


Certain diseases of the lungs, particu- 


larly associated 
with infections, can 


cause bad breath. Then there is the large 
group of digestive disturbances which 
contribute to the problem. Some women 
have this problem, particularly at the 
time of their menses or just before their 
menstrual periods. 


As you can see, it is not such a simple 


problem as you might Imagine, and the 
first step Is a good medical examination, 
which should Include an evaluation of the 
sinuses, teeth, lungs and digestive tract 
as possible sources of bad breath. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I had a mole re- 


moved from under my arm in 1967. Now, 
I notice this mole has grown back in the 
same place. Is this something I should 
worry about? It is in an awkward place. 
That's why I had it removed in the first 
place. Please give me your advice on 
this matter. 


Dear Reader — By all means go back 


to your doctor and let him examine It. 
Anyone who has had a mole removed, 
and it recurs in the same spot, should 
have it looked at as soon as possible. Any 
mole which is in an awkward place, as 
you described it, meaning a place where 
it can be Irritated such as being shaved 
or rubbed by a strap or belt, should be 
removed anyway.

believes that the spread of cancer can be 
explained by differences in cell surfaces. 
He is not yet sure just what the differ- 
ence is, but he suggests that somehow it 
causes the cell to lodge in the body and 
reproduce. Fidler hopes to alter the sur- 
faces of cells so cancer cells which have 
left the primary tumor cannot arrest in 
other parts of the body. 


He notes that cancer cells in the blood- 


stream travel through the body with tre- 
mendous speed, so fast, in fact that they 
are being battered to death within 24 
hours en route through the bloodstream. 
Fidler predicted that clumps of malig- 
nant cells would have a better chance of 
becoming established and indeed ex- 
periments have proved him correct. 


WHEN FIDLER Injected 50,000 single 


cancer cells into the bloodstream of a 
mouse, upon autopsy he found an aver- 
age of 11 metastatic nodules in the ani- 
mal's lungs. Thus clumped cells were 
shown to have a better chance to survive 
and become established as secondary tu- 
mor sites. 


In a related experiment, Fldler further 


established the fact that the spreading of 
cancer within one's body is not a random 


phenomenon, but depends on inherent 
qualities of the tumor cells themselves. 


He has bred a strain of cancer cells in 


which each succeeding generation is 
more potent, with regard to metastasis, 
than its parent. When he injected 25,000 
live cancer cells into mice he found an 
average of 40 lung cancer nodules when 
dissecting the mice three weeks later. 
Cancer cells taken from these resultant 
tumors were relnjected into other mice. 
The second generation yielded 117 lung 
cancer nodules. The Ujlrd generation 
yielded 327, the fourth 428, the fifth near- 
ly 600 and so on. 


"This experiment demonstrated that 


we were able to specifically select, with- 
in the same tumor, lines possessing an 
increasing ability to metastasize. It 
proves that metastasis is not a random 
phenomenon, but depends on inherent 
qualities of the tumor cell itself," Fidler 
said in a recent Interview in Negates, 
Ariz,, where the American Cancer 
Society held its annual seminar for sci- 
ence journalists. 


THE ISRAELI stresses that much 


more research must be done in the neg- 
lected field of the unique properties of 


cancer cell surfaces. "The ultimate 
treatment for the prevention of metas- 
tasis could center not on chemotherapy 
where drugs kill tumor cells and many 
normal cells, but on alteration of tumor 
cell behavior. 


"If we could prevent the arrest of tu- 


mor cells in blood vessels — keep them 
circulating throughout the system for at 
least 24 hours — we could prevent their 
spread," Fidler says.' 


In a related investigation he found that 


ironically it may be the body's immune 
response that helps some of the spread- 
ing cancer cells to clump and thus sur- 
vive. By lowering the Immunity response 
to test mice, he was able to reduce new 
cancer growths. 


He stresses, however, that he is talking 


about a very specific, low level of im- 
mune response. Very high levels of im- 
munity do indeed Inhibit tumor devel- 
opment, as other researchers have sug- 
gested.

Sabin finds common virus-cancer links 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - Dr. Albert B. 


Sabin, whose oral vaccine helped con- 
quer polio, said last month he has found 
new evidence linking the viruses that 
cause cold sores and fever blisters — one 
of the most common virus groups afflict- 
ing man — with at least nine types of 
cancer In humans. 


"It is one of the causes of these can- 


cers, definitely a cause," the white-hair- 
ed, be-spectacled scientist said at a news 
conference at the 110th annual meeting 
of the National Academy of Sciences 
where he and a colleague presented A 
paper on viruses and human cancers. 


"Obviously, there are certain co-fac- 


tors ... but they are definitely a cause," 
Sabin said in response to questions. He 
said he and Dr. Gullio Tarro, on leave 
from the University of Naples, Italy, did 
not try to define other factors that might 
combine with the herpes viruses to cause 
cancer, but that environmental factors 
could be Involved. 


THEIR PAPER said that herpes sim- 


plex and herpes genltalla viruses, which 
probably afflict everybody at some time 
or other, were "implicated" in cancers 
of the lip, mouth, oropharynx, 


nasopharynx, kidney, bladder, prostate, 
uterine cervix and vulva. 


Although none of these is among the 


nation's leading cancer killers, each 
leads to thousands of new cases and 
some deaths each year. For example, 
uterine cervix, 46,000 new cases annually 
and 8,700 deaths; prostate, 38,000 cases 
and 7,600 deaths; bladder, 20,800 cases 
and 9,200 deaths, and kidney and other 
urinary 'cancers, 11,400 cases and 5,800 
deaths. 


THE SABIN-TARRO findings, from re- 


search conducted at a former army 
biological warfare center in Frederick, 
Md., which President Nixon converted 
into an arm of his campaign to conquer 
cancer, received favorable but cautious 
endorsement from the National Cancer 
Institute. 


"At the present time, the NCI's Special 


Virus Cancer Program, which sponsored 
this initial effort, plans more studies on 
larger numbers of cancer patients to de- 
termine the statistical significance of the 
relationship of herpes viruses to specific 
human cancers," Dr. John B. Molony, 
associate scientific director for viral on- 
cology, said In a statement. 


Moloney said the study's early results 


''provide additional evidence suggesting 
that herpes viruses may be causally Im- 
plicated" in the nine types of cancer. 


The herpes viruses cause such com- 


mon maladies as fever blisters, cold 
sores and infections of the genital region, 
but they can cause encephalitis and an 
eye infection called keratoconjunctivitis 
that may lead to blindness. 


Other researchers have linked herpes 


viruses 
to 
Infectious 
mononucleosis, 


sometimes called "the kissing disease," 
and to cervical cancer, Burkitt's lym- 
phoma and possibly to Hodgkin's disease 
which is a cancer of the lymph system.

are serving as temporary shelters. 


Some victims of the flood,' most of 


whom are not covered by scandal insur- 
ance, are expected to seek refuge in the 
Fifth Amendment.

Stamp Notes...by Bernadine M. RecJiner 
Commemorative to honor UN Volunteers Program 


LUtlo noises from the general direction 


of the notion's capital are beginning to 
sound more and more like serious sug- 
gestion In favor of adding a fractional- 
denomination coin to the six pieces wo 
already carry in our dally change purse. 


If arguments in favor of such a coin 


prove valid, It could have a noticeable 
effect on our Inflationary economy. Oth- 
crwlsc, It would simply become another 
fantasy coin and defeat the very purpose 
for which it was intended in the first 
place. 


Fractional and odd-denomination cur- 


rency terms, such as half-cent, two 
and a half-cents, three-cents or seven- 
cents, may sound a bit strange to those 
of us used to more pleasing sounds like 
five. 10,23 and SO, but the Idea is certain- 
ly not now In the United States. 


From 1793 through 1889 we had half- 


cents, two-cent pieces, two different 
three-cent pieces and a twenty-cent 
piece. And with the advent of the nickel 
In 1866, It was possible to make a five- 
cent purchase 42 different ways using 
nothing but coins below the denomination 
o one dime. 


Such convenience Li no longer possible. 


Today's monstrous vending machine In- 
dustry places the greatest demand on 
our coinage supply (5 cents to $1) and 
when a vending commodity raises a half- 
cent In cost, the machine demands a 
minimum of five cents in the form of a 
nickel coin. Simply because there Is no 
simple means of pricing an item at Its 
true retail value of 15 and one-half cents 
or 18 and one-half cents. 


Multiple the three or four cents differ- 


ence by several million retail sales auto- 
matically dispensed every day of the 


year in the United States and the need 
for a fractional or odd denomination coin 
soon takes on a very positive shape. 


While I have no Idea what physical or 


denominational form such a coin would 
assume, If Indeed one is issued at all, I 
do know that the possibilities are under 
serious consideration. And if the studies 
show such a coin to be beneficial to our 
national economy, you can rest assured 
every effort will be made to get one in 
circulation quick. 


Once the Idiotic decision was made to 


remove silver from our coinage, the gov- 
ernment spent thousands of dollars and 
an equal number of man hours per- 
fecting the metallurgical properties of 
the cupro-nlckcl composition to make 
sure of only one thing: that it met the 
functional requirements of the vending 
machines throughout the country. Abso- 
lutely no consideration was given the 
pricing practices that would have to be 
adopted by the operators to compensate 
for a conventional one-cent increase in 
the selling price of a vended commodity. 


A coin of intermediate value between 


one-cent and five-cents; five-cents and 
ID-cents, or 10-ccnts and 25 cents would 
perform equally well in the market place 
where an item is marked "2 for 25 
cents" or "3 for $1." The savings is not 
immediately noticeable, but it will have 
a marked effect on balancing the family 
budget at the end of the month. 


Think about it. The idea has real mer- 


it.

tration (UNPA) on May 25 will issue a 
commemorative 
stamp honoring the 


United Nations Volunteers Programme. 


Three denominations will be released 


— 8 cents, 21 cents and the Swiss F.s.0,80 
which has a U.S. equivalent of 25 cents. 


UN Volunteers are dedicated to mak- 


ing a contribution to the development of 
the recipient nation without thought of 
financial benefit. The program, estab- 
lished on Jan. 1, 1971, is intended to en- 
courage participation of the younger gen- 
eration in the cause of development. 


Volunteers must be 21 years of age or 


older and meet the physical and personal 
qualifications set down by the UN. They 
must also have the educational and tech- 
nical background necessary for the mis- 
sion. While on assignment, members of 
the International volunteer corps give 
primary allegiance to the United Nations 
and its principles. 


THE VOLUNTEERS stamp was de- 


signed by Courvoisier S.A. of Switzerland 
using the honeycomb form with each 
compartment containing a different sym- 
bol (justice, health, education, etc.) sur- 
rounding the UN Seal. 


The issue will be printed by Heraclio 


Foumier S.A. of Spain with an order of 


2,500,000 for the 8 cent stamps and 
2,100,000 each for the 21 cent and the 
F.s.0,80 stamps. 


Collectors desiring first day cancella- 


tions should send their requests to "FDC 
Volunteer Stamp, United Nations Postal 
Administration, P.O. Box 5900, Grand 
Central Station, New York, N.Y. 10017." 
Be sure to enclose the proper remittance 
which is the .cost of the stamps to be 
affixed plus a 5-cent service fee for each 
cover requested. 


If you wish the Swiss cancellation, 


your envelope must go to the UNPA, 
Palais des Nations, Geneva, Switzerland, 
with your remittance in Swiss funds 
since the stamp is not valid postage in 
the U.S.

want credit when credit is due 


When you can't get credit because you 


haven't established a credit rating — but 
you can't establish a credit rating until 
you get some credit — that's frustrating. 


But when you can't get credit because 


you're a woman, that's not only frustra- 
ting, it is downright unjust — and finally 
being recognized as such. 


While the proposed Equal Rights 


Amendment, recently defeated In the Illi- 
nois Legislature, would summarily wipe 
out this particular discrimination, It is 
slowly being combattcd bit by bit 
through social pressure and general 
credit reform. 


Last November the National Business 


Council for Consumer Affairs, a White 
House commission, released a report on 
credit practices and strongly recom- 


mended that credit criteria be the same 
for men and women. 


"The use of race, creed or sex is clear- 


ly unwarranted and Illegal," the NBCCA 
stated. And the council further urged 
that "married women who so request 
should be granted credit in their own 
name." 


While the recommendations do not, of 


course, carry the weight of law, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Peter G. Peterson in 
releasing the report asked all businesses 
Involved with consumer credit to enact 
the recommendations. 


FOLLOWING THIS report and various 


government hearings on the subject, 
many stores have modified their credit 
policies to some degree, although women 
are still encountering some difficulties, 


TWO 
EXAMPLES of applications that assume the applicant is a man. 


particularly under certain circumstances 
like divorce. 


For example, an Arlington Heights di- 


vorcee of more than nine years recently 
applied for a charge card at Crawford 
Department Store. Although the woman 
has been employed In a professional posi- 
tion nine years, has charge accounts of 
long standing at three other department 
stores, as well as & mortgage and auto 
loan through a local bank and a loan 
company, her credit approval was held 
up while the store requested that she 
verify the date of her divorce. 


According to the president of the store, 


Alan J. Garber, a credit grantor faces 
"particular problems In extending credit 
to an Individual who claims to be di- 
vorced . . ." He said there is a "wide- 
spread practice" of persons charging 
large amounts on their credit accounts 
Just prior to being divorced, "and then 
seeking to force the spouse to assume the 
burden of those balances." 


He added that information pertaining 


to a divorce cannot be obtained from the 
credit bureau — thus, a card requesting 
'this verification was sent to the woman. 
This Information apparently is given pri- 
ority by Crawford's, since it was sought 
prior to any check of the applicant's 
credit references. Garber said checking 
credit references first is "bad proce- 
dure." 


However, several other stores ques- 


tioned on their credit policies either said 
marital status is unimportant or that it is 
significant but not conclusive. 


GARBER TOLD the Arlington Heights 


woman that as soon as his credit man- 
ager had found a way "outside normal 
channels" to verify her divorce, "no fur- 
ther obstacles existed" In granting her 
credit. 


According to credit bureau spokesmen, 


the question of divorce constitutes an 
"investigative report," not a credit re- 
port, and therefore Is not handled at all 
by credit bureaus. 


Ann McFeely, manager of the Arling- 


ton Heights Credit Bureau, said such a 
question is "an Invasion of privacy" and 
would be important only with regard to a

New York — Every woman hopes and 


expects that as a mother she'll be loved, 
revered and placed on a pedestal.

"Make It easy on yourself," advises 


Sue Shyman, a mother-in-law twice over. 
"Sometimes we're over-eager and over- 
zealous to be perfect In-lnws.

problems In the relationship. "Even what 
you call each other can be a delicate sub- 
ject," says Mrs. Shymnn.

mortgage or rental report, in which child 
support payments might help the appli- 
cant's rating. She said, divorce status 
has "nothing to do with credit rating" 
and is "not a factor considered by the 
credit bureau." - 


The manager of the Credit Bureau of 


Northwest Cook County, Harry Sterling, 
concurred that marital status is not part 
of a credit report, which properly in- 
cludes only credit references, the sub- 
ject's bank, employer, and verification of 
residence. 


He said the credit bureau "couldn't 


care less" about a person's marital stat- 
us, but that there Is often a clause in 
consumer credit applications permitting, 
such an investigative report to be made. 
The applicant may or may not be aware 
of this clause when he signs a credit ap- 
plication. 


BUT GARBER insisted that "the prac- 


tice of requesting the name of attorney 
on the divorce, while not well known, li 
now widespread," and said that' "In ev- 
ery case the attorney when phoned is 
happy to verify the date of the divorce." 


However, according to attorney Burton 


Terry of the Legal Aid Society, this is not 
the sort of information that attorneys 
would or should give out freely. He said 
attorneys "would be wise to get the con- 
sent of their client first," or simply di- 
rect the caller to the public records. 
"According to the federal Consumer 


Credit Protection Act, an "investigative 
report," which means information on a 
consumer's character, general reputa- 
tion, personal characteristics, or mode of 
living, obtained through personal Inter- 
views with neighbors and friends, can 
only be gathered with the foreknowledge 
of the consumer. 


Moreover, no adverse information may 


be transferred from one investigative re- 
port to a subsequent one without rever- 
iflcation, and no adverse information 
more than seven years old may be In- 
cluded, according to the law. 


A SECOND KIND of discrimination re- 


lated to a woman's marital status has 
been the practice of refusing a married 
woman credit in-her name rather than 
in her husband's name. 


Typical of this custom was the experi- 


ence of a Palatine woman who two years 
ago applied for a credit card at the 
Charles A. Stevens women's clothing 
store. She wanted the account in her 
name but her request was refused, even 
though she was employed In a profes- 
sional position and had been for 20 years. 


However, Stevens has since changed 


this policy to permit an employed mar- 
ried woman credit in her name. Accord- 
ing to the store's credit manager, Rich- 
ard Prichard, the change was made 
"about a year ago." 


"Women are entitled to credit In their 


own name," Prichard said, adding that 


they must meet "the same qualifications 
as we require of men — that means 
being employed, having a means of pay- 
ing the bill." 


He said a housewife probably would 


not qualify for credit, but that it makes 
"no difference if a working woman Is 
married, single, divorced or widowed if 
she meets credit qualifications." Pri- 
chard said Stevens'does not check date 
of divorce. 


SPOKESMEN FOR Marshall Field's 


and Wieboldt's department stores also 
said they give men and women equal 
credit consideration, and have for sev- 
eral years. Both indicated that divorce 
makes no difference — the Wieboldt's 
credit official remarked, "I don't see 
how that would enter in." He added that 
a married woman does not need her hus- 
band's signature to get credit. 


At Montgomery Ward's, according to 


Charles Farley of the store's public rela- 
tions department, marital status "Is sig- 
nificant but not conclusive." Speaking 
for the store's credit directors, Farley 
'said married men and married women 
are "better credit risks" than single men 
and single women. 


He said "sex is not a criterion" in get- 


ting crelit at Ward's, only "ability and 
willingness to pay." He added that the 
store's policy changes had Included the 
rewording of its credit applications to 
read "applicant" and "spouse" instead 
of "head of household" and "wife."

Attention, all young singles who are 


looking for dates: beware of the comput- 
er dating outfits, who promise you scads 
of "perfectly matched" guys/girls for a 
price and several pages of personal de- 
tails. 


According to the Consumer Fraud Di- 


vision of the Attorney General's Office, 
tills Is one of the biggest frauds around. 
A common occurrence is that these en- 
trepreneurs actually have no computer. 
In other cases, they "match" two people 
who happen to live 500 miles apart — a 
little far for Just a date. 


Of course, there Is always a consid- 


erable amount of physical risk involved 
in arranging to go out with a perfect 
stranger, despite what the computer says 
about him/her. 


"It's a terrible racket — and a bad 


way to meet someone," observed Bar- 
bara Mitchell of the Consumer Fraud Dl- 
vision. She said such businesses 
frequently use deception, false pretenses 
or promises, misrepresentation of ser- 
vice, concealment, and tricky clauses in 
their sales pitch. Some have operated in 
collusion with finance companies, she 
said. The amount of money demanded 
may run as high as $300 to $600, she 
added. 


INVESTIGATIONS of computer dating 


enterprises by the Attorney General of 
New York from 1967 to 1972 led to a num- 
ber of legal actions being taken against 
them, as well as enactment of new laws 
designed specifically to protect con- 
sumers against this type of business. 


One dating service failed to provide a 


minimum number of "matches," while 
a n o t h e r was charged 
with mis- 


representing the number of clients en- 


Computer dating 
can be a fraud 


because ho claims to be working through 
a non-profit foundation. He has an IRS 
exemption as well, the computer director 
said. 


THE SWITCHBOARD operator at the 


Chicago answering service said she gets 
"about 10 or 12" requests at most per 
day for the service's brochures. Assum- 
ing that half of these apply for the ser- 
vice, and the same number in Mil- 
waukee, such a low volume could not pay 
for the computer and the radio ads. 


Moreover, the network of answering 


services nnd P. 0. box numbers, along 
with failure to respond to letters or to the 
Better Business Bureau, or to disclose 
the nature of his computer program to 
the university, suggests less than a 
straight forward business operation. 


In view, of all the foregoing, young sin- 


gles would undoubtedly be better off try- 
ing the guy/girl next door.

rolled — and thus, of potential matches, 
of Implying that the "match" had been 
tested and personally Interviewed, of Im- 
plying use of a computer, and of charg- 
ing grossly disparate amounts to clients. 


New York's law, enacted In 1971, limits 


the cosh price of a social referral con- 
tract to 1250 and Its duration to two 
years, with option of the purchaser to 
cancel. In addition, at termination of the 
contract, the seller Is obligated to return 
to the purchaser all personal informa- 
tion. 


"The potential for blackmail and other 


abuse is always present," the attorney 
general noted in Introducing the law. He 
said his office had received "an alarm- 
ing number of consumer complaints re- 
garding social matching services which 
charge as much as $600 for their ser- 
vices." 


Ho added that tho business "is fraught 


with fraud and misrepresentation," and 
that such companies open and close 
quickly due to financial difficulties. 


THE DIRECTOR OF A Michigan Bet- 


ter Business Bureau wrote in a nation- 
a l l y syndicated newspaper column 
recently that "computer dating services 
are not In the public interest unless re- 
search and examinations are performed 
which substantiate that 
the people 


matched are safe in respect to rape, 
prostitution, robbery or other 
crimes . . ." and ho noted that one such 
service was prosecuted as a prostitution 
ring. 


The Chicago BBB reported receiving 


some 14 complaints last year regarding 
doting services, most of which concerned 
unsatisfactory service. 


One computer dating service which ad- 


vertises heavily over the radio in this 
area was traced by Th« Herald in an 
effort to find out such basic information 
as where their computer Is located, how 
long they have been In business, their 
volume of clients, etc. 


Since no response could be obtained by 


writing to I ho address on the brochure, 
we visited the location in Chicago, which 
turned out to bo on answering service. A 
check with the post office on where moil 
for that address Is forwarded turned up a 
post office box number in Milwaukee. 


THE MILWAUKEE telephone directo- 


ry listed the company, and a Herald con- 
tact there visited the address. It, too, 
was an answering service. Some ques- 
tioning of tho receptionist revealed the 
name of tho man running the service, 
and the information that he uses a com- 
puter at the University of Wisconsin, 
Milwaukee. 


Tho director of the computer depart- 


ment at the university checked his 
records, and discovered that the dating 
service had recently been given a new 
account, under a different name — "Re- 
search Applications." 


"I can't say If ho is using the computer 


for that (tho doting service) or not," the 
director told us. On tho application, the 
director said, the man "had the option of 
explaining his work, but he chose not to 
fill It in." 


He also chose not to supply any infor- 


mation to the Milwaukee Better Business 
Bureau, who requested his registration in 
1971. 


Records indicate the man Is using the 


computer, which costs about 1600 an 
hour, but he is getting an internal rate

two articles by other writers suggesting 
the use of pesticide spray to protect 
plants against bugs. They seem to be out 
of step with reality. 


When. o. when will people realize that 


man can't win by beating nature Into 
submission. Nature has a way of fighting 
back. We kill one set of Insects, and a 
second set on which the first feeds then 
runs rampant. Man Invents a spray to 
annihilate nn Insect, then the insect de- 
velops a resistant strain. 


Until man learns to live within his en- 


vironment, Instead of trying to kill every- 
thing that gets in his way, there will al- 
ways he a guerilla warfare between In- 
sects and man. Face It. there are three 
billion people on earth and nearly the 
same number of bugs for every square 
mile of land. 


THEKK AltK SO many safe alterna- 


tives lo "holding your own" against the 
Insects without upsetting the balance of 
nature that I can't understand why 
people won't try them! 


How many times have you worked in 


the garden and come in feeling nauseous 
and dizzy after spraying your flowers? Is 
It worth It to you? Does It work so very 
well? Don't you have to go back again 
next week and spray all over again? 


If ecology Is Indeed a FAD, then I real- 


believe the quality of life In our society is 
seriously In jeopardy and the day may 
come when life Itself becomes a FAD.

Outdoors 
sprinkle bone meal or wood ashes on the 
ant hills or get yourself a garden toad 
(as a bonus the toad sings — something 
you can't get with a pesticide!) 


A squirt of Basic H detergent zaps aph- 


Ids, so will ladybugs. 


Run a warm iron over a scatter rug 


that has developed carpet beetles. For 
tree borers, melt a bit of a bar of naptha 
soap, mix In a small amount of tobacco 
(from your cigarettes is OK) and brush 
on the tree trunk. 


Thurlclde, the biological "Insecticide" 


that gives Inchworms and caterpillars a 
stomachache, Is now available from gar- 
den outlets in home supplies. Last year, 
this effective organic weapon could only 
be purchcsed by the gallon (at $16 a gal- 
lon). Now you can pick up enough to last 
you all season for $3. 


FLEA BEETLES, the little creepers 


that make your cabbage leaves look like 
Swiss cheese, can be repelled easily by 
sprinkling the plants with ground oats 
(dry oatmeal), use weed control, and 
shade. 


Keep maggots away with a tar paper 


disc around the stem of vulnerable 
plants. 


Water with milk and say goodbye to 


powdery mildew. 


Mealy bugs arc stubborn, but they will 


stay away from plants whose leaves 
have been swabbed with a Q-tip dipped 
in alcohol. Tip: mealy bugs arc attracted 
to plants that are too dry. You seldom 
find them on moist-soil growers. Mealy 
bugs don't move very much, and because 
they arc kind of furry and white, you 
think they arc a bit of cotton lint, until 
your pinchcd-looklng plants and curling 
Inward-leaves tell you something is 
amiss.

controls for your spring planting prob- 
lems, but 11 you want the whole thing, 
drop me a request. I'll be glad to send 
out my new booklet, right away.

Her Greek dishes are company favorites

Greek dishes arc more than a novelty 


In the Thomas E Holden household, Ar- 
lington Heights. Born and raised In Eng- 
land, Maureen Holden lived on the Isle of 
Crete for a few years and developed an 
appreciation of the native dishes. She ac- 
quired several recipes over the Inter- 
vening years and often prepares Grecian 
dinners. 


Maureen also attended school In 


France during her girlhood and traveled 
extensively on the continent. Even as a 
young girl she appreciated the artistry of 
French culinary experts, particularly In 
the realm of pastry. A homcmakcr now 
and mother of four, she specializes In 
French recipes, but enjoys all ethnic 
dishes. A member of a neighborhood 
gourmet group, Maureen delights In try- 
Ing new recipes for the club and tasting 
the culinary accomplishments of others. 


However, she often prepares a Greek 


meal for guests and has chosen some of 
the most popular dishes to share with 
readers. The recipes arc authentic ac- 
cording to this homcmakcr. 


The appetizers arc called Tlrotrigono 


or cheese triangles. They arc made from 
fllo or phyllo (It goes by both names) — 
a very, very thin pastry which can also 


be used In making strudel. Phyllo 
comes In paper-thin sheets which require 
careful handling since they tear so eas- 
ily-Long, narrow strips of phyllo are used 
for the tlrotrlgono. Maureen puts a tea- 
spoon of an egg-cheese mixture at one 
end and folds each strip triangle fashion 
as you would fold a flag. These can be 
prepared a day ahead and stored In the 
refrigerator until baking time. 


"ALTHOUGH TIME consuming, they 


are worth the effort," Maureen remark- 
ed. "Fetn cheese, which is used in the 
filling with cottage cheese, has a good 
tang, and the appetizers are very light 
and fluffy." 


TIropItta, a cheese pie, has a filling 


similar to that used in the cheese 
triangles and Is assembled in layers with 
phyllo in a square pan. It is very rich 
and makes a good accompaniment for 
Grecian lamb dishes or dolmades. or 
Western-type food such as leg of lamb. It 
is .not recommended with Stlfado, the 
main dish featured with today's menu, 
according to this cook. 


Maureen serves Avgolemono Soupa, an 


egg lemon soup, as first course. Fortu- 
nately this soup is easy to prepare since 
it cannot be made in advance. Manestra,

loupe seeds, Is cooked In bouillon first. 


If Maureen can't find the noodles, she 


substitutes a pasta called orzo. An egg- 
lemon mixture is stirred into the soup 
shortly before serving. This soup must be 
eaten at once since it curdles if reheated. 


Stlfado is a flavorful entree of braised 


beef and small onions cooked in a to- 
mato-wine sauce generously spiced with 
cumin seeds, cinnamon, cloves and all- 
spice. Just before serving, Maureen 
melts feta cheese over the top. 


As accompaniments for Stlfado she 


suggests spanakoryzo, salata and but- 
tered French bread. 


Spanakoryzo Is a tasty combination of 


rice, onions and fresh splnachv simmered 
together. 


Salata is a green salad, with feta 


cheese, black Greek olives and either an- 
chovies or sardines added. Other vege- 
tables may be added, if desired, and 
Greeks always use a dressing of olive oil 
and vinegar or lemon Juice. 


Baklava is a fitting finale for* this 


dinner. Here again phyllo is assembled 
in buttery layers with a filling of 
chopped walnuts, almonds, sugar and 
spices. After baking, a lemon-honey syr- 
up is drizzled over the baklava, which is 
cut in diamond-shaped pieces to serve. 


Maureen's husband, Tom, a pilot for 


United Air Lines, is enthusiastic about 
the meal because he enjoys ethnic dish- 
es. Their children, John 16, twins There- 
sa and Taraara, ll, and Tommy, 9, pre- 
fer plainer food so Maureen prepares 
gourmet dishes for guests.

Each strip will have about 20 layers, 


Work with one layer at a Urn*. Keep re- 
mainder covered with a damp towel.

TIROPITTA 
(Cheese Pie) 


30 sheets of phyllo to 


fit an 8-inch square pan 


4 eggs 
2 cups feta cheese 
2 cups cottage cheese 
2 tablespoons milk 


Salt to taste 


1 cup melted butter 
Beat eggs until thick and foamy. Add 


cheeses, milk and salt and blend. Add 2 
tablespoons melted butter and blend in. 


Lay ten sheets of phyllo in bottom at 


8-inch square pan. Brush each of the ten 
sheets with melted butter. Spread half of 
the cheese mixture over this and top 
with ten more sheets phyllo, spreading 
each sheet with butter. Cover with re- 
maining cheese mixture and top with ten 
more sheets of buttered phyllo. Trim any 
excess pastry from the edge. 


Bake at 350 degrees for one hour and 


15 minutes. Cut in squares and,serve 
warm. Makes 16 small pieces. 'Serves 6 
to 8. 


AVGOLEMONO SOUPA 


(Egg Lemon Soup) 


2 quarts chicken bouillon 
% cup manestra or orzo 


Salt and pepper 
Juice of one lemon 


2 beaten eggs 
Bring bouillon to a boil. Add. manestra 


(Greek noodle) or orzo and simmer for 
15 to 20 minutes or until tender. Season 
with salt and pepper. 


Add lemon juice to beaten eggs, Slowly 


stir some of the hot soup into eggs, Stir 
eggr mixture into soup and- blend well.

(Spiced Braised Beef and Onions) 


6 tablespoons o!4ve oil 
3 pounds lean boneless beef 


(rump roast preferred) 


•1 quart water 
1 6-ounce can tomato paste 
% cup red wine 
% teaspoon cumin seeds 
1 4-inch cinnamon stick 
4 whole cloves, broken 
. 


% teaspoon ground allspice / 
2 teaspoons salt 
. Freshly-ground black pepper 
2 pounds small white onions 
% pound feta cheese, 


cut in %-lnch cubes 


' In heavy skillet, heat olive oil over 
moderate heat. Dry meat on paper .tow- 
els and brown in hot oil hi three or four 
batches, turning frequently and-regu- 
lating heat so it colors evenly and deeply 


without burning. As they brown, trans- 
fer cubes to a heavy, five-quart casserole 
or Dutch oven. 


To the fat remaining hi skillet, add wa- 


ter, tomato paste, wine, spices and sea- 
sonings. Bring to a boil over high heat, 
scraping in any particles clinging to bot- 
tom and sides. Pour over meat in casse- 
role. 


Place casserole or Dutch oven over 


high heat and bring to a boil. Reduce 
heat to low. Cover tightly and simmer 
for about two hours or until meat is ten- 
der. 


In a little oil hi a skillet, slowly saute 


onions until coated with oil and lightly 
browned. Stir onions into casserole, cov- 
er and continue cooking another 30 min- 
utes or until tender. 


This dish is best made a day ahead. 


The next day, skim off fat. Reheat just 
until heated through. It may be thick- 
ened with cornstarch or thinned with 
wine, if necessary. 


Just a few minutes before serving, 


drop cheese on top and simmer for two 
' to three minutes until cheese softens 
somewhat and is heated through. (You 
can substitute 10 to 12 Greek olives, 
sliced, for the cheese, if desired.) Serves 
6. 


SPANAKORYZO 
(Spinach and Rice) 


1 cup uncooked rice 
1 medium'onion, finely-chopped /•. 


1/3 cup olive oil 
' 2 cups boiling water

Saute rice and onions to olive oil, stir-

shoulder roll (butt)

Fresh oranges can be used for flavor 


and color extenders for pork, fowl and 
fish. Oranges arc In good supply now 
making an excellent time to take advan- 
tage of this versatile fruit. 


Slices of Canadian-style bacon are usu- 


ally thin, so it may take three or more to 
make a main dish sen-ing. However, you 
can extend tills pork with fresh oranges. 


Place slices of Canadian-style bacon in 


a greased baking dish. Top each slice 
with a thin slice of sweet onion and a 
thick slice of fresh orange. Top with an- 
other slice of Canadian-style bacon. Bake 
no minutes at 323 degrees. Serve hot with 
this orange sauce. Thicken orange juice 
with cornstarch and sweeten with sugar 
If desired. Stir in grated orange rind and 
fresh orange sections. 


You can follow the same basic recipe 


with a center ham slice. However, you 
may need to cook It longer to be sure the 
ham is well done. 


Aha. you can use fresh oranges to ex- 


tend corned beef and cabbage. Combine 
fresh orange segments, shredded cab- 
battc, diced green pepper, thinly sliced 
onion and diced cooked corned beef bris- 
ket. Chill. Just before serving, add 
French dressing and celery seed. Toss 
lightly and heap into a crispy half of an 
orange. It will take two orange halves to 
mnkc an adequate serving of this color- 
ful combination. 


CHANCE THE PACE from Just plain 


oranges at breakfast and serve them 
with scrambled eggs. In the tropics, a 
great breakfast delicacy Is a serving of 
.scrambled eggs surrounded by orange 
wedges. Squeeze the oranges over the 
cgiw for an unforgettable taste treat. 


Orange Toast Is good with tea for a 


unique eye-opener. Combine the grated 
rind of one orange with 'i cup orange 
juice and li cup sugar. Remove the 
crusts and toast six slices of bread, then 
butter while still hot. Cover with the or- 
ange mixture and place toast in the oven 
or under a broiler, just long enough to 
brown the tops lightly. 


We often classify oranges as "juicers" 


or."caters." Valencies. Temples, Kings 
and blood oranges yield the sweetest 
juice. For eating straight, try navel or- 
anges, one of the many tangerine types, 
or tangctos. which arc a cross between 
tangerine and grapefruit.

One of the delights of outdoor cooking 


on a spring evening is the tantalizing 
aroma of pork ribs barbecuing over a 
charcoal and hickory wood fire. 


I learned to barbecue by observing the 


black people of Southern Illinois who are 
without peer in this task. Most of them 
use the pit method of preparing ribs, 
fresh hams, shoulders, beef and Iamb. 


Hickory and oak are burned in an out- 


door fire and only the glowing coals are 
placed In the fire box of the pit. The 
meat is cooked by a combination of heat 
and smoke, held in by a metal cover 
which allows just enough circulation of 
air to keep the fire alive and to create 
that mouth-watering aroma. 


Translating this method to the ordina- 


ry outdoor cook, here's how to do it: 


First select some freshly-cut pork ribs. 


The ideal size slab is 2 to Wi pounds 
which will have been trimmed from a 180 
to 220-pound pig. Allow at least one 
pound per person for barbecued ribs. 
Four slabs will just about cover the usu- 
al outdoor grill and will serve 8 people. 


Prepare a baste of equal parts marga- 


rine and vinegar 
adding moderate 


amounts of salt and pepper. You'll need 
at least l pint (16 ounces) for the four 
slabs of ribs. 


Your fire should cover the entire area 


of the charcoal grill and should be well 
burned down before you start. This meat 
cannot be hurried in the cooking. You 
may have to add a few pieces of char- 


About green onions 


Green grow the onions at your market 


now. It's always a sign of spring when 
these tender green onions with vivid, 
slender stalks appear in the vegetable 
bins. 


The green onion is essentially an onion 


harvested very young, and that there are 
a number of types but all should have 
green, fresh tops and medium-sized 
necks. They should of course be crisp 
and tender, the very reasons why we en- 
joy green onions. They are delicious with 
cheese, meat or fish. 


Some people like to chop the greens 


and mix them with cottage cheese for 
salad. They are good cut up and added to 
tossed salad, too. Have you ever boiled 
green onions and served them like aspa- 
ragus? A delicious and novel idea for 
this season.

coal as you proceed, but this is no prob- 
lem. 


Salt and pepper the ribs on both sides. 


When you are ready to go to the grill, 
provide these things: the warm baste 
and a long-handled brush, tongs, a good 
supply of soaked hickory chips, and wa- 
ter to quell the flares which you inevita- 
bly will have. 


Place the hickory chips in generous 


quantities all over the charcoal, remem- 
bering that you are going to smoke the 
ribs with hickory. You do not use the 
wood for heat. 


Place the grill as far away from the 


heat as possible on your grill and put the 
slabs on. After about 10 minutes of 
browning the down side, turn and brush 
with the baste. 


Keep adding hickory chips as needed, 


since' you really want to keep the smoke 
rolling. Turn the ribs every 10 minutes 
and baste each time. Be alert to quell 
flaring of the fire by sprinkling with wa- 
ter. 


Cooking time should be approximately 


IVz hours. When the ribs are done, place 
on a rack in a roasting pan, pour a can 
of beer in the bottom and cover. You can 
keep them almost any period of time in a 
warm oven. The beer steaming prevents 
them from getting dry.

Copper is life and death

BUTTE, Mont. — Every day at noon a 


dynamite blast goes off hero which rat- 
tles windows, cracks ceilings, wakes up 
babies — and disintegrates into pollution 
another chunk of the metropolitan area. 


Bet docs anyone complain? 
No one complains. 
Sigh: An.icanda glvcth and Anaconda 


tiikclh awny. 


The famed mining company, which 


years ago put Dut'tc on the map, now 
threatens to wipe It off. After more than 
n century of digging away the outskirts 
of town, Anaconda's operation Is now 
digging away the town Itself. Already 
one suburb of Butte has disappeared. 
Residents along some streets can actual- 
ly sec the earth disappearing In front of 
their homes. Right now Anaconda is 
within four blocks of the business district 
— and tomorrow? Tomorrow, says long- 
time Btittc resident Trlpp Prentice, 
"There won't be anything left hero but a 
hole In the ground." 


UK COULD UK right. Making the most 


of what It calls "The Richest Hill on 
Earth," Anaconda switched from deep to 
strip mining In 1935. In the two decades 
alncc, they have scraped some 750 mil- 
lion pounds of earth, and In the process, 
created a stupefying ever-enlarging pit 
on tha edge of town. Anaconda officials 
do not soy what will happen next, but 
most In Buttc have few illusions; already 
: some of the downtown stores have rclo- 
;cnted on land out of the juggernaut's 
; way. 
• Indeed, relocation has evolved as the 
! community's primary solution to Ana- 
Icontla's expanding copper pit Rather 
;thnn organize to fight engulfment, the 
; citizens prefer simply to make way. And 
• smalt wonder. Buttc Is a classic com- 
i pany town; It owes not only its past and 
! present to Anaconda, but also, so rcsl- 
; dents say. Its future. 
; In 110 years of mining, the Company, 
• as It's called here, has extracted 28 bll- 
'. lion pounds of copper, zinc and magne- 
'.slum from the area. This has provided 
; jobs for up to a third of the Butto work 
; force and shouldered as much as SO per 
• cent of the area's tax responsibility. 
: "Actually," says one politician here, 
; "everybody In Butte works for The Com- 
; pany. Because If it wasn't for The Com- 
; pany, there wouldn't be any other busl- 
' ness to work for." 
• AND BESIDES the longtime loyalties 
! to Anaconda, residents have another rea- 
son for going along with The Company's 
'. expansion. If Butto is a company town, 
! Montana may be a company state. It is 
:tlie only stale, at least, which allows 
•mining companies (read it: Anaconda) 
• the right of eminent domain. The Mon- 
'. tana legislature believes that since mm- 
Mng Is a public use, mining concerns 
: must have near-governmental authority. 
jTltiu. even If Butte residents tried to 
• fight the deterioration of their town, they 
'. could not in the end legally stop an Ana- 
'. comln push. 
; Occasionally, some few have tried to 
;buck The Company. Years ago one 
• homeowner In the path of progress re- 
'. fused -to accept Anaconda's bid for his 
! land. His protest was small and ultimate- 
; ly squelched. 
; "The Company didn't even bother to 
toko him to town," says a local news- 


paperman, "They just built a fence 
around his place and left him there Iso- 
lated. You can see It today. It's all sur- 
rounded by Anaconda. Everybody else, 
of course, sold out." Currently, at least 
one other immediately threatened prop- 
erty owner is balking. Tom Gergurlch, 
56, owner of a small bar which sits on the 
pit's cast edge, says he's not selling un- 
less he gets "a better offer." Also, some 
suburban residents have recently banded 
together to protest the proposed opening 
of a second Anaconda pit In their area; 
the suburbanites are complaining that 
the second pit will close Suite's major 
children's playground and devalue oth- 
erwise fine residential property. 


Then, too, there are some sighs of ex- 


asperation on the state level. The Mon- 
tana legislature has recently discussed a 
proposal to alter the laws regarding tha 
private sector's right of eminent domain. 
State Sen. Herbert KUndt,-of Billings, 
soys, that too many mining companies 
(read it again: Anaconda) are using 
"psychological warfare, threats and 
badgering" to acquire land title for cor- 
porate use. 


YET THERE AREN'T many standing 


up to The Company. Discretion Is as 
much a part of Butte as the sulphur 
fumes. Individual wariness, In fact, takes 
on exaggerated proportions here. There 
are numerous sad stories of people who 
have been bodily Injured by Anaconda's 
dally blasting but who fearfully refuse to 
complain. 


Says a woman clerk at Butte's Ra- 


mada Inn motel: "I remember when my 
daughter signed a petition against The 
Company building a road through our 
neighborhood. Well, my husband works 
for Anaconda and he was called Into the 
office about the matter. That's the way It 
Is. They have a hold on everybody." 


Thus, the apathy In Butte, and mass 


resignation. "The pit just isn't con- 
troversial here," says newspaper editor 
Al Darr. Adds Mayor Mario Mllcone, 
frankly: "This la a mining town and 
people are used to the mining company. 
They are also used to the mining com- 
pany being right." 


John Malcnsek, for expample. He lives 


on a street being eaten up by the Ana- 
conda pit. His walls shake during the 
noon blasting, his siding is covered with 
copper dust, and every hour of every 
day, he can hear the roar of the 150-ton 
(rucks in the hole beneath his living 
room. Yet gripe? Not he. He doesn't

HOLLYWOOD - The Carol Burnett 


Show differs from most variety shows In 
television's past and present. With others, 
the drive is always to lasso the biggest- 
name guest stars. Carol's show, how- 
ever, is more of a club. All they want Is 
to get nice people who "fit in." 


I recently spent a day on the set as the 


CBS show rehearsed. And it was associ- 
ate producer Bob Wright who talked 
about that aspect of the Burnett oper- 
ation. 


"Carol prefers people she knows," 


Wright said. "It's really a repertory 
company. The show's staff has been to- 
gether for years — we're really like a 
family. 


"Carol likes to have the same people 


on, people she knows and likes. We've 
tried some others and they just don't fit 
in. People like Steve Lawrence and Ey- 
die Gorme, Carol Channing, Tim Con- 
way, Kay Ballard — they're on very of- 
ten. They fit in." 


HE SAYS CAROL doesn't like to have 


current musical heroes and heroines, the 
hotshot groups of the moment. 


"We get pressured," he says, "by their 


agents to use them but we're not a show- 
case show. Carol doesn't like that kind of 
music — she can't relate to it or partici- 
pate in it and she likes to participate in 
the things our guests do. So we just don't 
use the contemporary musical stars." 


Tradition, thus, plays a big part In Ca- 


rol and her show. They've been In the 
same studio — Studio 33 — at CBS TV 
City since the show began in 1967. For 
the first few years they shared it with 
Red Skclton but since Red is off the air 
they've had it to themselves. 


The Carol Burnett Show is a relaxed 


kind of operation, but there is a rigid 
framework to the relaxation. Carol, ac- 
cording to Wright, is "a very routined 
lady." She likes a definite schedule, one 
which is organized and timed. It enables 
her to spend as much time as possible at 
home with her three children. 


IT'S ALMOST A punch-the-timeclock 


kind of schedule. While they're at the 
studio it's all loose and friendly and full 
of fun. Harvey Korman, her vice-presi- 
dent in charge of comedy, wandered In 
in tennis shorts. He'd come from the 
courts.

As they rehearsed they made innumer- 


able changes in the script. Guest star 
Tim Conway never does a skit the same 
way twice. It kept the boys who were 
printing up the cue cards hopping to 
keep up with the changes. 


"The secret of weekly TV," Wright 


said, "is don't be afraid of change — but 
you must have a cast that assimilates 
change." 


They were all suggesting new bits of 


business as the day wore on. At one 
point, Carol said, "What would be good 
here would be a clap of thunder." 


The crew started clapping and she 


broke up. But she got her clap of thunder 
from the sound effects man the next 
time the skit was run. 


ON MONDAYS, the cast reads the 


script in the morning and walks through 
it for the first time in the afternoon. 
Tuesday and Wednesday they rehearse. 
On Thursday the show is blocked for the 
cameras. Friday, show day they rehearse 
in the morning and do two complete 
shows — one in the afternoon and one in 
the evening. 


Both shows arc taped. Carol does her 


question-and-answer session with the stu- 
dio audience at both shows and they pick 
the best from each and put them togeth- 
er for the on-air show. 


That applies to sketches, too. With 


omebody like Conway around, the skits 
will vary and they'll use the one which 
works best. Often, too, they will try a dif- 
ferent ending on each sketch and air the 
one that gets the biggest laugh. 


HER STUDIO, during rehearsals, is 


like a clubhouse for visiting friends. 
Alike Connors, who was a guest star on 
Sonny and Cher's show, working down 
the hall, dropped in and she and Mike sat 
and talked for a long time. 


Mostly, they talked about Tim Conway, 


a favorite of both. They exchanged doz- 
ens of Conway stories. Carol told Mike 
about the surprise party Tim gave for 
his wife, Mary Ann, on her 40th birthday. 


He had invited 40 guests and they all 


had to show up in evening wear — and 
tap shoes. Before the guest of honor ar- 
rived a choreographer Tim had hired 
taught them all a dance routine and 
when she walked in they went into their 
song and dance. 


The guests, too, had been alerted so

The Hollywood Scene...by Vernon Scott 
Gabled haven goes the way of all real estate 


HOLLYWOOD - Tlie sale of Clark 


Gable's San Fernando Valley ranch soon 
will leave only his films as memorial to 
the greatest movie star of them all in 
Hollywood's brightest years. 


His ranch, small by Texas standards, 


is only 19 acres but was beautifully kept 
during his lifetime, and a gathering spot 
for his friends. 


A winding road leads from the sleepy 


Encino street past orchards, gardens and 
pasture to the house, a white brick and 
wood structure of enormous charm. 


Inside, polished pegged floors gleam, 


reflecting deep green, soft red and bright 
yellow overstuffed chairs and sofas. 


GABLE DIED of a heart attack in 


1960, but his widow, Kay, has kept the 
house much like it was when he was 
alive. The brass lamps and sturdy tables 
'and chairs have a masculine feel to 
them. 


The den is almost precisely as it was. 


Comfortable, Informal and with Gable's 
favorite books and paintings intact. 


Outside the den is a large swimming 


pool with used brick coping and a pool 
house set under large trees — one of 
which holds a tree house for John Clark 
Gable, the actor's son, who was born 
four months after Gable's death. 


The stables still stand on another part 


of the rolling hills, set off by white corral 
fences. 


It is a picturebook California ranch 


which, doubtless, will be ravaged by bull- 
dozers before long. T. I. Properties Corp. 
bought the ranch from Kay Gable for 
$800,000, half of which will go to John 
Clark. 


YOUNG GABLE, at 12, is tall, slender 


and blond. He resembles his mother 
more closely than his father, although 
the set of his jaw brings to mind Clark 
Gable. He is a member of the Boy Scouts 
and attends a private school not far from 
the ranch. 


Half of the sale price of the ranch, 


$400,000, will go into trust for John Clark. 
His mother has never remarried. 


Gable bought the ranch long before 


meeting Kay. He built the house and oth- 
er buildings for his third wife, actress 
Carole Lombard. At the time Gable said 
he built only one bedroom because the 
couple didn't want guests. 


IN THE 30s ENCINO was considered 


"out in the country," without access to 
main roads. The ranch was a haven for 
both stars who entertained friends coun- 
try style — barbecues and swimming 
parties. 


The ranch was a jumping off place for 


hunting parties. Gary Cooper, Fred Mac- 
Murray and other actor pals went to the 
ranch to collect their gear and head out 
by plane for junkets to Montana, Wyom- 
ing and Idaho for bird hunting or larger 
game. 


He also kept several horses on the 


ranch, enjoying rides into the mountains 
less than a mile from his acreage. 


Today those hills and mountains are 


crowded with homes. But 30 years ago 
they were alive with game. Horse trails 
criss-crossed boundless miles of chap- 
arral. 


But that was another time, a different 


way of life — $800,000 couldn't begin to 
express its,worth to Clark Gable.

Dr. James Ryan, pediatrician, Kan- 


kakec County, Illinois coroner and author 
of the first novel on child abuse "Suffer 
the Little Ones" recently explained child 
abuse and factors contributing to It. 


The Volunteer bureau 


"Child abuse takes place in a home 


which is not a safe haven for children," 
Dr. Ryan said. "And there are various 
forms of child abuse which occur In 
these homes. There may be negligent 
child abuse, physical abuse or psy- 
chological abuse. 


"Negligent child abuse means there 


has been a breakdown In the mechanical 
mothering of feeding, cleaning, clothing, 
caring for and protecting the child. This • 
goes over Into the physical abuse — the 
so-called battered child syndrome. Then 
there Is the most common form of 
abuse: purely psychological battering 
where during a person's formative years 
he Is continuously assaulted with the fact 
that he's worthless, a piece of property 


and will never amount to anything. 


"THAT'S JUST as devastating as beat- 


Ing a child with blunt objects or hands or 
anything a batterer uses." 
. According to Dr. Ryan about 60,000 > 
cases of child abuse are reported annual- 
ly In the United States "but it's probably 
just the tip of the iceberg. Approximately 
five per cent of the reported cases of 
child abuse are homicides by the time 
they are reported. But it isn't Just the 
homicide that's killing these kids - it's 
the neglect like not getting medical treat- 
ment for a sick child or maintaining an 
accident prone environment" 


Dr. Ryan thinks the reasons for child 


abuse are many and varied. 


"Child neglect often comes from a lack

There are no oils or resins 
to weaken finishes and redwood shrinks 
very little. 


If you want it to retain its bright, col- 


orful look, then you will have to apply a 
finish. If you put nothing on It, the red- 
wood will take on a weathered look that 
in itself is attractive. 


Redwood bleaches to a soft gray under 


the effect of sunlight and moisture. You 
can make it gray faster by hosing it 
down now end then. 


THE WOOD MAY become dark before 


It turns gray. If It gets darker than you 
like, you can brighten it with a solution 
of four ounces of oxalic add to a gallon , 
of water. 


Bleaching will hasten the weathered 


look and to it evenly. Paint dealers carry 
special material for this purpose. This 
also eliminates the darkening stage.

of education. Many people find them- 
selves with babies or children and they 
don't know how to handle them. Quite 
often' people are so overwhelmed with 
psychological problems of their own they 
can't cope with the needs of another. 


"Parents who beat their child are, in- 


terestingly enough, almost 100 per cent 
people who have survived abuse them- 
selves. They find themselves in a paren- 
tal role and they fall back on what they 
know — the only environment they ever 
knew was an abusive environment. So 
they act out this generational replay. 


"THESE PEOPLE don't hate their 


children — in their own perverted way 
they love them. But they think, as their 
parents thought, children are property, 
not people. They look to their children 
for fulfillment. The mother expects her 
infant to mother her — no infant can do 
that. 


"The mother then considers her baby a 


bad baby because he's not fulfilling the 
role his mother thinks he should. A bad 
baby, she thinks, should be punished so 
the beating comes. Many parents don't 
realize they're doing something wrong." 


There are several self-help groups for 


child abusers including one called "Par- 
ents Anonymous" which is patterned af- 
ter Alcoholics Anonymous. Dr. Ryan be- 
lieves this group is doing a great deal to 
help abusers. He also has another idea 
which he thinks will help prevent child 
abuse. 


"We have to teach people what it 


means to be a parent. This way a person 
can realize he's been brought up in an 
environment of abuse and that is not the 
type of environment which should be per- 
petuated. They must be shown healthy 
models so they can learn how to become 
good parents."

tion to weathered siding. 


Weathered siding has an advantage. It 


requires no maintenance. But finishes, 
any finish, will wear off in time and 
must be renewed. 


Clear finish is preferred by many for 


redwood. This can be varnish or oil or a 
combination. Some are created especial- 
ly for redwood. Other varnishes tend to 
break down faster. 


LACKING A special varnish, use spar 


varnish well thinned with linseed oil and 
apply several coats. The glossy effect of 
varnish will wear off in time. 


Pigmented stain Is Just what its name 


Implies, an ollstain with red pigment to 
restore the original color. It Isn't very 
durable but It is cheap and easy to put 
on. Reflnishlng is little problem since it 
weathers evenly. 


A combination of stain and clear finish 


has the virtues of both staining and var- 
nishing. Apply a prime coat of stain, 
then several coats of clear finish. The 
glossy look it has at first will wear off. 


Paint can be applied to redwood just 


as to any wood, maybe even easier. Use 
any good exterior grade but think twice 
before you paint. You paid a premium 
for redwood because of its color and 
durability. Why paint over it? You could 
have used a cheaper wood to begin with. 


The same is true of redwood furniture. 


If you do decide to paint redwood furni- 
ture, use enamel instead of house paint.

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Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied yesterday of a class action suit that 
socks partial refund of 1072 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alan S. Ganz, lists 144 defendants In two 
panes Including most area school and 
park districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


industrial building at 625 S. Glenn Ave., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an Increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent in the 1072 reas- 


sessment — Is hidden in LaSallc National 
Bank Trust 34740. Kenelco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


Jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value* assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for industrial property as 
much as SO per cent in the townships 
where It has been Implemented. 


AKEA MUNICIPALITIES — including 


DCS Plaines, Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April IB. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to. dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit is Cook County's.as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on Industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "'They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's: 
requirements for "uniformity and rea- 
sonableness within a tax class."

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School officials begin to act 
in face of gas shortage here

While village officials in Wheeling and 


Buffalo Grove arc expecting few prob- 
lems with the predicted gasoline short- 
age, local schools and school bus com- 
panies arc bcginnng to lake precautions 
iignlnst a shortage. 


Gas prices for both villages have risen, 


but the village managers said Increased 
price Is probably the only effect the 
shortage will have on their gas supply. 
Both managers said they have had no 
trouble getting gas. 


School Dlst. 21 officials, however, snid 


they Iwvo been told their supplier will 
only provide thorn with half their gas or- 
der from now on. Dlst. 21 uses between 
300 nml BOO gallons of gas monthly, de- 
pending on the season. , 


Bill Scnnc, administrative assistant in 


charge of operations, said Dlst. 21 could 
merely order twice as much gas to meet 
their needs. He said the district's sup- 
plier. Lake-Cook Farm 
Supply Co., 


knows how much the schools usually or- 
der, and therefore might not accept an 
Increased order. 


THE ItlTZENTIIALER Bus Co., which 


services Dlst. 21, has not yet been affect- 
ed by gas shortages. Don Wcldner, gen- 
cral manager, said the company is try- 
Ing to conserve gas. 


Wcidncr said the company has In- 


structed bus drivers to turn off their en- 
gines If they have to wait for more than 
a few minutes. Ho said the company has 
also stopped warming up the buses for 
the bus drivers. 


"I imagine that we would be one of the 


last ones to be rationed because we're in 
the business of transporting school chil- 
dren." Wcidncr said. He said the com- 
pany uses about 28,000 gallons of gas 
each month. 


Buffalo Grove Village Mgr. Dan Lar- 


son said ho anticipated no problem get- 
ting gas for village vehicles. "Wo'vo 
been assured we'll receive as much gas 
as we need," he said. Buffalo Grove has 
about a year before Its two year contract 
with Bell Finer Fuels expires. 


Wheeling also buys its gas from Bell 


Finer Fuels. Unlike Buffalo Grove, 
Wheeling did not bid for its gas and 
therefore does not have a contract for 
gas purchases. 


WHEELING ORIGINALLY bought Us 


gas from Cllgo, however, Village Mgr. 
George Passolt said Cltgo notified him in 
February that they were no longer sell- 
Ing gas to wholesale customers. Passolt 


said Wheeling* then began buying gas 
from Bell. 


"We've been able to get gas so far," 


Passolt said. "But the price is going up. 
Every time I buy it's different, but the 
price is going up." 


Wheeling is now paying 24 cents a gal- 


lon for regular gas and 26 cents a gallon 
for premium gas. Passolt said this Is 
about a two cent Increase in price since 
the last gas purchase was made. 


According to Passolt, Wheeling uses 


about 7,000 or 8,000 gallons a month. He 
said both the Wheeling Park District and 
Wheeling High School buy gas from the 
village in a joint purchasing arrange- 
ment. Ho estimated the schools and 
parks use about 25 per cent of the vil- 
lage's gas purchase. 


Buffalo Grove Is now paying 26 cents a 


gallon for gas. This figure is slightly 
higher than the Wheeling price because 
Buffalo Grove buys its gas in smaller 
amounts. Larson said the price of gas 
has recently been raised one cent per 
gallon. 


ACCORDING TO Bill Davis, public 


works director, Buffalo Grove uses about 
2,000 gallons each month and has storage 
space for 3,000 gallons. Like Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove provides gas for the police 
department, fire department, public 
works and the park district. It does not 
service any schools. 


Larson said the fire department and 


park district are charged about a penny 
a gallon for gas by the village to cover 
administrative costs. 


Officials in both villages said It would 


be impossible to attempt to ration or cut 
back on gas consumption. "There is no 


way we can cut down because if we do 
we'll cut our services to the village," 
Davis said. 


Davis said he was not anticipating any 


shortage or rationing. He said the worst 
thing that might happen would be addi- 
tional price increases. 


Passblt, however, said he is currently • 


Investigating the gas shortage reports, 
and making allowances for the increased 
price of gas in bis budget. "I think there 
is no question we'd have to allow for it,v 
he said. 


THE WHEELING manager said he Js 


most concerned about the summer 
months when the shortage is expected to 
reach its peak. He said the gas compan- 
ies might then only deliver partial orders. 


If this happens Passolt said he might 


have to eliminate the joint gas purchas- 
ing agreement with the parks and 
schools. "The only thing I might be 
forced into doing is cutting out the park 
district and school district," he said.

Planners considering Ranchmart expansion plea 


Plans by a developer to almost double 


the size of the Ranchmart Shopping Cen- 
ter at Buffalo Grove and Dundee roads 
are being considered by the Buffalo 
Grove Plan Commission. 


Kenneth Rodeck, an engineer for Al- 


bert Frank and Associates, the devel- 
opers, said plans call for construction of 
a two-story office building, a restaurant 
and a variety of shops and stores. 


The office building and a few stores 


will be built on the western section, while 
the primary expansion will take place on 
the north end of the existing center. The 
restaurant will be constructed on the 
southern edge of the property next to a 
gas station.

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Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were nod- 


ded yesterday of a class action suit that 
seeks partial refund of 1972 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alnn S. Gnnz, lists 144 defendants in two 
pages Including moat area school and 
pnrk districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 625 S. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an Increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent in the 1972 reas- 


sessment — is hidden in LaSalle National 
Bank Trust 34740. Kenelco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value* assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for Industrial property as 
much as SO per cent In the townships 
where It has been Implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES - including 


Dos P l a l n e s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit Is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution';, 
requirements for "uniformity and rea^ 
sonableness within a tax class." Industri- 
al property owners in the 10 township* 
"pay a disproportionate increased 
amount of real estate taxes." 


RECORDS IN the Wheeling Township 


assessor's office show that the Kenelco 
building was assessed at $43,612 in 1971 
and at $59,108 in 1972 after the reasi 
sessment.

Mahon should cither work full-time or 


refuse the treasurer's post, the letter 
from Ronald and Karen Track, 1440 Al- 
gonquin Rd., said.

Tom Adams sits back in his creaky 


swivel chair and laughingly calls himself 
"the spiritual Ann Landers." 


He's entitled to his title. 
The Rev. Thomas E. Adams — pastor 


of tho First Baptist Church of Des 
Plaines since September — writes an ad- 
vice column for the "Illinois Baptist," a 
weekly denominational publication with a 
circulation of 60,000. 


With careful thought, Rev. Adams an- 


swers Iho questions of young and old us- 
ing a touch of humor, a smattering of 
doctrine and tho knowledge he's acquired 
during his 20-ycars in the ministry. 


"Problem Corner" Is a personal opin- 


ion column and doesn't speak for all 
Baptists, ho emphasizes. "I never try to 
be authoritarian In my answers or in- 
timate that this is the latest off the heav- 
enly press." 


Ho deals with burning issues of abor- 


tion and amnesty for draft evaders, con- 
troversial religious questions on the holy 
trinity or speaking In tongues, marriage 
problems, drug addlcltlon, morals, ethics 
and lighter issues such as should women 
wear pants. 


"I SELDOM QUOTE biblical passages 


or pass puritanical pronouncements," he 
said. "I try not to be Judgemental or to 
belittle a person's problem. No matter 
how small a problem may seem to be it 
Is evidently real to the person who's 
writing them." 


Rev. Adams column has been running 


for nine months. His original fear was 
that no one would write in with ques- 
tions. Tho opposite happened. 


Ho receives as many as six letters a 


week, answering most of them with a 
personal letter as well as In his column. 


"I reccle a good bit from older people. 


They seem to be the ones with the hang- 
ups on long-haired kids, changes in 
church music." ho said. Others are con- 
cerned that their ministers might be 
seeking counseling or psychiatric help — 
falling away from their "little tin god" 
Image, he said. 


THE BAPTIST CHURCH takes no offi- 


cial stand on major Issues. Even when 
the Baptist Convention passes a resolu- 
tion stating an opinion it Is not binding 
on Individual churches, he explained.

casting his personal views on more 
serious topics. "When you put something 
In print you're really sticking your neck 
out.

I'll even get mall with a tract en- 
closed trying to convert me," he smiled.

Chicago juvenile court and there just is 
not enough time to sufficiently review 
each case," said Fredrlcks, speaking In 
support of House Bill 779, which calls for 
organization of tho suburban youth court.

Northwest suburban court branch for 
area juvenile hearings. 


RIGHT NOW. youth cases In Cook 


County are heard at the Juvenile Dlvi- 
won of the Chicago Criminal Court, 26th 
Street and California Avenue In Chicago 
The Arthur J. Audy Home provides a de- 
tention facility for youths who must be 
kept in custody until their cases are 
heard. 


"What we're looking for now," said 


Circuit Court Judge Anton Smlgiel, "Is a 
kind of Interim court setup," adding that 
a full scale, more comprehensive youth 
court would take much more time to 
create. 


Smiglel recently appointed a five-mem- 


ber committee of Juvenile officers from 
various suburban police departments in- 
eluding Mount Prospect and Elk Grove 
Village. 


The committee, according to Smiglel 


will study the reasons for a decentralized 
youth court and will submit their find- 
Ings to him. The results will be presented 
to Chief Circuit Court Judge John Boyle 
for his approval. 


"The Interim court," he said, "will 


make it possible for cases to be heard 
that would normally be sent to Chicago. 


SMIGIEL said the severity of many 


suburban cases heard in the Chicago 
Court becomes de-emphasized and they 
do not receive prompt, sufficient atten- 
tion. Auto theft is a serious crime In the 
suburbs but Is overshadowed in Chicago 
courts by juvenile rape or murder cases, 
he said. 


"The suburban court could devote 


more attention to these youths and take 
the time necessary to determine if they 
should be placed on probation or be giv- 
en psychiatric care." 


Fredrlcks feels the branch court would 


drastically reduce the number of cases 
«ent to Chicago for disposition. 


He estimated that currently 20 per cent 


of all youths taken Into custody by Des 
Plaines police, are sent to Chicago court 
for hearing. 


A total of 1,438 youths were arrested In 


Des Plaines last year while 1,505 were 
arrested In 1971 and 1,118 In 1970. 


THE 1972 Juvenile arrest total In Des 


Plaines Included 277 for such crimes as 
burglary, theft and narcotics offenses. 


Arrests for slmiliar charges among 


Des Plaines youth numbered 267 in 1971, 
up from a 1970 figure of 210. 


Des Plaines police chief Arthur Hfatz 


echoed support for the decentralized 
youth court saying "the need for it has 
existed for a number of years." 


"Any type of juvenile court In this'area 


would provide more effective supervision 
for juveniles because many more cases 
could be heard in the suburbs."

Test score dip starts in fifth grade 


New figures on national test scores in 


Elk Grove School Dlst. 59 show that decl- 
ining achievement on the tests begins in 
tho fifth grade. 


The decline, which comes when test 


scores are compared to student perform- 
ance in the tests over the past five years, 
was reported Monday to the Dlst. 59 
board by Erwin Stevenson, assistant su- 
perintendent for curriculum. 


Stevenson, who announced last month 


that sixth and seventh grade test scores 
were declining, added fifth graders to the 
declining list Monday but said scores of 


third and fourth graders are holding 
steady. 


The scores were from Iowa Achieve- 


ment Tests, given at mid-year to third 
through seventh graders at Dlst. 59. 


Iowa tests are measured in grade lev- 


els. An "average score for children in 
the second month of sixth grade would 
be 6.2. A score of 7.5 would be "average" 
for children In the fifth month of the sev- 
enth grade. 


STEVENSON SAID the third graders 


were tested at a time when the "aver- 
age" score was about 3.6. In the five-

score has remained at about 4.0. 


Fourth graders in the same time peri- 


od have been fairly consistent in scoring 
about the national average in the com- 
posite test scores. 


It is in the fifth grade students begin to 


show a "falling off" of test scores. 
Scores during the past five years, espe- 
cially in mathematics and language arts, 
show a downward trend. 


Last month, Stevenson reported to the 


board that the downward trend first no- 
ticeable in the fifth grade continues in 
the sixth and seventh grade scores. 


The actual drops in the fifth, sixth and 


seventh grade scores are not extremely 
important, according'to Stevenson. He 
said the scores are still above the nation- 
al average. 


WHAT IS IMPORTANT is that the 


scores show a steady downward trend, 
said Stevenson. If the trend continues, 
the scores will drop beliw the national 
average. 


The district has yet to identify the 


cause or causes for the decline in the 
upper grade scores. Stevenson has said 
the district is investigating the various 
possible causes in an effort to reverse 
the declining trend. 


In other action at the meeting:

advantages were also possible. 


The report stated, "This committee did 


not recommend against the formation of 
a unit district.

Mrs. Carbona found guilty of murder 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
band, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court Jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthc Carbona, of 1762 
Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted B'/i hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the Jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be incarcerated in 
the Cook County jail. 


YESTEHDAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband in the back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona, 
34, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1071 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony in the trial indicated the bul- 


let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .357 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand in 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. 
Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car In the driveway the 
night before the murder. 


The jury began deliberating at 5:30 


p.m. Tuesday and continued until 10:20 
p.m., when Judge Dunne sent the jurors 
to a hotel for the night. Yesterday the 
jurors resumed deliberations at 9:30 a.m. 


The courtroom was filled with police 


and spectators at 2 p.m. when the judge 
and attorneys gathered to hear the ver- 
dict. 


ALTHOUGH MRS. CARBONA 
had 


been indicted on two counts of murder, 
the jury returned a verdict only on one of 
the counts. Under Illinois law there are 
four separate definitions of murder. The 
Jury's verdict said Mrs. Carbona was 


guilty of murder, "in that she shot and 
killed Joseph Carbona with a gun know- 
Ing that shooting with a gun created a 
strong probability of death or great bod- 
ily harm to Joseph Carbona." 


The absence of a verdict on the other 


murder count which was worded that the 
defendant "Intentionally and knowingly 
shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun," caused some legal confusion in the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 
then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi- 
tional murder count was an "im- 
propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial in the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed his ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put it In writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for a new trial, review a pre-sentence 
investigation and would consider senten- 


cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors in the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction if Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Atty. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Mrs. 
Carbona unless she is indicted a second 
time. Montemurro said he and Asst. 
State's Atty. Terrence Sullivan had not 
yet decided what sentence they will seek 
in the case. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for murder. 


MRS. CARBONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired accidently. Her statement disputed 
testimony of a doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
path of the bullet made it physically im- 
possible for Carbona to have shot him- 
self.

ity and minority covered several areas. 


Majority agreed there were now finan- 


cial advantages to a unit district, but 
said "financial advantages is not the sole 
criterion." In the absence of a definite 
educational advantage, the committee 
recommended against the formation of a 
unit school district. 


The majority also stated that the pre- 


sent state aid formula which gives unit 
districts a financial advantage could be 
changed to eliminate the advantages. 


THE MINORITY countered by saying 


Dist. 59 was eligible for over $1 million 
increased revenue annually under the 
present law as a unit district Until any 
laws were changed, the district would 
continue to receive additional funds. 


The majority stated that at the present 


time there were no demonstrated educa- 
tional advantages. The majority did say 
that compelling reasons for a unit dis- 
trict may become apparent in the future.

Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied ycitordny of n class action suit that 
seeks partial refund of 1972 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alnn S. Ganz. lists 14-1 defendants in two 
pages Including most area school and 
park dltlrlcts. fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 623 S. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of (he property — 
ullli an increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent In the 1972 reas- 


sessment — ts hidden In LaSallo National 
Bank Trust 24740. Kcnclco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value' assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for industrial property as 
much as SO per cent In the townships 
where it has been implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES — including 


DCS P l a l n c s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method Is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The-suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's 
requirements for "uniformity and rea- 
sonableness within a tax class." Industri- 
al property owners in the 10 townships, 
' ' p a y a disproportionate Increased 
amount of real estate taxes." 


RECORDS IN the Wheeling Township 


assessor's office show that the Kenelco 
building was assessed at $43,612 in 1971. 
and at $39,108 in 1972 after the reas- 
sessment. The land was assessed at 
$10.152 in 1971 and at $20,304 in 1972. 


The 1972 assessment was based on a 


fair market value of $1 per sq. ft. The

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Upper Salt Creek

Residents along the upper Salt Creek 


need solutions to flooding problems, but 
all they arc getting so far is politics and 
red tape. 


In the latest of the political maneuver- 


ings, the Illinois Senate appropriations 
committee approved Tuesday a bill allo- 
cating $2.73 million for construction of 
flood controls along the Salt Creek. 


Sen. John Graham, R-Barrlngton, co- 


sponsor of the bill, sold it was introduced 
In reaction to the confusion surrounding 
Gov. Daniel Walker's flood control pro- 
grams. 


Walker's budget for the coming fiscal 


year includes $9 million for flood control 
programs. The budget includes a $2.4 
million allocation for the construction of 
n retention basin in the Bussc Woods sec- 
tion of the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
but no other details arc included for 
other structures along the Salt Creek. 


Several state legislators arc writing 


their own bills because the governor has 
not been specific. It is believed that if 
Walker's budget includes the projects, 
the individual bills would be dropped. 
GRAHAM SAID ho and State Sen. Da- 
vid Regnor, R-Mount Prospect, havo co- 
sponsored several bills, Including the 
Salt Creek bill to warn the governor, "If 
ho doesn't do It (make specific alloca- 
tions for flood control), we will." 


A spokesman for the governor told the 


Herald yesterday that there would be no 
comment on this bill until It passes both 
houses of the legislature.

The joint program would provide flood 


controls along the creek in Cook County. 
The largest of the controls would be a 
E89-acro retention lake In the Busse 
Woods Forest Preserve. Five other 
structures would be provided along the 
creek branches in Schaumburg and Pala- 
tine. 


LOCAL, COUNTY, regional, state and 


federal agencies are Involved In the wa- 
tershed plan. Half of the funds for the 
project arc being requested from the fed- 
eral govcrnmcnt.with the balance com- 
ing from the state and other agencies. 


Total construction time for the project, 


Including a large recreation site at the 
Busse Woods lake, was estimated at nine 
years. 


It If had been approved by state and 


local agencies soon after it was in- 
troduced, the plan would have been sent 
to Washington for federal funding in the 
fiscal year that began July'l, 1972. 


With federal funding then, the w'rk 


could have begun last summer. The pro- 
posal hit a snag in a committee review in 
Springfield, 
and 
then-Gov.

Ogllvle did not sip the work plan until 
August. 


The plan was back on the track In Sep- 


tember when the agreement was sent to 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service for 
funding approval. The SCS is the agency 
through which the federal money would 
be administered. 


MEANWHILE, Ogllvle stepped up 


hopes for the program when he an- 
nounced the state would not wait for fed- 
eral funding, but would start immediate- 
ly.

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Mrs. Carbona 
found guilty 
of murder

A Mount Prospect woman was found 


Sillily yesterday of murdering her hiu- 
band, n Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthe Carbona, of 1762 
Euclid. Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p m. Jury dclllM?ratlons lasted 814 hours. 


Mrs. Carbona. 30, the mother of two 


children. soUftcd softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the Jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be Incarcerated In 
the Cook County, jdll. 


YKSTEIlDAvIk verdict upholds the 


state's contcntlofthat Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband in the back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona, 
31, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1971 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony in the trial Indicated the bul- 
let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .337 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand In 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. 
Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother Into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car In the driveway the 
night before the murder. 


The jury began deliberating at 5:30 


p.m. Tuesday and continued until 10:20 
p.m., when Judge Dunne sent the jurors 
to a hotel for the night. Yesterday the 
jurors resumed deliberations at 0:30 a.m. 


The courtroom was filled with police 


and spectators at 2 p.m. when the judge 
and attorneys gathered to hear the ver- 
dict. 


ALTHOUGH MRS. CARBONA 
had 


been Indicted on two counts of murder, 
the jury returned a verdict only on one of 
the counts. Under Illinois law there arc 
four separate definitions of murder. The 
Jury's verdict said Mrs. Carbona was 
guilty of murder, "In that she shot and 
killed Joseph Carbona with a gun know- 
ing that shooting with a gun created a 
strong probability of death or great bod- 
ily harm to Joseph Carbona." 


The absence of a verdict on the other 


murder count which was worded that the 
defendant "Intentionally and knowingly 
shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun." caused some legal confusion In the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 
then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi- 
tional murder count was an "im- 
propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial In the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed his ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put it In writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for n new trial, review a prc-scntcnce 
Investigation and would consider senten- 
cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors In the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction If Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Ally. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Mrs. 
Carbona unless she Is Indicted a second 
time. Montcmurro said he and Asst. 
State's Atty. Tcrrcncc Sullivan had not 
yet decided what sentence they will seek 
in the caw. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for murder. 


SIRS. CARRONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired nccidcntly. Her statement disputed 
testimony of n doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
pnth of the bullet made It physically im- 
po*ill)lc for Carbona to have shot him- 
self.

Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied jcstcrclny of a clnss action suit that 
necks pnrtlal refund of 1972 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


Tlie suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


A In n S. Giinz, lists 144 defendants In two 
pages Including most area school and 
park districts, fire protection districts, 
tounshlpt and municipalities. 


Onnz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 625 S. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
ulth on Increatcd assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent in the 1372 reas- 


sessment — ts hidden In LaSallc National 
Bank Trust 14740. Kcnelco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value* assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for industrial property as 
much as 50 per cent In the townships 
where It has been implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES - including 


DCS P l a l n c s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on Industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's 
requirements for "uniformity and rea- 
sonableness within a tax class." Industri- 
al property owners in the 10 townships 
"pay a disproportionate increased 
amount of real estate taxes." 


RECORDS IN the Wheeling Township 


assessor's office show that the Kenelco 
building was assessed at $43,612 in 1971 
and at $59,108 in 1972 after the reas- 
sessment. The land was assessed at 
$10,152 in 1971 and at $20,304 in 1972. 


The 1972 assessment was based o,n a 


fair market value of $1 per sq. ft The

The 3.1 property owners, along with two 


others, arc challenging in their suit the 
Village of Palatine's decision that they 
should pay 30 per cent — or $419,000 — of 
the cost of the street Improvements, and 
the village would provide the remaining 
70 per cent — or $070,000. 


Brandvik contends that because of the 


value of his clients' property would not 
increase much If at all, if the street Im- 
provements are made, they should not 
have to share the cost of the Improve- 
ments.

No Salt Creek answers-just red tape

Residents along the upper Salt Creek 


need solutions to flooding problems, but 
all they are getting so far is politics and 
red tape. 


In the latest of the political maneuver- 


ings, the Illinois Senate appropriations 
committee approved Tuesday a bill allo- 
cating $2.75 million for construction of 
flood controls along the Salt Creek. 


Sen. John Graham, R-Barrington, co- 


sponsor of the bill, said it was introduced 
in reaction to the confusion surrounding 
Gov. Daniel Walker's flood control pro- 
grams. 


Walker's budget for the coming fiscal 


year includes $9 million for flood control 
programs. The budget includes a $2.4 


million allocation for the construction of 
a retention basin in the Busse Woods sec- 
tion of the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
but no other details are included for 
other structures along the Salt Creek. 


Several state legislators are writing 


their own bills because the governor has 
not been specific. It is believed that if 
Walker's budget includes the projects, 
the individual bills would be dropped. 
GRAHAM SAID he and State Sen. Da- 
vid Regner, R-Mount Prospect, have co- 
sponsored several bills, Including the 
Salt Creek bill to warn the governor, "If 
he doesn't do it (make specific alloca- 
tions for flood control), we will." 


_ A spokesman for the governor told the 
Herald yesterday that there would be no 
comment on this bill until it passes both 


houses of the legislature. 


The spokesman said Walker's budget, 


introduced in March, did not detail the 
programs that would be included be- 
cause "we are still studying the most ef- 
fective way to use the money available." 


The Salt Creek project has been in- 


volved in confusion almost since the out- 
set because it must go through dual 
tracks of red tape — at the state and the 
federal levels. The $26.5 million program 
was introduced In February, 1972, and 
there is still no estimate of when work 
might begin. 


The joint program would provide flood 


controls along the creek in Cook County. 
The largest of the controls would be a 
589-acre retention lake in the Busse

Trail work 
ready to go 


Construction of the Palatine Trail, a 


nature, bicycle and hiking trail running 
east-west through Palatine, is expected 
to begin within the next two weeks. 


Approved as part of the October $1.4 


million referendum passed by Palatine 
Park District voters, the Palatine Trafl 
will cost $121,685. Three bids, opened last 
month, totaled some 21 per cent less than 
the park officials had expected. Their 
original budget for the trail was approxi- 
mately $155,000. 


One aspect of the trail, licensing the 
i 


outer borders of the right-of-way to 
' 


neighboring homeowners, apparently win 
not develop. Park officials had planned 
to use only the middle 85 feet of the 
right-of-way, which is 185 feet wide alto- 
gether. The remaining 50 feet on either 
' 


side of the trail is available for adjacent 
homeowners to license to extend their 
own back yards, but to date, no one has 
requested the license. 


PARK DIST. Director Fred P. Hall 


said two major factors are apparently 
holding up the licensing: people want to 
get the land with "virtually no expense," 
or they believe the park district will im- 
prove the outer edges of right-of-way if 
the homeowners don't lease it. 


As a condition of the licensing agree- 


ment, the park district is requiring the 
homeowner to get minimum insurance 
coverage for their licensed portion of 
land. On individual policies, the insur- 
ance could cost between $60 and $70 an- 
nually. A group policy, for all home- 
owners getting the licenses along the 
right-of-way, would have cost approxi- 
mately $15 a year. 
-

"It appears unlikely that we'll have 


enough people to go into a group insur- 
ance policy," Hall said yesterday. 


Park officials had set up the insurance 


requirement to protect the park district 
from liability claims by potential guests 
of neighbors who get injured on the bor- 
der property. An example Hall gave was 
a homeowner putting up a volleyball net 
on the right-of-way behind his home, and 
a guest tripping and breaking his ankle. 
In that case, Hall said, the park district 
would not consider itself liable for negli- 
gence. 


SOME AREAS of the right-of-way have 


poor drainage or rubble on them, Hall 
said. While the park district's plans for 
these areas aren't definite, Hall said that 
at this point, the park district probably 
won't be able to afford extensive grading 
and improvements on the non-trail por-

Boyle, through an administrative as- 


sistant, told Mrs. Macdonald he would be 
willing to meet to discuss forming a 
juvenile court to hear cases in the sub- 
urbs. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Cose, who testified in favor of the bill 
Tuesday, said yesterday he would attend 
the meeting along with Mayor Roland 
Meyer and representatives from Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


"I want very much to be there," Mrs. 


Macdonald said yesterday. "It will be an 
historic meeting, I feel." 


Mrs. Macdonald said she sponsored the 


bill as a way to deal more realistically 
with juvenile crimes in the suburbs. "I 
was disappointed In the failure of the bill 
to pass," she said. 


THE BILL WAS presented before a ju 


dlcial subcommittee Tuesday where it 
foiled on a 3-2 vote. Voting against the 
m e a s u r e were Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, and Duff. Although Duff co- 
sponsored the bill, he reportedly voted 
against it because he preferred the juve- 
nile court be formed through Boyle's of- 
fice rather than through an act of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


Duff could not be reached for comment 


yesterday. 


"I am really much encouraged that the 


bill did at least highlight our long-stand- 
ing need for a local juvenile court," Mrs. 
Mncdonald said. She said the bill was not 
regionally-oriented to the Chicago area 
and that Rep. W. Joseph Glbbs, 
R-Springfidd, supported the bill strongly. 


"It didn't pass but it was a victory," 


said Case, who along with Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Maurice English, 
testified for the measure. "Even though 
it failed in committee, it was a success 
because it has called our attention to 
Judge Boyle." 


"DECENTRALIZATION OF the family 


courts will serve both the witnesses and 
the accused," English said. "It would 
also give the local community a better 
understanding of those problems with 
juvenile offenders. Because of the huge 
caseload, family courts should be organ- 
ized on the same lines as the Circuit 
Court." 


"My rationale for this was that there 


are circuit courts all over but only one 
court to handle thousands of juvenile 
cases," Case said. "If we can call this to 
the attention of Chief Boyle. I think it is 
great."

LOCAL, COUNTY, regional, state and 


federal agencies are Involved In the wa- 
tershed plan. Half of the funds for the 
project are being requested from the fed- 
eral goverament.with the balance com- 
ing from the state and other agencies. 


Total construction time for the project, 


including a large recreation site at the 
Busse Woods lake, was estimated at nine 
years. 


It if had been approved by state and 


local agencies soon after it was in- 
troduced, the plan would have been sent 
to Washington for federal funding in the 
fiscal year that began July 1,1972. 


With federal funding then, the w'rk 


could have begun last summer. The pro- 
posal hit a snag in a committee review in 
Springfield, 
and 
then-Gov. 
Richard 


Ogilvle did not sign the work plan until 
August. 


The plan was back on the track in Sep- 


tember when the agreement was sent to 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service for 
funding approval. The SCS is the agency 
through which the federal money would 
be administered. 


MEANWHILE, Ogllvie stepped 
up 


hopes for the program when he an- 
nounced the state would not wait for fed- 
eral funding, but would start immediate- 
ly. His announcement came last fall, two 
days after the Northwest suburbs suf- 
fered severe floodding from a heavy 
rainstorm. 


At that time, gubernatorial candidate 


Walker attacked Ogllvie's move as politi- 
cally motivated because it came only 
weeks before the elections. State officials 
later said there was no money to under- 
take the entire watershed project. They 
said it could only begin, with limited 
money from the governor's emergency 
fund. 


The SCS met with state officials to re- 


view any proposed construction, and said 
the state could begin without jeopard- 
izing federal funding later. Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Salt Creek Water- 


shed steering committee, said the SCS 
approval was a chance to make up for 
lost time. 


Meanwhile, the work plan was still 


being circulated 
among 
10 federal 


agencies for review prior to submission 
of the plan to Congress for approval of 
funding. 


Walker defeated Ogilvie in the Novem- 


ber election and the new governor said 
flood control would be a high priority in 
the new administration. He gave no defi- 
nite plans, however, because he did not 
know what steps Ogilvie had taken. 


THE WORK DID not begin, but as one 


of his last acts in January, shortly before 
Walker's inauguration, Ogilvie approved 
a $170,000 appropriation bill for design of 
the Busse Woods lake. Money came from 
the emergency fund. 


In February, the SCS received favor- 


able reports on the project from all but 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The EPA said it felt the water in the 
retention lake would become stagnant 
and polluted. 


The objections were discussed at a spe- 


cial meeting, and the SCS wrote a final 
report answering the EPA's objections. 
That final report is now in Washington, 
struggling through the last of the federal 
red tape. 


As the next fiscal year deadline ap- 


proaches, the plan must be reviewed 
again by the SCS. The Report will then 
be sent to two federal agencies — the 
Office of Management and Budget and 
the Council for Environmental Quality. 


AFTER THE PLAN is on file for 30 


days with the council, the budget office 
can include it in the SCS budget Public 
works committees in both homes of Con- 
gress must then approve funding. 


While federal steps are being taken, 


the project may become part of the on- 
going political battle between Walker and 
the legislature. Graham said he expects ' 
his bill to be acted on by the Senate next 
week. If approved, it would go to the 
House. 


Mrs. Carbona found guilty of slaying husband

A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
band, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court Jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthe Carbona, of 1762 


Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted 8% hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be incarcerated in 


the Cook County jail. 


YESTERDAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband hi the back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona, 
34, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1971 


Jones to support library referendum 


Palatine Village President Wendell 


Jones last night promised his support in 
the upcoming library building referen- 
dum, as library board members began 
tho first step toward planning tho pro- 
posed structure. 


"I personally will help you to get what 


I hope will bo a successful referendum," 
Jones told the board members. 


Jones attended tho meeting to ask the 


library board's participation on a village- 
wide Palatine advisory board, sot up by 
Jones to improve communications be- 
tween area governmental bodies. 


Library board members will begin in- 


terviewing architects next week to de- 
sign the library. Eleven architects will 
be Interviewed in the next three weeks 
with final interviews scheduled June 4. 
Library board member Michael Foley Is 
preparing a survey for distribution in 
June to determine the community's atti- 
tude toward a new library. The local 
League of Women Voters will distribute 
the survey, with results ready In July. 


The survey will take in various age 


groups, to get Information on their use of 
Palatine's library facilities, why they do 
or don't use the facilities, and their opin- 
ions about the building referendum. 


Foley said he is aiming for "statistical* 
ly significant" results from the survey. 


A 1.5-acre site was purchased by the 


library In January on Benton Street 
south of Northwest Highway. Library 
board members are planning the build- 
Ing referendum, possibly in October, to 
construct the library on that site. 


Funds to purchase the land had been 


budgeted by the board during the past 
several years, so that voters would have 
to approve only the construction costs. 


Two earlier referenda in the late 1960s 


included both land and construction, and 
both failed. 


Teachers ask $537,000 hike in pay pact 


A proposal calling for a $537,000 In- 


crease In teacher salaries for next year, 
was presented during tho first contract 
negotiations session In Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dlst. 15. 


The Classroom Teachers' Council's 


(CTC) negotiating team presented a five- 
point salary and fringe benefit package 
to the board of education's negotiating 
team In a closed session on Monday. 


A joint press release issued by the two 


negotiating teams yesterday Indicated 
the CTC proposed salary plan would 
"amount to $337,000 above the present 
schedule updated one year." 


Details on how the proposed salary in- 


crease would bo distributed across the 
salary scale were not released. There 
arc nearly 600 teachers In the district. 


Last year's teachers' contract set the 


salaries for beginning teachers with a 
bachelor's degree at $7,730. Top salaries

$12,567 for a bachelor's degree to $14,937 
for a master's degree and 30 additional 
credit hours. 


THE CTC negotiating team also is ask- 


ing for an alteration in the district's 
"professional growth policy." At the pre- 
sent time, teachers receive one semester 
hour of credit for workshop or curricu- 
lum study participation within Dlst. 15. 
Tho CTC is requesting this be changed to 
two semester hours of credit. 


The professional growth policy is 


aimed at keeping teachers abreast of the 
latest developments in education. The 
district requires teachers to accumulate 
four semester hours of credit over a 
four-year period in order to advance a 
step on the salary scale. 


Another port of the CTC package made 


public is a request for "an increase in 
income protection by provision of an In- 
surance policy and the revision of the 
present sick leave policy." Negotiators 
would release no further details on the 
request. 


At the present time, Dist. 15 has a 


graduated sick leave policy. Teachers re- 
ceive 10 sick days a year until they have 
accumulated 80 sick days. They then re- 
ceive additional sick days each year until 
they have accumulated 90 days, at which 
time they receive 15 sick days elevating 
them to the maximum of 105 sick days. 


THE FINAL section of the CTC pack- 


age represents no change. The CTC nego- 
tiating team is asking the board of edu- 
cation to continue to pay for each em- 
ploye's hospitalizatlon and medical insur- 
ance for the calendar year. The exten- 
sion of the Blue Cross-Blue Shield cov- 
erage from 10 months to 12 months was 
won by the CTC in last year's contract 
negotiations. 


The actual negotiations will start at the 


next negotiations session, scheduled for 
Monday, when the board will respond to 


the CTC package. 


Chief negotiators for the board are 


Walter Bundling, Howard Meadors and 
Joel Meyer, all board members. Alter- 
nates for the board are Dan Vuchovlch, 
principal of Carl Sandburg Junior High 
School in Rolling Meadows; William Col- 
burn, assistant superintendent of busi- 
ness affairs and supportive services, and 
Paul Jung, director of personnel and in- 
formational services.

Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand in 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car in the driveway the 
night before the murder. 


The jury began deliberating at 5:30 


p.m. Tuesday and continued until 10:20 
p.m., when Judge Dunne sent the jurors 
to a hotel for the night. Yesterday the 
jurors resumed deliberations at 9:30 a.m. 


The courtroom was filled with police 


and spectators at 2 p.m. when the judge 
and attorneys gathered to hear the ver- 
dict. 


ALTHOUGH MRS. CARBONA 
had 


been indicted on two counts of murder, 
the jury returned a verdict only on one of 
the counts. Under Illinois law there are 
four separate definitions of murder. The 
jury's verdict said Mrs. Carbona was 
guilty of murder, "in that she shot and 
killed Joseph Carbona with a gun know- 
ing that shooting with a gun created a 
strong probability of death or great bod- 
ily harm to Joseph Carbona." 


The absence of a verdict on the other 


murder count which was worded that the 
defendant "Intentionally and knowingly 
shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun," caused some legal confusion in the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 
then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi- 
tional murder count was an "im- 
propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial in the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed his ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put it in writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for a new trial, review a pre-sentence 
investigation and would consider senten- 
cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors in the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction if Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Atty. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Mrs. 
Carbona unless she is indicted a second 
time. Montemurro said he and Asst. 
State's Atty. Terrence Sullivan had not 
yet decided what sentence they will seek 
in the case. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for murder. 


MRS. CARBONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired accidently. Her statement disputed 
testimony of a doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
path of the bullet made it physically im- 
possible for Carbona to have shot him- 
self.

Palatine police lauded for role in murder case 


The Palatine Police Department has 


been praised by the Cook County state's 
attorney's office for its role In the In- 
vestigation of the 1970 murder of million- 
aire Inverness horseman George Jayne. 


Asst. State's Atty. Nicholas J. Mother- 


way and James M. Schreier, co-prose- 


cutors in the case, sent a letter to the 
Palatine force "for the tireless effort and 
high professionalism that you brought to 
this case." 


Julius Barnes was convicted last 


month of murdering Jayne and two other 
men, Including Jayne's brother Silas, 


were convicted of conspiring to commit 
murder. 


During the trial, the Palatine police 


force came under heavy criticism from 
defense attorneys for allegedly badgering 
witnesses and denying them their con- 
stitutional rights during the investigation 
of the murder. 
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High schools evaluated 
Building trades 
plan singled out 


by WANDALYN RICE 


High School Dlst. ill received some 


good marks and some suggestions for 
improvement from a state team that 
evaluated its vocational education pro- 
gram recently. 


The 15-member team spent three days 


in the district interviewing teachers, ad- 
ministrators and students involved in the 
district's vocational programs. When it 
was finished, it submitted a report that 
singles several areas of the district's pro- 
gram out for praise. 


In addition, according to the summary 


report given district officials, "It must 
be observed that the team voiced no out- 
standingly intense criticism of the dis- 
trict. Not only is this unusual, it does 
Indicate a commendable operation on the 
part of the district." 
- Evaluation teams visit each school dis- 
trict in Illinois to survey its vocational 
education program. The Dist. 211 eval- 
uation was its first since the state voca- 
tional plan was Implemented in 1970. 
Next year, High School Dist. 214 will be 
evaluated by the same kind of team. 
Team members are from high schools, 
' colleges and industry. 


ONE OP THE AREAS praised by the 


state team in Dist. 211 was the building 
trades program at Schaumburg High 
School. In that program students are now 
building a house In a subdivision near 
the school. The house will be sold after 
the students finish It. 


The team also praised the objectives 


the district has set up for each one of Its 
programs and the objectives teachers es- 
tablish for their students. The district 
was urged to work in improving both the 
objectives and the understanding teach- 
ers and students have of them. 


The report also says the district needs 


to increase communication at all levels 
between teachers, students and adminis- 
trations and said improvements should 
be made In communication with ele- 
mentary school district vocational pro- 
grams. 


District officials said they are not up- 


set by the criticisms and were taking 
steps to improve some areas even before 
the report was made. 


"i; had the feeling the criticisms that 


were made were so general they could 
be applied to any large organization," 
Associate Supt. Bruce Altergott said. 


DONALD HOWARD, vocational coor- 


dinator for the district, added, "I don't 
think they told us a lot that we didn't 
already know. Many of the things we 
were planning to do before the evaluation 


started are solutions for the problems 
they pointed out." 


Among the "solutions" the district had 


planned in advance are programs this 
summer to increase the communications 
between the home economics and indus- 
trial education staffs In the high schools 
and those in the Palatine Township Ele- 
mentary Dist. 15 and Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54. 


One of the criticisms that did surprise 


the administrators was the statement, 
made several times in the report, that 
teachers and students in the vocational 
areas do not feel they are accepted by 
the rest of the school. 


"I THINK THAT'S a carryover," How- 


ard said, "and I think the times are 
changing this. Vocational education is be- 
coming more readily accepted but you 
don't change feelings overnight." 


Altergott added, "If you remember the 


post-Sputnik era, not only were you no 
one unless you were going to college, you 
were no one unless you were in math and 
science. I feel we've come a long way 
since then." 


Ten of the district's own staff mem- 


bers, Including teachers from some of the 
schools, have taken part In evaluations of 
other school districts. Even so, Howard, 
Altergott and Assistant Supt. Keith She!- 
ton said they have some reservation; 
about how effective the evaluation pro- 
cess is. 


"I think the team did a good job taking 


a look at us in three days," Howard said, 
"but you've got to remember they only 
had three days." 


In addition, Altergott said he Is con- 


cerned because all districts are rated on 
whether they are fulfilling their "poten- 
tial" as defined by the evaluation team. 
"I'd like to see a chart ranking us 
against other school districts. I think 
we'd come out pretty good," he said. 


The state evaluation reports have a 


reputation for being tough and highly 
critical, the officials said, and when Dist. 
211's report came in they all breathed 
easier. "The two areas these teams gen- 
erally pounce on are objectives and guid- 
ance," Howard said.

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Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied yesterday of n claw action suit that 
seeks partial refund of 1972 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alnn S. Gnnz, lists 141 defendants In two 
panes Including most area school and 
park districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


Imltutrlal building at 625 S. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent In the 1072 reas- 


sessment — Is hidden In LaSallc National 
Bank Trust 34740. Kcnclco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


Jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value' assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for Industrial property as 
much as 50 per cent In the townships 
where It has been Implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES — Including 


DCS P l a l n c s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit Is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market" 


assessment In 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on Industrial property owners In those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the • 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- ' 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds In an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set-, 
tied. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards'." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This Is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's 
requirements for "uniformity and rea- 
sonableness within a tax class." Industri- 
al property owners in the 10 townships 
"pay a disproportionate Increased 
amount of real estate taxes." 


RECORDS IN the Wheeling Township 


assessor's office show that the Kenelco 
building was assessed at $43,612 in 1971 
and at $59,108 in 1972 after the reas- 
sessment. The land was assessed at 
$10,152 in 1971 and at $20,304 in 1972. 


The 1972 assessment was based on a 


fair market value of $1 per sq. ft. The

Boyle, through an administrative as-

Salt Creek residents need 
solutions—but get red tape

Residents along the upper Salt Creek 


need solutions to flooding problems, but 
all they arc getting so far Is politics and 
red tnpc. 


In tho latest of the political maneuver- 


Ings, tho Illinois Senate appropriations 
committee approved Tuesday a bill allo- 
cating $2.75 million for construction of 
flood controls along tho Salt Creek. 


Sen. John Graham, R-Barrlngton, co- 


sponsor of the bill, said It was introduced 
In reaction to the confusion surrounding 
Gov. Daniel Walker's flood control pro- 
grams. 


Walker's budget for tho coming fiscal 


year includes $9 million for flood control 
programs. The budget includes a $2.4 
million allocation for the construction of 
a retention basin In tha Busse Woods sec- 
tion of tho Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
but no other details arc included for 
other structures along tho Salt Creek. 


Several state legislators arc writing 


their own bills because the governor has 
not been specific. It Is believed that If 
Wnlkcr's budget includes the projects, 
tho individual bills would be dropped. 
GRAHAM SAID he and State Sen. Da- 
vid Rcgncr, R-Mount Prospect, have co- 
sponsored several bills, Including tho 
Salt Creek bill to warn the governor, "If 


he doesn't do It (make specific alloca- 
tions for flood control), we will." 


A spokesman for the governor told the 


Herald yesterday that there would be no 
comment on this bill until It passes both 
houses of the legislature. 


Tho spokesman said Walker's budget, 


introduced In March, did not detail the 
programs that would be included be- 
cause "we arc still studying the most ef- 
fective way to use the money available." 


The Salt Creek project has been in- 


volved in confusion almost since the out- 
set because it must go through dual 
tracks of red tape — at the state and the 
federal levels. The $26.5 million program 
was Introduced in February, 1972, and 
there is still no estimate of when work 
might begin. 


The joint program would provide flood 


controls along tho creek in Cook County. 
The largest of the controls would be a 
589-acrc retention lake In the Busse 
Woods Forest Preserve. Five other 
structures would be provided.along the 
creek branches in Schaumburg and Pala- 
tine. 


LOCAL, COUNTY, regional, state and 


federal agencies are Involved in the wa- 
tershed plan. Half of the funds for the 
project arc being requested from the fed- 
eral government.wlth the balance com-

Case, who testified in favor of the bill 
Tuesday, said yesterday he would attend 
the meeting along with Mayor Roland 
Meyer and representatives from Mount 
Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


"I want very much to be there," Mrs. 


Macdonald said yesterday. "It will be an 
historic meeting, I feel." 


Mrs, Macdonald said she sponsored the 


bill as a way to deal more realistically 
with juvenile crimes in the suburbs.

Although Duff co- 
sponsored the bill, he reportedly voted 
against it because he preferred the juve- 
nile court be formed through Boyle's of- 
fice rather than through an act of the 
Illinois General Assembly. 


Duff could not be reached for comment 


yesterday. 


"I am really much encouraged that the 


bill did at least highlight our long-stand- 
ing need for a local juvenile court," Mrs. 
Macdonald said. She said the bill was not 
regionally-oriented to the Chicago area 
and that Rep. W. Joseph Gibbs, 
R-Springfield, supported the bill strongly. 


"It didn't pass but it was a victory," 


said Case, who along with Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Maurice English, 
testified for the measure. "Even though 
it failed in committee, It was a success 
because it has called our attention to 
Judge Boyle." 


"DECENTRALIZATION OF the family 


courts will serve both the witnesses and 
the accused," English said. "It would 
also give the local community a better 
understanding of those problems with 
juvenile offenders.

ing from the state and other agencies. 


Total construction time for the project, 


Including a large recreation site at the 
Busso Woods lake, was estimated at nine 
years.

Ogllvle did not sign the work plan until 
August. 


The plan was back on the track in Sep- 


tember when the agreement was sent to 
the U.S. Soil Conservation Service for 
funding approval. The SCS is the agency 
through which the federal money would 
be administered. 


MEANWHILE, Ogilvio stepped up 


hopes for the program when he an- 
nounced the state would not wait for fed- 
eral funding, but would start Immediate- 
ly. His announcement came last fall, two 
days after the Northwest suburbs suf- 
fcrcd severe flooddlng from a heavy 
rainstorm. 


At that time, gubernatorial candidate 


Walker attacked Ogllvie's move as politi- 
cally motivated because it came only 
weeks before the elections. State officials 
later said there was no money to under- 
take the entire watershed project. They 
said It could only begin, with limited 
money from the governor's emergency 
fund. 


The SCS met with state officials to re- 


view any proposed construction, and said 
the state could begin without Jeopard- 
izing federal funding later. Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Salt Creek Water- 
shed steering committee, said the SCS 
approval was a chance to moke up for 
lost time. 


Meanwhile, the work plan was still 


being circulated among 10 federal 
agencies for review prior to submission 


of the plan to Congress for approval of 
funding. 


Walker defeated Ogilvie in the Novem- 


ber election and the new governor said 
flood control would be a high priority in 
the new administration. He gave no defi- 
nite plans, however, because he did not 
know what steps Ogilvie had taken. 


THE WORK DID not begin, but as one 


of his last acts In January, shortly before 
Walker's inauguration, Ogilvie approved 
a $170,000 appropriation bill for design of 
the Busse Woods lake. Money came from 
the emergency fund. 


In February, the SCS received favor- 


able reports on the project from all but 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The EPA said it felt the water in the 
retention lake would become stagnant 
and polluted. 


The objections were discussed at a spe- 


cial meeting, and the SCS wrote a final 
report answering the EPA's objections. 
That final report is now in Washington, 
struggling through the last of the federal 
red tape. 


As the next fiscal year deadline ap- 


proaches, the plan must be reviewed 
again by the SCS. The Report will then 
be sent to two federal agencies — the 
Office of Management and Budget and 
the Council for Environmental Quality. 


AFTER THE PLAN is on file for 30 


days with the council, the budget office 
can include it in the SCS budget Public 
works committees in both houses of Con- 
gress must then approve funding. 


While federal steps are being taken, 


the project may become part of the on- 
going political battle between Walker and 
the legislature. Graham said he expects 
his bill to be acted on by the Senate next 
week. If approved, It would go to the 
House. 


He said he would resist any attempt by 


Walker to "chip away at his program 
with his veto." 


The project is slowly making progress, 


but it will be some time before work be- 
gins — and even longer before results 
can be seen. A dry summer will offer the 
quickest relief.

A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
band, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthe Carbona, of 1762 
Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted 8'£ hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be incarcerated in 
the Cook County jail. 


YESTERDAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband in the back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona, 
34, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1971 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony in the trial indicated the bul- 
let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .357 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand in 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. 
Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car in the driveway thu 
night before the murder.

A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value* assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for industrial property as 
much as SO per cent in the townships 
where It has been implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES - including 


DCS P l a l n e s , Wheeling, Arlington

He gave no defi- 
nltc plans, however, because he did not 
know what steps Ogilvie had taken. 


THE WORK DID not begin, but as one 


of his last acts in January, shortly before 
Walker's inauguration, Ogilvie approved 
a $170,000 appropriation bill for design of 
the Bussc Woods lake. Money came from 
the emergency fund. 


In February, the SCS received favor- 


able reports on the project from all but 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The EPA said it felt the water in the 
retention lake would become stagnant 
and polluted. 


The objections were discussed at a spe- 


cial meeting, and the SCS wrote a final 
report answering the EPA's objections. 
That final report is now in Washington, 
struggling through the last of the federal 
red tape. 


As the next fiscal year deadline ap- 


proaches, the plan must be reviewed 
again by the SCS. The Report will then 
be sent to two federal agencies — the 
Office of Management and Budget and 
the Council for Environmental Quality. 


AFTER THE PLAN is on file for 30 


days with the council, the budget office 
can include it In the SCS budget Public 
works committees in both houses of Con- 
gress must then approve funding. 


While federal steps are being taken, 


the project may become part of the on- 
going political battle between Walker and 
the legislature. Graham said he expects 
his bill to be acted on by the Senate next 
week. If approved, it would go to the 
House. 


He said he would resist any attempt by 


Walker to "chip away at his program 
with his veto.!' 


The project is slowly making progress, 


but It will be some time before work be- 
gins — and even longer before results 
con be seen. A dry summer will offer the 
quickest relief.

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High school evaluated 
Building trades plan cited

High School Dial. 211 received some 


pood marks and nme suggestions for 
Improvement from a state team that 
evaluated Its vocational education pro- 
gram recently. 


The 13-mcmbcr learn spent three days 


In the district interviewing teachers, ad- 
ministrators and students Involved In the 
district's vocational programs. When It 
was finished, It submitted n report that 
singles several areas of the district's pro- 
gram out for praise. 


In addition, according to the summary 


report given district officials, "It must 
be observed (hat the team voiced no out- 
standingly Intense criticism of the dis- 
trict. Not only Is this unusual, It docs 
Indicate a commendable operation on the 
part of tlio district." 


Evaluation teams visit cadi school dis- 


trict In Illinois to survey its vocational 
education program. The Dlst. 211 eval- 
uation was its first since the state voca- 
tional plan was Implemented In 1070. 
Next joar, High School Dlst. 214 will bo 


evaluated by the same kind of team. 
Team members arc from high schools, 
colleges and Industry. 


ONE OF THE AREAS praised by the 


state team In Dlst. 211 was the building 
trades program at Schaumburg High 
School. In that program students are now 
building a house In a subdivision near 
the school. The house will be sold after 
the students finish it. 


The team also praised the objectives 


the district has set up for each one of its 
programs and the objectives teachers es- 
tablish for their students. The district 
was urged to work In Improving both the 
objectives and the understanding teach- 
ers and students have of them. 


The report also says the district needs 


to Increase communication at all levels 
between teachers, students and adminis- 
trations and said improvements should 
be made In communication with ele- 
mentary school district vocational pro- 
grams. 


District officials said they arc not up- 


set by the criticisms and were taking 
steps to Improve some areas even before 
the report was made. 


Electronic ping pong

Use of the game was demonstrated for 


the board. Installed In a large cabinet, 
the game has a television screen at eye 
level. Paddles at each side of the screen 
and a bouncing ball are used to simulate 
ping pong, and knobs below the screen 
permit players to control the paddles. 


Stukas urged the board to amend what 


ho termed its current "broad ordi- 
nance," which prohibits mechanical en- 
tertainment devices such as pin ball ma- 
chines. Other communities in the area 
permit this type of electronic game, he 
said, and Vaccaro needs to offer It also, 
to compete with them, he contended. 


IN OFFERING amendments already 


prepared, Stukas said they would ensure 
the machines would not be accessible to 
minors, and would bar entry to the vil- 
lage to criminal syndicates, which he 
agreed often are behind the use of such 
devices. Vaccaro was to pay $1,500 for 
the machine, and each player would pay 
25-ccnts per game, he said. Stukas also 
suggested people nave a right to enjoy 
this type of entertainment, and he ques- 
tioned the potential for harm from It. 


However, the board repeatedly stated 


it fears a precedent would be set if one 
machine were allowed, even In a highly 
controlled situation. These could lead to 
crime syndicate operations, said Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher. Similar requests have 
been received from discount department 
stores where minors generally arc pre- 
sent, noted Village Clerk Sandy Carsello. 
Also, said Atcher, the game would en- 
courage gambling, which is prohibited by 
village law, with players betting on their 
skill. 


When Vaccaro said some estab- 


lishments in the village have pool tables, 
presenting the same possibilities for 
gambling, Trustee Raymond Kessell sug- 
gested the board review and strengthen 
Its ordinance. A vote by the board 
enacted his suggestion.

4 pet. blood 
program topic 
of meetingo 


An Informational meeting on the 4 per 


cent blood program adopted by Hoffman 
Estates will be held at fl p m. today 
In the municipal building, 1200 N. Gan- 
non Dr. 


While leaders of civic organizations 


have received Invitations to the meeting, 
any village resident Is welcome, said 
.Mrs. Patricia Morse, community coor- 
dinator. Persons who would like informa- 
tion on the program, but arc unable to 
attend the meeting, may call her at 894- 
3035. she said. 


The program, adopted by the village 


board In February, is under the auspices 
of tho North Suburban Association of 
Health Resources. By obtaining dona- 
tions from 4 per cent of the village popu- 
lation, the village will obtain coverage 
for all residents who may need trans- 
fusions. Officials said persons who have 
frequent need of transfusions, such as 
leukemia victims, are not excluded from 
the program. 


Speaker Thursday will be Joel John- 


ston, representative of the association. 


Mrs. Morse also announced the dates 


of tho first donor days In the village. 
They arc July 28 and 29, at times and 
places not yet determined, she said. Oth- 
er blood drawings will be scheduled lat- 
er, she said. The frequency will depend 
on (ho number of persons who donate at 
the first drawing. 


The village board approved member- 


ship in the program this week, com- 
mitting Its CD unit to aid other commu- 
nities throughout the county, and to re- 
ceive aid from them in cases of. local 
disaster. 


Schaumburg's CD unit Is the 20th to 


join, according to Bob Ciner, village CD 
director. Organizers hope to increase the 
number to so units, he said. The village 
will not have to respond to a call for 
assistance, 
If It lacks manpower or 


equipment. It will respond only when It 
Is able to do so, and when requested to 
do so by a central CD dispatching office 
in Western Springs, he said. 


Clner said one factor contributing to 


CD mutual aid, similar to mutual aid In 
fire departments, was Information found 
by researchers in communities circling 
O'Harc Field. A plane crash outside air- 
port grounds would have obtained no re- 
sponse from airport emergency equip- 
ment, he said. 


With the mutual aid system, said Cl- 


ner, some of O'Hare's emergency equip- 
ment and personnel would be available 
for aid outside airport limits. 


The plan now has grown from the 


O'Hare vicinity communities to Include 
all of Cook County, and eventually could 
encompass other counties as well. 


Also, approved by the board was pur- 


chase of an emergency rescue tool for 
the fire department. Termed a power 
wrecker tool, the device will work in the 
opposite fashion of a vice, spreading 
apart the two sides of a small crevice. It 
will be useful for auto accidents where 
persons are pinned under or inside an 
auto, said Fire Chief Uoyd Abrahamsen. 


The tool will speed firemen's efforts to 


separate the wreckage, without adding 
danger of sparks that exists with acety- 
lene torches and other less modern gear. 


The total price of the tool is $3,775, but 


Abrahamsen has been able to obtain 
$2,050 in matching funds to help pay for 
It. 


"I had the feeling the criticisms that 


were made were so general they could 
be applied to any large organization," 
Associate Supt. Bruce Altergott said. 


DONALD HOWARD, vocational coor- 


dinator for the district, added, "I don't 
think they told us a lot that we didn't 
already know. Many of the things we 
were planning to do before the evaluation 
started are solutions for the problems 
they pointed out." 


Among the "solutions" the district had 


planned in advance are programs this 
summer to increase the communications 
between the home economics and indus- 
trial education staffs in the high schools 
and those in the Palatine Township Ele- 
mentary Dlst. 15 and Schauraburg 
Township Dlst. 54. 


One of the criticisms that did surprise 


the administrators was the statement, 
made several times in the report, that 
teachers and students in the vocational 
areas do not feel they are accepted by 
the rest of the school. 


"1 THINK THAT'S a carryover," How- 


ard said, "and I think the times are 
changing this. Vocational education is be- 
coming more readily accepted but you 
don't change feelings overnight." 


Altergott added, "If you remember the 


post-Sputnik era, not only were you no 
one unless you were going to college, you 
were no one unless you were in math and 
science. I feel we've come a long way 
since then." 


Ten of the district's own staff mem- 


bers, Including teachers from some of the 
schools, have taken part in evaluations of 
other school districts. Even so, Howard, 
Altergott and Assistant Supt. Keith Shel- 
ton said they have some reservations 
about how effective the evaluation pro- 
cess is. 


"I think the team did a good job taking 


a look at us in three days," Howard said, 
"but you've got to remember they only 
had three days." 


In addition, Altergott said he is con- 


cerned because all districts are rated on 
whether they are fulfilling their "poten- 
tial" as defined by the evaluation team. 
"I'd like to see a chart ranking us 
against other school districts. I think 
we'd come out pretty good," he said. 


The state evaluation reports have a 


reputation for being tough and highly 
critical, the officials said, and when Dist. 
211's report came in they all breathed 
easier. "The two areas these teams gen- 
erally pounce on are objectives and guid- 
ance," Howard said. "They didn't come 
down on us too hard so I feel pretty good 
about it." 


THE NOISE of drilling operations will end toon at this 
well and storage tank site at Abbeywood Lane in Hoff- 
man Estates. The well is to Increase water supplied to 
Harrington Square and Hill Dale Villages, residential de- 


velopments. Crews now are painting the tank, con- 
necting control panels and completing drilling oper- 
ations. 


Condemnation suit to be filed 
State to seek Meacham right-of-way 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation will file suit to obtain rights-of- 
way for the widening of Meacham Road 
between Golf and Higglns roads, accord- 
ing to Schaumburg Mayor Robert At- 
cher. 


In a report to village trustees, Atcher 


said the state has been negotiating to 
purchase the rights-of-way but some of 
the property owners apparently have not 
agreed to accept the price offered. 
Therefore the state Is filing a con- 
demnation suit, he said. The road is to be 
widened and repaved. 


Since the village owns a fire station 


along Meacham, it likely will be named 
In the suit, said Atcher. But, be ex- 
plained, the village has agreed to deed 
over the fire station frontage, and ex- 
pects to be dismissed as a defendant. 


Also in his report, Atcher announced 


appointments of seven persons to board 
committees. Ed Skala and Ray Kroepke 
were reappolnted to the board of health; 
and Beverly Wegrzyn, of 128 Cloverdale 
Ln., and John Errera; of 333 Geneva Ln., 
are new appointees to that board. 


APPOINTED TO the airport feasibility 


study committee were Fred Dietrich, 514 
Redwood Ln.; William Nelson, 829 Car- 
naby Ct., and Tim Hill, 923 Jeffrey Ct. 


The board ratified the mayor's ap- 


pointees, and also approved contracting 
with a private firm for codification of 
village ordinances. The contract was 
awarded to Mickey City Publishing Co. 
of Charlottesville, Va., for $5,400 plus $14 
per page after 400 pages. Bids also were 
received from firms In Florida and Ohio. 
The codification is to organize ordi- 
nances in logical form, removing those 
that have been rescinded, incorporating 
amendments that may have been added 
to old ordinances and inserting new ordi- 
nances.

Height's Ford Tractor Sales of Warren- 
ville and Nick J. Gianninl Inc., Mount 
Prospect. Height's Is to supply the vil- 
lage with a backhoe at a cost of $14,650. 


GIANNINI IS TO install an extension 


of existing water supply mains in the vil- 
lage, to connect pipes already serving 


the northern section with those already 
operating in the southern section of the 
village. The new pipe will be placed un- 
derground from Golf Road, where it will 
intersect with a planned extension of Sa- 
lem Drive, to the Levitt development 
area along Bode Road. 


The next step in forming a complete 


loop connecting all parts of the village 


water system will be a similar pipe In- 
stallation on the eastern side of the vil- 
lage, said Engineer Joe Zgonina. 


Cost of the current water main project 


is $18,545, although it had been estimated 
at $21,710. Completion of the actual pipe 
installation should be within 10 days, said 
Zgonina, although landscape repair may 
take longer.

Village board to study home-rule power 


A study of home-rule powers will be 


conducted by the Hoffman Estates Vil- 
lage Board under the new administration 
of Mayor Virginia Hayter. 


One of several appointments 
an- 


nounced by Mrs. Hayter this week was 
the naming of Ralph Lyerla, freshman 
trustee, to head a task force committee 
to Investigate powers and restrictions on 
authority of home-rule communities. 


Under the revised state constitution, 


which took effect in 1971, communities 
with populations exceeding 25,000 qualify 
for home rule status, which removes 
some state controls over their actions. 


Hoffman Estates had more than 23,000 


residents in a 1971 special census. 


HOME RULE provides for broader 


taxation and bonding powers and author- 
ity to license businesses where jurisdic- 
tion is not reserved for the state. In Hoff- 
man Estates, it has been suggested that 
home rule powers might make it easier 
to set up a municipal fire department 
using facilities now owned by a separate 
fire district. . 


But just how much authority was given 


to home-rule municipalities is not clearly 
defined, and many communities 
are 


waiting for test cases to be heard by 
courts before enacting home rule legisla- 
tion. The task force is charged with de- 
termining what areas have been defined 


to date, and relating them to existing vil- 
lage activities. 


Mrs. Hayter also announced the village 


no longer will pay a treasurer, but in- 
stead will assign duties of that office to 
its finance director, John Tsao. Pre- 
viously, Elmer Redker was the appointed 
treasurer, having held the post four 
years. Mrs. Hayter said 'Redker con- 
curred in the new assignment, and felt it 
would be "beneficial to smooth operation 
of the village." 


ALTHOUGH REDKER received $2,000 


per year as treasurer, Tsao will not be 
paid anything in addition to his salary as 
finance director, $15,000 per year. Red- 
ker will continue to serve on the police 
pension board. 


Although Mrs. Hayter commented dur- 


ing the board meeting Monday she was 
"removing this particular appointment 
from patronage," she said after the 
meeting she was not suggesting Redker 
was a patronage appointee. Rather, she 
said, she was acting to remove any po- 
tential charge of patronage In that posi- 
tion. When Mrs. Hayter was running for 
mayor, she was accused of planning to 
Install patronage in village government. 


The public works committee, which 


Mrs. Hayter chaired prior to the election, 
now will be split into two committees, 
she confirmed.

Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied yesterday of a class action suit that 
seeks partial refund of 1072 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alnn S. Ganz, lists 144 defendants In two 
pages Including most area school and 
pnrk districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Ganz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 625 S. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an Increased assessed valuation of 
more than 30 per cent In the 1972 reas- 


sessment — Is hidden In LaSalle National 
Bank Trust 74740. Kenelco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value' assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for Industrial property as 
much as 50 per cent in the townships 
where It has been implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES - including 


DCS P l a l n e s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April 18. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit is Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market1. 


assessment in 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines are 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court injunction 


ordering tax refunds to industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests. deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set-, 
tied. 
. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County. 
They say the rules for assessment are 
unclear and fuzzy." 


The suit says use of the fair-market 


system violates the Illinois Constitution's: 
requirements for "uniformity and re*-'. 
sonableness within a tax class." Industry 
al property owners in the 10 townships- 
"pay a disproportionate increased 
amount of real estate taxes."

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Ruthe Carbona found guilty 
of murdering her husband 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
bond, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthe Carbona, 01 1762 
Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted 8tt hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that she be Incarcerated in 
tho Cook County Jail. 


YESTERDAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband In tho back on the stairway 


of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from the house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbona. 
34, died the morning of Dec. 22, 1971 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony in the trial Indicated the bul- 
let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .357 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand in 


her own behalf twice during the nine 
days of testimony. 
Her 
11-year-old 


daughter and 10-year-old son by a former 
marriage also testified, stating they 
helped their mother into the house after 
their stepfather had run over their moth- 
er's leg with a car in the driveway the 
night before the murder. 


The jury began deliberating at 5:30 


p.m. Tuesday and continued until 10:20 
p.m., when Judge Dunne sent the jurors

• According to Paul Hamer, Wheeling 
village attorney, Wheeling is objecting to 
the incorporation because it feels In- 
corporation would impede the • orderly 
growth of Wheeling. According to Ham- 
er, Wheeling has some sewer and water 
mains in the area and the village would 
be subject to losing them.

The 
jury's verdict said Mrs. Carbona was 
guilty of murder, "in that she-shot and 
killed Joseph Carbona with a gun know- 
ing that shooting with a gun created a 
strong probability of death or great bod- 
ily harm to 'Joseph Carbona." 


The absence of a verdict on the other 


murder count which was worded that the 
defendant "intentionally and knowingly 
shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun," caused some legal confusion in the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 
then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi- 
tional murder count was an 
"im- 


propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial in the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed bis ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put.it in writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for a new trial, review a pre-sentence • 
investigation and would consider senten- 
cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors in the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction if Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Atty. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Mrs. 
Carbona unless she is indicted a second 
time. Montemurro said he and Asst. 
State's-Atty. Terrence Sullivan had not 
yet'decided what sentence they will seek 
in the case. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for murder. 


MRS. CARBONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired accidently. Her statement disputed 
testimony of a doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
path of. the bullet .made it physically im- 
possible for Carbona to have shot him- 
self.

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Grove Township to get $56,453 in revenue sharing 


Elk Grove Township will receive 


$56,453 In federal revenue sharing funds 
during 1073, according to a report pre- 
sented to the township board of auditors. 


The Jan. 1 to June 30 portion of the 


funds will be $14,110. So far, the township 
has received $7,058 in federal funds. 


At a meeting Monday, the auditors al- 


located the first portion of the funds into 
the following four categories: health, 
$3,000; environmental protection, $7,000; 
social services for the aged, $3,116; and 
financial administration, $1,000. 


Although the first payment of revenue 


sharing funds, received last month, was 
several months late, the township will re- 
ceive its full portion of funds this year. 


A SERIES of errors delayed the first 


payment. The Initial application from the 
township for revenue sharing was sub- 
mitted late. 


When a second application was sub- 


mitted, the federal government mistak- 
enly identified the township as a non-tax- 
ing government agency, which is In- 
eligible for revenue sharing. 


After several months of paperwork, the 


township was able to clear up the error 
and the first revenue sharing funds were 
sent. 


At Monday's meeting, the auditors also 


agreed to file suit against the Cosmopoli- 
tan National Bank in an effort to relieve 
flooding conditions in the Roppolo-Land- 
meier subdivision. 


LANDFILL AND other construction 


work In an open field in the subdivision 
allegedly reversed the natural flow of a 
drainage ditch. Rainwater now flows to- 


ward the homes, rather than away from 
them. 


The township suit contends that a 


township road is affected by the flooding. 
Auditor Bernard Lee said the suit seeks 
no specific damages but requests that fu- 
ture construction be prevented and cor- 
rective measures be taken to restore the 
natural drainage flow. 


The bank is being sued as the holder of 


the land trust that has title to the proper- 
ty. Repeated efforts to contact the owner 
of the land through the bank have failed. 


Lee said home owners in the area af- 


fected by the flooding may also join the 
township in the suit.

State Senate approves Regner fire cadet bills 


Two bills affecting Mount Prospect 


were approved unanimously Friday by 
the Illinois Senate's Local Government 
Committee. One bill would provide for 
fire cadet programs throughout the state. 
The other would repeal the statutory re- 
quirement that the municipal clerk's of- 
fice post an up-to-date voter list prior to 
an election. 


Mount Prospect fire department offi- 


cials have been urging passage of the 
cadet bill In the hopes of later acquiring 
some state funds for the village's pioneer 
program. The village board had asked 
that the voter list law be repealed. 


State Sen. David J. Regner, R-Mount 


Prospect, said both bills, co-sponsored by 
him, would be voted on by the Senate 
within two weeks. 


Regner said some Chicago senators 


had amended the cadet bill with a home 
rule provision. He said this makes the 
cadet bill mandatory for all non-home 
rule communities and optional for home 
rule communities. 


THE SENATOR indicated that he will 


try to get the amendment changed to 
read that only Chicago will be exempted. 


Ten high school juniors are currently 


enrolled in Mount Prospect's fire cadet 
program. Each youth will receive two 
years of on-the-job training along with 
courses in high school. They also receive 
school credit for participation. 


The village board wants the voter list 


law repealed because its members feel 
such a list is an added burden on the 


clerk's office and an added cost to the 
village. Trustees said they feel the coun- 
ty voting lists are adequate. 


Such a voter's list was drawn up for 


the first time prior to last month's vil- 
lage election at the insistence of mayoral 
candidate Michael H. Minton. His request 
brought the matter to the attention of the 
board.

Mount Prospect residents is now guaran- 
teed under the North Suburban Blood 
Center's blood assurance program. 


Friday's blood drive at St. Raymond's 


School, coupled with donations at local 
hospitals, brought the village total to 233 
pints. 225 pints were needed to fulfill the 
program's requirement that one-half of 1 
per cent of village residents make dona- 
tions to get the plan under way. 


Kenneth V. Scholten, Jaycees blood 


drive chairman, said 63 pints were col- 
lected at St. Raymond's and 45 pints had 
been donated at hospitals. 


To maintain the program, 4 per cent of 


the village population must donate blood 
yearly, approximately 1,800 pints a year. 


Though the initial blood quota was 


met, each blood draw for the program 
has been disappointing, yielding fewer 
pints than anticipated. 


The next blood drive will be from 9 


a.m. to 4 p.m. May 19 at Lions Park 
Recreation Center. Persons wishing to do- 
nate blood should call the village hall at 
392-6000. The Jaycees will then contact 
them to set up their blood giving appoint- 
ments. 


The drive will be on the last Saturday 


each month, beginning again in June.

Heights protested having to pay for any 
new flood control program. They said it 
would be "double-taxing" because they 
already are paying for the $488,000 storm 
sewer project just put In their area un- 
der a special assessment. 


They and former village trustee Daniel 


J. Ahern, who attended the meeting as 
spectators, asked that the possibility be 
examined of having many of the propos- 
als in the flood control plan funded by 
special assessments instead of a tax af- 
fecting all residents. Furst said a legal 
opinion would have to be obtained. 


Why wasn't something done against 


flooding after the 1967 floods, a woman 
asked. She said it was unfair that new- 
comers to the community, like herself, 
have to pay for programs that should 
have been already accomplished. 


Furst said the Crumley and West Park 


retention basins were built and widening 
of Wcllcr Creek was started since then. 


A WOMAN OF THE Kaplan-Braun 


subdivision near Lawrence Lane asked 
why the village ordinances could not be 
toughened to prevent builders from leav- 
ing flood-prone situations as In her area. 
A man asked why all new developments 
had not been forced to upgrade their 
standards to prevent flooding. 


Furst said most ordinances are useless 


unless they "have teeth in them." He 
pointed out that the clean streams com- 
mission hopes to review the village's 
flood plain ordinance next, with an eye 
to making them stronger. 


George March, clean streams commis- 


sion chairman, told the woman that the 
problem In her area was that an ade- 
quate Kaplan-Braun sewer system had 
been hooked onto an inadequate system. 
He said the new Hatlen Heights area 
sewer will now receive the problem. 


Another man asked why the village 


had not Included money in the current 
budget for the flood control plan, since 
the village board must have known what 
was coming. 


Link countered by saying It appeared 


that no one "seems too excited about any 
expenditure of money." It was pointed 
out that a small amount for retention ba- 
sins was Included in the budget. 


Two residents asked why DiMucci 


builders was allowed to fill In a three- 
acre parcel at the corner of Palm and 
Tammarack drives, changing the flow of 
flood waters. 


The board members said they were un- 


sure of the legality of the builder's ac- 
tions. 


ONE WOMAN SAID, "That's unfair 


that a handful of men (the village board) 
decide what we have to pay." She asked 
for a referendum. A second woman said 
the decision on whether to have a refer- 
endum should be made before the report 
is distributed so the proposals for financ- 
ing the program could be distributed 
also. 


The village board has talked about 


neighborhood meetings to help dis- 
seminate information about the program 
and to get feedback from the community. 


Furst's committee voted 3-0 to accept 


the clean streams commission report and 
will make a recommendation to the full 
village board that It does likewise at the 
June 5 village board meeting. The third 
member of Furst's committee is Trustee 
Richard N. Hendricks.

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Juvenile court branch may survive legislative axing 


Supporters of a defeated legislative bill 


that called for the organization of a juve- 
nile court In the Northwest Suburbs said 
yesterday the court may still be estab- 
lished. 


Rep. Virginia Macdonnld, It-Arlington 


Heights, co-sponsor of the bill with Rep. 
Brian Duff, R-WIImelte, said yesterday 
she was "disappointed" that the bill 
fulled to win committee approval, but 
that a juvenile court might still he 
formed by an order from Cook County 
Circuit Court Chief Judge John S. Boyle. 


MM. Macdonald said a meeting has 


been scheduled between Boyle and offi- 
cials from Rolling Meadows, Arlington 
Heights, and Mount Prospect at 3 p.m. 
Friday In the Civic Center. 


Boyle said he would meet with the offi- 
cials after he learned of the proposed 
bill. As chief judge, Boyle has the au- 
thority to organize a branch juvenile 
court. 


CURRENTLY ALL juvenile cases are 


heard in the Audy Home at 26th St. and 
California In Chicago. 


Boyle, through an administrative as- 


sistant, told Mrs. Macdonald he would be 
willing to meet to discuss forming a 
juvenile court to hear cases In the sub- 
urbs. 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis 


Case, who testified In favor of the bill 
Tuesday, said yesterday he would attend 
the meeting along with Mayor Roland 
Meyer and representatives from Mount 


Prospect and Arlington Heights. 


"I want very much to be there," Mrs. 


Macdonald said yesterday. "It will be an 
historic meeting, I feel." 


Mrs. Macdonald said she sponsored the 


bill as a way to deal more realistically 
with juvenile crimes In the suburbs. "I 
was disappointed in the failure of the bill 
to pass," she said. 


THE BILL WAS presented before a ju. 


dicial subcommittee Tuesday where it 
failed on a 3-2 vote. Voting against the 
m e a s u r e were Rep. Harold Katz, 
D-Glencoe, and Duff. Although Duff co- 
sponsored the bill, he reportedly voted 
against it because he preferred the juve- 
nile court be formed through Boyle's of- 
fice rather than through an act of the 


Illinois General Assembly. 


Duff could not be reached for comment 


yesterday. 


"I am really much encouraged that the 


bill did at least highlight our long-stand- 
ing need for a local juvenile court," Mrs. 
Macdonald said. She said the bill was not 
regionally-oriented to the Chicago area 
a n d that Rep. W. Joseph Gibbs, 
R-Springfield, supported the bill strongly. 


"It didn't pass but it was a victory," 


said Case, who along with Arlington 
Heights Police Capt. Maurice English, 
testified for the measure. "Even though 
it failed in committee, It was a success 
because it has called our attention to 
Judge Boyle." 


"DECENTRALIZATION OF the family 


courts will serve both the witnesses and 
the accused," English said. "It would 
also give the local community a better 
understanding of those problems with 
juvenile offenders. Because of the huge 
caseload, family courts should be organ- 
ized on the same lines as the Circuit 
Court." 


"My rationale for this was that there 


are circuit courts all over but only one 
court to handle thousands of juvenile 
cases," Case said. "If we can call this to 
the attention of Chief Boyle, I think it is 
great." 


Tht concept of placing a juvenile court 


branch in the suburbs had been endorsed 
by both the Village of Mount Prospect 
and the Northwest Municipal Conference

Suit attacks Cook County's 1972 tax assessment method

Northwest suburban officials were noti- 


fied yesterday of a class action suit that 
seeks partial refund of ID72 taxes paid by 
Industrial property owners. 


The suit, filed by Chicago attorney 


Alan S. Ganz, lists 144 defendants In two 
pages Including most area school and 
pnrk districts, fire protection districts, 
townships and municipalities. 


Gnnz represents owners of a one-story 


Industrial building at 623 5. Glenn Avc., 
Wheeling. Ownership of the property — 
with an Increased assessed valuation of 
more limn 30 per cent In Iho 1972 reas- 


sessment — Is hidden In LaSalle National 
Bonk Trust 24740. Kenclco Corp., rents 
the building. 


A favorable ruling on the suit could 


jeopardize Cook County's new 'fair mar- 
ket value' assessment system, which the 
plaintiffs charge has raised assessed 
valuations for Industrial property as 
much as 50 per cent In the townships 
where It has been Implemented. 


AREA MUNICIPALITIES - Including 


DCS P l a l n e s , Wheeling, Arlington 
Heights, Mount Prospect, Palatine, Buf- 
falo Grove and Hoffman Estates — were 
named as additional defendants after a 


preliminary hearing April IB. Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court Judge Donald J. O'Brien 
refused to dismiss the case, and sug- 
gested addition of local taxing bodies as 
defendants, Ganz said. 


Basis of the suit la Cook County's as- 


sessment method. The suit contends 
that: 


• A switch last year to 'fair market' 


assessment In 10 of the county's 30 sub- 
urban townships, including Palatine and 
Wheeling, places an unequal tax burden 
on Industrial property owners in those 10 
townships. 


• County assessment guidelines ere 


vague and allow favoritism in assigning 
land values. 


The suit asks that Cook County, the 


county Forest Preserve District, the 
Metropolitan Sanitary District and the 
Tuberculosis District, "not be paid their 
full tax levy," Ganz told the Herald. 


IT ALSO requests a court Injunction 


ordering tax refunds to Industrial proper- 
ty owners and requests deposit of the 
funds in an interest-bearing, court-super- 
vised bank account until the case is set- 
tled. 


The petition, on behalf of an estimated 


3,700 Industrial property owners, charges 


that the county assessment method Is 
"arbitrary and without facts or stan- 
dards." 


Cook County plans a similar fair-mar- 


ket assessment switch in 10 additional 
townships this year Including Elk Grove, 
Maine and Schaumburg. 


"This Is the big one," said Marshall 


Theroux, Wheeling Township assessor, 
who received his summons yesterday af- 
ternoon. "They're objecting to the entire 
method of assessment in Cook County.

The Arlington Heights Village Board's 


finance commlttco last night gave strong 
Indications that It will recommend ex- 
tending the village's garbage contract 
with (ho Lascko Disposal Co. at a pro- 
posed rate of $5.57 a month for residen- 
tial customers. 


The new tentative rate, which If ap- 


proved would become cffcctlvo Jan. 1974, 
Is a ISVi per cent increase over the pre- 
sent rate of $4.82 per month. 


A c c o r d i n g to Finance Committee 


Chairman Frank Pnlmntlcr, the com- 
mittee was inclined to continue the La- 
scko contract "because of a lock of Inter- 
est on Iho part of any other company to 
provide the some kind of service." 


In March Iho village received two bids 


on the scavenger service contract, which 
expires at the end of this year. Both bids 
were for curbslde pickup and were lower 
In cost than the Lascko proposal. 


PALMATIER SAID Inquiries to Waste 


Management of Illinois, which bid $3.50 
for onco a week pickup at the curb 
turned up a flat refusal on the part of (he 
company to go to backdoor collection two 
times n week, as Lascko now does and Is 
proposing to continue. 


The committee stopped short last night 


of a final recommendation that the La- 
scke contract be renewed, but did in- 
dicate that a detailed financial report

The proposed $5.57 a month figures Is

• AN 11 CENT SAVING that would re- 


sult from the village taking over billing 
for garbage service. 


• Continuation of the present one-time 


pickup of large household items, rather 


than providing that such items be collect- 
ed on the second pickup of each week. 


Details of the contract proposal, In- 


cluding provision for further rate in- 
creases, remain to be settled. Laseke is 
seeking a five-year exclusive contract. 


Henry Laseke, president of the com- 


pany, said last night that the new rate 
would provide for continuation of the pre- 
sent backdoor service two times weekly. 


The financial study concluded that for 


the village to take over.garbage collec- 
tion the monthly rate charged residents 
would be about $5.81. 


Hanson proposed that the 50-cent 


monthly subsidy per residential custom- 
er, which would amount to $96,000 an- 
nually, be taken from the village's utility 
tax.

Salt Creek answers? Just red tape

Residents along the upper Salt Creek 


need solutions to flooding problems, but 
oil they arc getting so far is politics and 
red tape. 


In the latest of the political maneuver- 


ings, the Illinois Senate appropriations 
committee approved Tuesday a bill allo- 
cating $2.73 million for construction of 
flood controls along the Salt Creek. 


Sen. John Graham, R-Barrlngton, co- 


sponsor of the bill, said It was introduced 
In reaction to the confusion surrounding 
Gov. Daniel Walker's flood control pro- 
grams. 


Walker's budget for the coming fiscal 


year Includes $9 million for flood control 
programs. The budget Includes a $2.4 
million allocation for the construction of 
a retention basin in tho Bussc Woods sec- 
tion of the Ned Brown Forest Preserve, 
but no other details are included for 


other structures along the Salt Creek. 


Several state legislators are writing 


their own bills because the governor has 
not been specific. It is believed that if 
Walker's budget includes the projects, 
the individual bills would be dropped. 


GRAHAM SAID he and State Sen. Da- 
vid Rcgncr, R-Mount Prospect, have co- 
sponsored several bills, including the 
Salt Creek bill to warn tho governor, "If 
he doesn't do It (make specific alloca- 
tions for flood control), we will." 


A spokesman for the governor told the 


Herald yesterday that there would be no 
comment on this bill until It passes both 
houses of the legislature. 


The spokesman said Walker's budget, 


introduced in March, did not detail the 
programs that would be Included be- 
cause "we are still studying the most ef- 
fective way to use the money available." 


The Salt Creek project has been in- 


volved in confusion almost since the out- 


set because it .must go through dual 
tracks of red tape — at the state and the 
federal levels. The $26.5 million program 
was introduced In February, 1972, and 
there is still no estimate of when work 
might begin. 


The joint program would provide flood 


controls along the creek in Cook County. 
Tho largest of the controls would be a 
589-acre retention lake in the Bussc 
Woods Forest Preserve. Five other 
structures would be provided along, the 
creek branches in Schaumburg and Pala- 
tine. 


LOCAL, COUNTY, regional, state and 


federal agencies are Involved in the wa- 
tershed plan. Half of the funds for the 
project are being requested from the fed- 
eral govemment.with the balance com- 
ing from the state and other agencies. 


Total construction time for the project, 


including a large recreation site at the 
Busse Woods lake, was estimated at nine 
years. 


Sheriff's police murder case 
Ruthe Carbona found guilty

A Mount Prospect woman was found 


guilty yesterday of murdering her hus- 
band, a Cook County Sheriff's Police 
lieutenant. 


A Cook County Criminal Court jury of 


seven women and five men returned the 
verdict against Ruthc Carbona, 01 1762 
Euclid, Mount Prospect shortly after 2 
p.m. Jury deliberations lasted 8^ hours. 


Mrs. Carbona, 30, the mother of two 


children, sobbed softly after hearing the 
verdict. Her cries became audible only 
after Judge Arthur L. Dunne dismissed 
the jury and ordered her bond be re- 
voked and that sho bo Incarcerated in 
the Cook County jail. 


YBSTEH DAY'S verdict upholds the 


state's contention that Mrs. Carbona shot 
her husband In tho back on the stairway 
of their Mount Prospect home as he was 
carrying clothing from tho house after 
telling her he was leaving her. Carbonn. 
3A. died the morning of Dec. 22, 1071 
from a bullet which penetrated his heart. 
Testimony In the trial indicated the bul- 
let was fired from Lt. Carbona's police 
service revolver, a .337 caliber Magnum. 


Mrs. Carbona took the witness stand In 


her own behalf twice during the nine

shot and killed Joseph Carbona with a 
gun," caused some legal confusion in the 
court yesterday. 


Judge Dunne yesterday declared a 


mistrial on the second murder count and 
then approved a state motion to drop 
prosecution on that charge. 


Defense attorney Sheldon Sorosky ar- 


gued the lack of a verdict on the addi-

count was an

propriety" and asked the judge to de- 
clare a mistrial in the entire case. Judge 
Dunne delayed his ruling on the motion 
until the attorney could put it in writing 
and said he would hear defense motions 
for a new trial, review a pre-sentence 
investigation and would consider senten- 
cing Mrs. Carbona June 1. 


SOROSKY TOLD the Herald he will 


make motions for a new trial based on 
errors in the trial. He also said there 
would "definitely be an appeal" of the 
conviction If Judge Dunne denies a new 
trial. 


Asst. State's Atty. Anthony Monte- 


murro told the Herald the second murder 
charge cannot be reinstated against Mrs. 
Carbona unless she is Indicted a second 
time. Montemurro said he and Asst. 
State's Atty. Terrence Sullivan had not 
yet decided what sentence they will seek 


In the case. Illinois law allows a sentence 
of 14 years to life for murder. 


MRS. 
CARBONA contended her hus- 


band was holding the revolver as she 
was pulling on his arm when the gun 
fired accldently. Her statement disputed 
testimony of a doctor from the Cook 
County coroner's office, who said the 
path of the bullet made it physically im- 
possible for Carbona to have shot him- 
self.

ly. His announcement came last fall, two 
days after the Northwest suburbs suf- 
fered severe floodding from a heavy 
rainstorm. 


At that time, gubernatorial candidate 


Walker attacked Ogllvie's move as politi- 
cally motivated because it came only 
weeks before the elections. State officials 
later said there was no money to under- 
take the entire watershed project. They 
said it could only begin, with limited 
money from the governor's emergency 
fund. 
, 


The SCS met with state officials to re- 


view any proposed construction, and said 
the state could begin without jeopard- 
izing federal funding later. Tom Ham- 
ilton, chairman of the Salt Creek Water- 
shed steering committee, said the SCS 
approval was a chance to make up for 
lost time. 


Meanwhile, the work plan was still 


being circulated 
among 10 federal 


agencies for review prior to submission 
of the plan to Congress for approval of 
funding. 


Walker defeated Ogilvie in the Novem- 


ber election and the new governor said 
flood control would be a high priority in 
the new administration. He gave no defi- 
nite plans, however, because he did not 
know what steps Ogilvio had taken. 


THE WORK DID not begin, but as one 


of his last acts in January, shortly before 
Walker's, inauguration, Ogilvie approved 
a $170,000 appropriation bill for design of 
the Busse Woods lake. Money came from 
the emergency fund. 


In February, the SCS received favor- 


able reports on the project from all but 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
The EPA said it felt the water in the 
retention lake would become stagnant 
and polluted. 


The objections were discussed at a spe- 


cial meeting, and the SCS wrote a final 
report answering the EPA's objections. 
That final report is now in Washington, 
struggling through the last of the federal 
red tape. 


As the next fiscal year deadline ap- 


proaches, the plan must be reviewed 
again by the SCS. The Report will then 
be sent to two federal agencies — the 
Office of Management and Budget and 
the Council for Environmental Quality. 


AFTER THE PLAN is on file for 30 


days with the council, the budget office 
can include it in the SCS budget Public 
works committees in both houses of Con- 
gress must then approve funding. 


While federal steps are being taken, 


the project may become part of the on- 
going political battle between Walker and 
the legislature. Graham said he expects 
his bill to be acted on by the Senate next 
week. If approved, it would go to the 
House. 


He said he would resist any attempt by 


Walker to "chip away at his program 
with his veto." 


The project is slowly making progress, 


but it will be some time before work be- 
gins — and even longer before results 
can be seen. A dry summer will offer the 
quickest relief.

When Duffnlo Grove High School opens 


Us floors next (all, It won't be any too 
soon Tor anybody Involved. 


Future students arc already proudly 


displaying BGHS T-shirts. Their prlnci- 
pal-lo-bc. Dr. Chick Miller, Is so excited 
about moving Into his new school that he 
can't wait to get to work each morning 
and parents arc volunteering to organize 
booster clubs. 


When discussing plans for Dlst. 214's 


newest school, located on Dundee Road 
In Buffalo Grove, Miller can hardly con- 
tain his enthusiasm. 


"The new school will be a great oppor- 


tunity for more students to assume lead- 
ership roles and to participate In pro- 
Krami for students," he said. "Without 
It, a lot of these kids just wouldn't have 
the chance to gc Involved." 


MANY OF THE future members of the 


BGHS student body have already gotten 
Involved. An advisory committee to the 
principal recently organized an election 
to determine the school colors and select 
a mascot for the athletic teams. Over 
t.300 students voted In the election, 
choosing navy and orange as the school 
colors and the Bison as the mascot. 


Parents arc making plans this summer 


to organize a Teacher Parent Council 
and booster clubs for sports, band and 
other student activities, Miller said. 


"We've really gotten a lot of en- 


thusiasm 
from everybody," he said. 


"The teachers arc looking forward to 
getting Into the new building, too," lie 
added. 


They should be making that move right 


on schedule, Miller said. He expects the 
academic area of the building to be com- 


pleted by June IS, the gymnasium fin- 
ished by the time school opens and the 
ficldhouse and pool ready sometime ear- 
ly In September. 


"WE HAD A very good winter for con- 


struction," Miller said, adding that his 
only concern now Is that work on Dundee 
Hoad around the school may not be com- 
pleted by the time the new building is 
opened. 


In case the construction on Dundee 


Isn't finished, by next fall, Miller said 
plans have been made to provide shuttle 
buses for students who would otherwise 
have to walk In dangerous areas. 


The faculty of the new school is almost 


set, with about IS to 20 of the teachers 
hired new to Dlst. 214. The rest of the 
teachers will come to Buffalo Grove 
High School from other schools in the 
district. 


Positions that remain to be filled at the 


school Include reading specialist, head li- 
brarian, gymnastics coach, learning dis- 
abilities specialist and teachers In the 
fields of Journalism, business education 
and computer technology. 


MILLER SAID he has had "hundreds 


of applications" for all faculty spots, but 
he is being very selective In his hiring. 


"The Interest created by opening this 


new school has caused an awful lot of 
teachers to apply. And with the teacher 
surplus, we've had the opportunity to 
screen applicants very carefully and 
we've done just that," Miller said. 


The relatively low enrollment planned 


at BGHS of 1,400 is another factor that 
makes teaching positions at the school 
attractive, Miller added. 


"I'm happy about the low enrollment," 


Miller said, "It will give the teachers 


and students a chance to get to know 
each other on a personal basis." 


Students who come to BGHS from 


Wheeling High School will have to get 
used to a few things. For example, they 
will not have the smoking area they can 
now use at WHS. 


"We won't have a smoking area and 


we don't plan to approve one," Miller 
said. 


THE ACADEMIC schedule also will be 


a little different from what WHS students 
are accustomed. Instead of an eight-peri- 
od day with an hour for lunch, they will 
follow a schedule that will include seven 
periods with a half-hour lunch break. 


WHS students will also have to get ac- 


climated to a more open atmosphere at 
BGHS, Miller said. Resource centers for 
Independent study have been planned in 
each academic area. Teachers will give 


students quite a bit of time to use the fa- 
cilities on their own, he said. 


To help everyone familiarize them- 


selves with the new building, Miller said 
tours are planned this summer for stu- 
dent leaders. In addition, during regis- 
tration the third week in August, guides 
will also be available to acquaint stu- 
dents with their new school. 


"I expect there will be a few days 


right at the beginning when kids will be 
late to class and things will be a little 
confusing, but I don't anticipate any ma- 
jor problems," Miller said. 


Fortunately, Miller has already had a 


sort of trial run to prepare him for the 
job of opening a new school. He came to 
WHS In 1964 as assistant principal and 
helped organize and plan the opening oE 
that building.

Police arrest members 
of suspected theft ring 


Arlington Heights Police charged two 


men Friday with allegedly taking coins 
from laundry machines at Dana Point 
Apartments in Arlington Heights.

One walkie-talkie was hidden in a basket 
of clothes taken into the laundry room or 
laundromat by the thief, while another 
person stays outside to keep watch. 


At a suitable opportunity, the person 


empties coins Into the laundry basket 
and walks out appearing to have finished 
a load of clothes, McDougall said. 


He said there were no signs of forcible 


entry Into the coin boxes of these ma- 


chines because one of the ring members 
is believed to have worked at a coin 
vending machine company and would 
have access to appropriate tools.

BOLI drops projects for village streets 


The Arlington Heights Board of Local 


Improvements (BOLI) has abandoned a 
proposed sewer and repaying project on 
Dwyer Avenue, Wing Street and Heather 
Lane. 


The board has, however, initiated new 


proceedings on an improvement project 
for Dwyer Avenue only. 


The old project included Installation of 


sewers and repaving of streets in the 
area of Dwyer and Euclid Avenue south 
to Campbell Street, on Wing Street from 


Dwyer east to Kennicott Avenue, on 
Heather Lane from Dwyer to Harvard 
Avenue and on a small portion of Har- 
vard south of its intersection with Heath- 
er. 


BOLI Pres. Dave Patterson said the 


project has been abandoned because of 
threatened long court delays stemming 
from residents' objections to the cost of 
the improvements. 


The project had been introduced in 


Cook County Circuit Court for the pur- 


pose of determining the residents' share 
of the project cost and was met by objec- 
tors, according to Kenneth Stonesifer, 
BOLI attorney. 


The new Dwyer Avenue project will In- 


volve installing sewers, widening and re- 
paving the street. 


BOLI has asked the village engineer to 


prepare maps for the project, and a for- 
mal hearing will be scheduled at a later 
date.
